1.— Birth of John the Baptist Foretold. 

St Luke 1. 1-25. 
Jerusalem — 11 ill-country of Judaa. 

Forasmuch as many have taken in hand to set forth in order a 
declaration of those things which are most syrely believed among us, 
even as they delivered them unto us, which from the beginning were 
eye-witnesses, and ministers of the word ; it seemed good to me also, 
having had perfect understanding of all things from the very first, to 
write unto thee in order, most excellent Theophilus, that thou mightest 
know the certainty of those things, wherein thou ha»t been instructe<l.

enemies might serve Him without fear, in holiness and righteousnoes 
before Him, all the days of our life. And thou, child, shalt be called 
the prophet of the Highest : for thou shalt go before the face of the 
Lord to prepare His ways ; to give knowledge of salvation unto BKs 
people by the remission of their sins, through the tender mercy of our 
Ood ; whereby the day-spring from on high hath visited us, to give 
light to them that sit in darkness and in the shadow of death, to guide 
our feet into the way of peace.

And there was one Anna, a prophetess, the daughter of Phauuel, of the 
tribe of Aser : she was of a great age, and had lived with an husband 
seven years from her virginity, and she vxia a widow of about fourscore 
and four years, which departed not from the temple, but served God 
with fastings and prayers night and day. And she coming in that 
instant gave thanks likewise unto the Lord, and spake of Him to all 
them that looked for redemption in Jerusalem. ' And when they had 
performed all things according to the law of the Lord, they returned 
into Galilee, to tdieir own city Nazareth.

were in Bethlehem, and in all the coasts thereof, from two years old 
and under, according to the time which he had diligently enquired of the 
wise men. Then was fulfilled that which was spoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, saying, In Rama was there a voice heard, lamentation, and 
weeping, and great mourning, Rachel weeping for her children, and 
would not be comforted, because they are not. 

But when Herod was dead, behold, an angel of the Lord appeareth 
in a dream to Joseph in Egypt, saying, Arise, and take the young child 
and His mother, and go into the land of Israel : for they are dead 
which sought the young child's life. And he arose, and took the young

And He went down with them, and came to Nazareth, and was sub- 
ject unto them : but His mother kept all these sayings in her hearts 
And Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, and in favour with God 
and man.

StMatt. 3. 1-12; St Mark 1.1-8; St Luke 3. 1-20 ; St John 1. 1-18. 
Wilderness East of Jordan — River Jordan. 

In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God. The same was in the beginning with God. All 
things were made by Him ; and without Him was not anything made 
that was made. In Him was life ; and the life was the light of men. 
And the light sliineth in darkness ; and the darkness comprehended 
it not. 

There was a man sent from God, whose name vxis John. The same 
came for a witness, to bear witness of the Light, that all men through 
him might believe. He was not that Light, but was sent to bear wit- 
ness of that Light. 27iat was the true Light, which lighteth every man 
that Cometh into the world. He was in the world, and the world was 
made by Him, and the world knew Him not. He came unto His own, 
nnd His own received Him not. But as many as received Him. to them 
f<ave He power to become the sons of God, even to them that b<*lieve on 
His name : Which were born, not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh 
7j^j- of the will of man, but of God. And the Word was made flesh* 
jtac/ r/ireJt among U8 (and we beheld His glory, the glory as of the only* 
i^S-^^Uen of the Father), full of gr^ and truth.

John bare witness of Him, and cried, saying, This was He of whom I 
spake, He that cometh after me is preferred before me : for He was 
before me. And of His fulness have all we received, and grace for grace. 
For the law was given by Moses, but grace and truth came by Jeaun 
Christ. No man hath seen God at any time ; the only begotten Sou, 
which is in the bosom of the Father, He hath declared Him. 

The beginning of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, the Son of God ; as it 
is written in the prophets. Behold I send My messenger before Thy 
face, which shall prepare Thy way before Thee. The voice of one crying 
in the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make His paths 
straight. Now in the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberius Caesar, 
Pontius Pilate being governor of Judaia, and Herod being tetrarch of 
Galilee, and his brother Philip tetrarch of Ituraja and of the region of 
Trachonitis, and Lysanias the tetrarch of Abilene, Annas and Caiaphaa 
being the high priests, the word of God came unto John, the son of 
Zacharias, in the wilderness. In those days came John the Baptist, 
preaching in the wilderness of Judgea. John did baptise in the wilderncHs. 
And he came into all the country about Jordan, preaching the baptism of 
repentance for the remission of sins ; saying. Repent ye : for the king- 
«lom of heaven is at hand. For this is he that was spoken of by the 
prophet Esaias, saying. The voice of one crying in the wilderness, Pre- 
pare ye the way of the Lord, make His paths straight. Every valley 
shall be filled, and every mountain and hill shall be brought low ; and 
the crooked shall be made straight, and the rough ways shall be mac'e 
smooth ; and all flesh shall see the salvation of God. And the same 
John had his raiment of camel's • hair, and a leathern girdle about his 
loins ; and his meat was locusts and wild honey. 

And there went out unto him all the land of Judaea, and they of 
Jerusalem, and all the region round about Jordan, and were all baptif^ed 
of him in the river of Jordan, confessing their sins. But when he saw 
many of the Pharisees and Sadducees come to his baptism, he said unto 
them, to the multitude that came forth to be baptised of him, gene- 
ration of vipere, who hath warned you to flee from the wrath to come ? 
Bring forth therefore fruits worthy of repentance, and begin not to say 
within yourselves. We have Abraham to our father : for I say unto you, 
that God is able of these stones to raise up children unto Abraham. 
And now also the axe is laid unto the root of the trees : every tttift. 
therefore which bringeth not forth good fruit \& V«^\i. ^<3{sn\^^^sx^^ ^s^sS^

And the people asked him, saym^, 'WVi-bAj ^tks2^ ^^ *^^

answereth aud saith uuto them, He that hath two coats, let him impart 
to him that hath noue ; and he that hath meat, let him do likewise. 

Then came also publicans to be baptised, and said unto him, Master, 
what shall we do ? And he said unto them, Exact no more than that 
which is appointed you. 

Aud the soldiers likewise demanded of him, saying, And what shall 
we do ? And he said unto them, Do violence to no man, neither accuse 
utiy falsely ; and be content with your wages. 

Aud as the people were in expectation, and all men mused in their 
hearts of John, whether he were the Christ or not ; John answered, 
saying unto them all, I indeed baptise you with water unto repentance ; 
but there cometh One mightier than I after me, the latchet of whose 
shoes I am not worthy to stoop down and unloose. I indeed have bap- 
tised you with water : but He shall baptise you with the Holy Ghost 
and with fire : whose fan is in His hand, and He will throughly purge 
His floor, and gather His wheat into the garner ; but He wiB burn up 
the chaff with unquenchable fire. 

Aud many other things in his exhortation preached he unto the 
people. But Herod the tetrarch, being reproved by him for Herodias 
his brother Philip's wife, and for all the evils which Herod had done, 
added yet this above all, that he shut up John in prison. 

8.— Baptism of Jesus by John the Baptist. 

St Matt. 3. 1-17; St Mark 1. 9-11 ; St Luke 3. 21-23. 

JSiver Jordan, 

And it came to pass in those days, that Jesus came from Nazareth 
•of (lalilee to Jordan unto John, to be baptised of him. But John 
forbad Him, saying, I have need to be baptised of Thee, and comest Thou 
to me ? And Jesus answering said unto him, Suflfer it to be so now : for 
thus it becometh us to fulfil all righteousness. Then he suffered Him. 
Now when all the people were baptised, it came to pass, that Jesus, also 
being baptised, went up straightway out of the water : and praying, 
lo, the heavens were opened unto Him, and the Holy Ghost descended 
in a bodily shape like a dove upon Him, and there came a Yoice from 
Zieaivu, aay/ji^. Thou art My beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased. 
-^oc/^esua Himself b^an to be about thirty years oi »^q.

And Jesus being full of the Holy Ghost returned from Jordan, and 
was led by the Spirit into the wilderness, to be tempted of the devil. 
And He was there in the wilderness forty days, tempted of Satan ; and 
wag with the wild beawts. And in those days He did eat nothing. And 
when He had fasted forty days and forty nights, He was afterward an 
hungered. 

And when the tempter came to Him, he said, If thou be the Son of 
God, command that these stones be made bread. And Jesus answered 
and said, It is written, Man shall not live by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the mouth of God. 

Then the devil taketh Him up into the holy city> and setteth Him 
on a i)innacle of the temple, and saith unto Him, If Thou be the Son of 
God. cast Thyself down from hence : for it is written. He shall give His 
Angels charge concerning Thee, to keep Thee : and in their hands they 
«hall bear Thee up, lest at any time Thou dash Thy foot against a stone. 
And Jesus answering said unto him, It is written again, Thou shalt 
not tempt the Lord thy God. 

Again, the devil taketh Him up into an exceeding high mountain, 
«nd sheweth Him all the kingdoms of the world, and the glory of them, 
in a moment of time. And the devil said unto Him, AH this power 
will I give Thee, and the glory of them : for that is delivered unto 
me ; and to whomsoever I will I give it. If Thou therefore wilt fall 
<lown and worship me, all shall be Thine. And Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Get thee behind Me, Satan : for it is written, Thou shalt 
worship the Lord thy God, and Him only shalt thou serve. 

And when the devil had ended all the temptation, he departed from 
Him for a season ; and, behold, angels came and ministered unto Him.

him, What then ? Art thou Elias ? And he saith, I am not. Art thou 
that prophet ? And he answered, No. Then said they unto him. Who 
art thou ? that we may give an answer to them that sent us. What 
sayest thou of thyself ? He said, I am the voice of one crying in the 
wilderness, Make straight the way of the Lord, as said the propliet 
Esaias. And they which were sent were of the Pharisees. And they 
asked him, and said unio him. Why baptizest thou then, if thou be not 
that Christ, nor Elias, neither that prophet ? John answered theui, 
saying, I baptise with water : but there standeth One among you, whou» 
ye know not ; He it is, who coming after me is preferred before me, 
whose shoe's latchet I am not worthy to unloose. These things were 
done in Bethabara beyond Jordan, where John was baptising. 

The next day John seeth Jesus coming unto him, and saith, Behold 
the Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin of the world. This is He 
of whom I said. After me cometh a man which is preferred before me : 
for He was before me. And I knew Him not : but that He should be 
made manifest to Israel, therefore am I come baptising with water. 
And John bare record, saying, I saw the Spirit descending from heaven 
like a dove, and it abode upon Him. And I knew Him not : but He that 
sent me to baptise with water, the same said unto me. Upon whom thou 
ehalt see the Spirit descending, and remaining on Him, the same is He 
which baptiseth with the Holy Ghost. And I saw, and bare record that 
this is the Son of God. 

Again the next day after John stood, and two of his disciples ; and 
looking upon Jesus as He walked, he saith, Behold the Lamb of God ! 
And the two disciples heard him speak, and they followed Jcsuh. 
Then Jesus turned, and saw them following, and saith unto them. What 
seek ye ? They said unto Him, Rabbi (which is to say, being iutei - 
preted. Master,) where dwellest Thou ? He saith unto them, Come and 
see. They came and saw where He dwelt, and abode with Him tliat day, 
for it was about the tenth hour. 

One of the two which heard John speak, and followed Him, was 
Andrew, Simon Peter's brother. He first fihdeth his own brother 
Simon, and saith unto him. We have found the Me^sias, which is, being 
interprei^ed, the Christ. And he brought him to Jesus. And when 
Jesus beheld him. He said. Thou art Simon the son of Jona : thou shalt 
be called Cephas, which is by interpretation, A stone. 

The daj following Jesus would go forth into Galilee, and findeth 
•nilip, and B&ith uDto bim, Follow Me. Now Philip was of Bethsaida, 
«6<» <!iiijr of Andrew and Peter. 
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MIRACLE OF TURNIKG WATER INTO WINE. 

Philip findeth Natbanael, and eaith unto him, We have found Him, 
of whom Moses in the law, and the prophets, did write, Jesus of Naza- 
reth, the son of Joseph. And Nathanael said unto him. Can there 
any good thing come out of Nazareth ? Philip saith unto him. Come 
and see. 

Jesus saw Nathanael coming to Him, and saith of him. Behold an 
Israelite indeed, in whom is no guile 1 Nathanael saith unto Him, 
Whence knowest Thou me ? Jesus answered and said unto him, Before 
that Philip called thee, when thou wast under the fig tree, I saw thee. 
Nathanael answered and saith unto Him, Rabbi, Thou art the Son of 
(lod ; Thou art the King of Israel. Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Because I said unto "thee, I saw thee under the fig tree, believest thou ? 
thou shalt see greater things than these. And He saith unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, Hereafter ye shall see heaven open, and 
the angels of God ascending and descending upon the Son of man. 

11.— Jesus' First Miracle.

Cana of Galilee — Capemawn. 

And the third day there was a marriage in Cana of Galilee ; and the 
mother of Jesus was there : and both Jesus was called, and His disciple^ , 
to the marriage. And when they wanted wine, the mother of Jesus 
saith unto Him, They have no wine. Jesus saith unto her. Woman, 
what have I to do with thee ? Mine hour is not yet come. His mother 
saith unto the servants. Whatsoever He saith unto you, do it. And 
there were set there six waterpots of stone, after the manner of the 
purifying of the Jews, containing two or three firkins apiece. Jesus 
saith unto them. Fill the waterpots with water. And they filled them 
up to the brim. And He saith unto them. Draw out now, and bear unto 
the governor of the feast. And they bare it. When the ruler of the 
feast had tasted the water that was made wine, and knew not whence 
it was : (but the servants which drew the water knew ;) the governor of 
the feast called the bridegroom^ and saith unto him. Every man at the 
banning doth set forth good wine ; and when men have well drunk, 
then that which is worse : but thou hast kept the good wine until now. 
This beginning of miracles did Jesus in Cana of Galilee, and manifested 
forth His glory ; and His disciples believed on Him.

i'lieu answered the Jews and said unto Him, What sign shewest Thou 
unto UH, seeing that Thou doest these things ? Jesus answered and said 
unto them, Destroy this temple, and in three days I will raise it upu 
Then said the Jews, Forty and six years was this temple in building, 
anl wilt TIkju rear it uj) in three days ? But He spake of the temple of 
HiH }>ody. When therefore He was risen from the dead. His disciples 
rcmomberod that He had said this unto them ; and they believed the 
scripture, and the word which Jesus had said. 

Now when Ho was in Jerusalem at the passover, in the feast day, 
many bclieve<l in His name, when they saw the miracles which He did. 
H it .foHUS did tiot commit Himself unto them, because He knew all men, 
a:i(l needed not that any should testify of man : for He knew what was 
in man. 

Thore was a man of the Pharisees, named Nicodemus, a ruler of the 

JowH : the name came to Jesus by night, and said unto Him, Rabbi, we 

know that Thou art a teacher come from God : for no man &-in do 

thoHo miracles that Thou doest, except God be with him.

After these things came Jesus and His disciples into the land of 
Judica ; and there He tarried with them, and baptised. And John also 
was baptising in ^non, near to Salim, because there was much water 
there ; and they came, and were baptised. For John was not yet oast 
into prison.

answered and said, A man can receive nothing, except it be given hin?. 
irota heaven. Ye yourselves bear me witness, that I said, I am not the- 
Christ, but that I am sent before Him. He that hath the bride is the- 
l»-idegroom : but the friend of the bridegroom, which standeth and 
iMareth him, rejoiceth greatly because of the bridegroom's voice : this 
my joy therefore is fulfilled. He must increase, but I rmist decrease. 
He that cometh from above is above all : he that is of the earth is- 
earthly, and speaketh of the earth : He that cometh from heaven is- 
above all. And what He hath seen and heard, that He testifieth ; and 
no man receiveth His testimony. He that hath received His testimony 
hath set to his seal that God is true. For He whom God hath sent 
speaketh the words of God : for God giveth not the Spirit by measure 
vfUo Him. The Father loveth the Son, and hath given all things into 
His hand. He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting life : and he 
that believeth not the Son shall not see life ; but the wrath of God 
abide th on him. 

When therefore the Lord knew how the Pharisees had heard that 
Jesus made and baptised more disciples than John (though Jesus Him- 
self baptised not, but His disciples). He left Judaea, and departed again 
into Galilee. 

And He must needs go through Samaria. Then cometh He to a city 
of Samaria, which is called Sychar, near to the parcel of ground that 
Jacob gave to his eon Joseph. Now Jacob's well was there. JesuK 
therefore, being wearied with His journey, sat thus on the well : and it 
was about the sixth hour. 

There cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water : Jesus saith unto 
her, Give Me to drink. (For His disciples were gone away unto the city 
to buy meat). Then saith the woman of Samaria unto Him, How is it 
that Thou, being a Jew,.a8ke8t drink of me, which am a woman of 
Samaria ? for the Jews have no dealings with the Samaritans. Jesus 
answered and said unto her, If thou knewest the gift of God, and who 
it is that saith to thee, Give Me to drink ; thou wouldest have asked of 
Him, and He would have given thee living water. The woman saith 
unto Him, Sir, Thou hast nothing to draw with, and the well is deep : 
from whence then hast Thou that living water ? Art Thou greater than 
our father Jacob, which gave us the well, and drank thereof himself^ 
and his children, and his cattle ? Jesus answered and said unto her, 
H^Aagoever drinkeih of this water shall thirst again : but whosoever

Into everlasting life. The woman saith unto Him, Sir, give me thw 
water, that I thirst not, neither come hither to draw. Jeaua saith unto 
her. Go, oall thy husband, and come hither. The woman answered and 
■Haid, I have no husband. Jesus said unto her. Thou hast well said, I 
have no husband : for thou hast had five husbands ; and he whom thou 
now hast is not thy husband : in that saidst thou truly. "Hie woman 
saith unto Him, Sir, I perceive that Thou art a prophet. Our fathers 
worshipped in this mountain ; and ye say, that in Jerusalem is the place 
where men ought to worship. Jesus saith unto her, Woman, believe 
Me. the hour coineth, when ye shall neither in this mountain, nor yet at 
^lerusalem, worship the Father. Ye worship ye know not what : we 
know what we woi-ship : for salvation is of the Jews. But the hour 
•ooineth, and now is, when the true worshipi)er8 shall worship the Father 
in spirit and in truth : for the Father seeketh such to worship Him. 
0(mI is a Spirit: and they that worship Him must worship Him in spirit 
4ind in truth. 

The woman naith unto Him, I know that Messias cometh, which is 
•called Christ : when He is come, He will tell us all things. Jesus saith 
unto her, I that speak unto thee am lie. 

And upon this came His diHcij)les, and marvelled that He talked with 
the woman : yet no man said. What seekest Thou ; or. Why talkesi 
•Th»)u with her ? 

The woman then left her waterpot, and went her way into the city, 
And saith to the men, Come, see a man, which told me all things that 
«ver I did : is not this the Christ ? Then they went out of the city, 
-and came unto Him. 

In the meanwhile His disciples prayed Him, saying, Master, eat. 
But He said unto them, I have meat to eat that ye know not of. 
Tlierefore said the disciples one tf» another, Hath any man brought 
Him ought to eat ? Jesus saith unto them, My meat is to do the will 
•*)f Him that sent Me, and to finish His work. 

Say not ye. There are yet four months, and then cometh harvest? 
beliold, I say unto you. Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields ; for 
they are white alrcsady to harvest. And he that reapeth receiveth 
wages, and gathei-eth fruit unto life eternal : that both he that soweth 
:ind he that reapeth may rejoice together. And herein is that saying 
true, One soweth, and another reapeth. I sent you to reap that 
-whereon ye bestowed no labour : other uvea. Wv^vi\iX'!s»5v., "kq^^ ^'e> 
•entered into their labours.

Mrying of the woman, which testified, He told me all that ever I di^L 
Ho when the Samaritans were come unto Him, they besought Him that 
He would tarry with them : and He abode there two days. And many 
■lore believed because of His own word ; and said unto the woman. 
How we believe, not because of thy saying : for we have heard Ilim our- 
Mdvee, and know that this is indeed the Christ, the Saviour of thtv 
world. 

14.— The Nobleman's Son Healed. 

St John 4. 43-54. 
Cana — Capernatim. 

Now after two days He departed thence, and went into Galilee. Foi- 
Jesus Himself testified, that a prophet hath no honour in his own 
country. Then when He was come into Galilee, the Galilacans receivetl 
Him, having seen all the things that He did at Jerusalem at the feast : 
for they also went unto the feast. So Jesus came again into Cana of 
Galilee, where He made the water wine. And there was a certain 
nobleman, whose son was sick at Cai)ernaum. 

When he heard that Je^us was come out of Juda.>a into (jralilee, he 
went unto Him, and besought Him that He would come down and heal 
his son : for he was at the point of death. Then said Jesus unto hiii],. 
Except ye see signs and wonders, ye will not believe. The nobleman 
aaith unto Him, Sir, come down ere my child die. Jesus saith unt(»- 
him, Go thy way ; thy son liveth. And the man believed the wor<T 
that Jesus had spoken unto him, and he went his way. And as he Wa8 
now going down, his servants met him, and told him, saying, Thy koh 
livettu Then enquired he of them the hour when he began to amend. 
And they said unto him. Yesterday at the seventh hour the fever left 
him. So the father knew that it was at the «ame hour, in the which 
Jesus said unto him, Thy son liveth : and himself believed, and his 
whole house. This is again the second miracle that Jesus did, when He 
was come out of Juda;a into Galilee.

And He came to Nazareth, where He had been brought up : and, as 
His cuHtom was, He went into the synagogue on the 8^; I 'bath day, an<l 
ntood up for to read. And there was delivered unto Him the book of 
the prophet Esaias. And when He had opened the book. He found the 
place where it was written, The Spirit of the Lord h upon Me, because 
He hath anointed Me to preach the gospel to the poor ; He hath sent Me 
to heal the broken-hearted, to preach deliverance to the captives, and 
rec«)vering of sight to the blind, to set at liberty them that are bruised 
to preach the acceptable year of the Lord. 

And He closed the book, and He gave it again to the minister, and sat 
down. And the eyes of all them that were in the synagogue were 
fastened on Him. And He began to say unto them, This day is this 
scripture fulfilled in your ears. And all bare Him witness, and wondered 
at the gracious words which proceeded out of His mouth. And they 
Mud, Is not this Joseph's son ? 

And He said unto them, Ye will surely ^ay unto Me this proverb. 
Physician, heal thyself : whatsoever we have heard done in Capernaum, 
do also here in Thy country. And he said, Verily, I say unto you, no 
prophet is accepted in his own country. 

But I tell you of a truth, many widows were in Israel in the days of 
Elias, when the heaven was shut up three years and six months, when 
great famine was throughout all the land ; but unto none of them was 
Elias sent, save unto Sarepta, a' citt/ of Sidon, unto a woman that van a 
widow. And many lepei-s were in Israel in the time of Eliseus the 
prophet ; and none of them was cleansed, saving Naaman, the Syrian. 

And all they in the synagogue, when they heard these things, weic 
filled with wrath, and rose up, and thrust Him out of the city, and led 
Him unto the brow of the hill whereon their city was built, that they 
might cast Him down headlong. But He passing through the midst of 
them went His way.

Capernaum, a city of Galilee, which is upon the sea coast, in the borders 
of ZabuloD and Nephthalim : that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by Esaias the prophet, saying. The land of Zabulon, and the 
land of Nephthalim, by the way of the sea, beyond Jordan, Galilee of 
the G«ntiles ; the people which sat in darkness saw great light ; and to 
them which sat in the region and shadow of death light is sprung up. 
From that time Jesus began to preach the Gospel of the kingdom of 
God, and to say, Kepent : the time is fulfilled, and the kingdom of God 
is at hand : rejient ye, and believe the GospeL 

And Jesus, walking by the sea of Galilee, saw two brethren, Simon 
called Peter, and Andrew his brother, casting a net into the sea : for 
they were fishers. And He saith unto them. Follow Me, and I will 
make you to become fishers of men. And they straightway left their 
nets, and followed Him. And going on a little farther thence, He saw 
other two brethren, James the son of Zebedee, and John his brother, in 
a ship with Zebedee their father, mending their nets. And straightway 
He called them : and they immediately left the ship and their father 
Zebedee in the shij) with the hired servants, and went after Him. 

17— Jesus teachingr and healing: in Capemaum.

And they went into Capernaum ; and straightway on the Sabbath 

day He entered into the synagogue, and taught. And they were 

astonished at His doctrine: for His word was with power: for He taught 

them as one that had authoritv, and not as the scribes. And in the 

synagogue there was a man, which had a spirit of an unclean devil, and 

cried out with a loud voice, saying, Let xia alone ; what have we to do 

with Thee, Thou Jesus of Nazareth ? art Thou come to destroy us ?

His fame spread abroad throughout all the region, into every place of 
the country round about Qalilee. 

An<i forthwith, when they were come out of the Hyna^ogue, they 
-entertnl into the house of Simon and Andrew, with James and John. 
And Simon's wife's mother was taken with a great fever ; and aDon 
they tell Him of her, and they besought Him for her. And He stood 
•over her, and rebuked the fever ; and took her by the hand, and lifted 
her up ; and immediately the fever left her, and she arose, and 
ministered unto them. 

And at even, when the sun was setting, they brought unto Him all 
that were diseascii, and them that were possessed with devils ; and He 
laid His hands on every one of them, and healed them. And all the 
city was gathered together at the door. And devils also came out of 
many, crying out, and saying, Thou art Christ the Son of God. And 
He rebuking them suffered them not to speak : for they knew that He 
was Christ : that it might be fulfilled which was spoken by Esaias the 
])rophet. saying. Himself took our infirmities, and bare our sicknesses.

And seeing the multitude, He went up into a mountain : and when- 
He was set, His disciples came unto Him : 

And He opened His mouth, and taught them, saying, Blessed are the- 
poor in spirit : frw their's is the kingdom of heaven. Blessed are thej' 
that moum : for they shall be comforted. Blessed are the meek : for 
they shall inherit the earth. Blessed are they which do hunger and 
thirst after righteousness : for they shall be filled. Blessed are the 
merciful : for they shall obtain mercy. Blessed are the pure in heart : 
for they shall see God. Blessed are the peace- makers : for they shall 
be called the children of God. Blessed are they which are persecuted 
for righteousnefls' sake : for their's is the kingdom of heaven. Blessed 
are ye, when men shall revile you, and persecute you, and Hhall Hay all 
manner of evil against you falsely, for My sake. Rejoice, and be 
exceeding glad : fr>r great is your reward in heaven : for so i)ersecuted 
they the prophets which were before you. 

Ye are the salt oi the earth : but if the salt have lost his savour, 
wherewith shall it be salted ? it is thenceforth good for nothing, but to 
be cast out, an<l to l)e trodden under fof)t of men. Ye are the light of 
the world. A city that is set on an hill cannot be hid. Neither do 
men light a candle, and put it under a bushel, but on a candlestick ; and 
it giveth light unto all that are in the house. Let your light so shine 
l>efore men, that they may see your good works, and glorify your Father 
which is in heaven. 

Think not that I am come to destroy Ihe law, or the prophets : I 
nm not come to destroy, but to fulfil. For verily I say unto you. Till 
heaven and earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from 
the law, till all be fulfilled. Whosoever therefore shall break one of 
these least commandments, and shall teach men so, he shall be called 
the least in the kingdom of heaven : but whosoever shall do and teach 
them, the same shall be called great in the kingdom of heaven. For I 
say unto you, That except your righteousness shall exceed the rif/hteoutt- 
^««wr «/" tAe scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter into the 
^"'^rlom of heaven. 

Ye have heard that it was said by tbem oi oV\\^m^,'^^^^v^^V\^^\.wv>^, 
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DECLARATION CONCERNING SEVERAL GRAVE QUESTIONS.. 

kill : and "whosoever shall kill shall be in clanger of the judgment : lut 
I say unto you, That whosoever is angry with his brother without a 
cause shall be in danger of the judgment : and whosoever shall say to 
his brother, Raca, shall be in danger of the council : but whosoever 
el all say, Thou fool, shall be in danger of hell fire. 

Therefore if thou bring thy gift to the altar, and there rememberest 
that thy brother hath ought against thee ; leave there thy gift before 
the altar, and go thy way ; first be reconciled to thy brother, and then 
come and offer thy gift. Agree with thine adversary quickly, whiles, 
thou art in the way with him ; lest at any time the adversary deliver 
thee to the judge, and the judge deliver thee to the officer, and thou be 
cast into prison. Verily I say unto thee, Thou shalt by no means come- 
out thence, till thou hast paid the uttermost farthing. 

Ye have heard that it was said by them of old time. Thou shalt not 
commit adultery : but I say unto you. That whosoever looketh on a 
woman to lust after her hath committed adultery with her already iu 
hirt heart. And if thy right eye offend thee, j)luck it out, and cast H 
from thee : for it is profitable for thee that one of thy members should 
perish, and not that thy whole body should be cast into hell. 

And if thy right hand offend thee, cut it off, and cast it from thee : 
for it is profitable for thee that one of thy members should perish, and 
not that thy whole body should be cast into hell. 

It hath been said. Whosoever shall put away his wife, let him give 
her a writing of divorcement : but I say unto you. That whosoever 
shall put away his wife, saving for the cause of fornication, causeth her 
to commit adultery : and whosoever shall marry her that is divorced 
committeth adultery. 

Again, ye have heard that it hath been said by them of old time^ 
Thou shalt not forswear thyself, but shalt perform unto the Lord thine 
oatbs : but I say unto you, Swear not at a.ll ; neither by heaven ; for 
it is God's throne : nor by*^he earth ; for it is His footstool : neither by 
.Ferusalem ; for it is the city of the great King. Neither shalt thou 
swear by thy head, because thou canst not make one hair white or black. 
But let your communication be. Yea, yea ; Nay, nay : for whatsoever 
i« more than these cometh of evil. 

Ye have heard that it hath been said, An eye for an eye, and a 
tooth for a tooth : but I say unto you, That ye resist not evil : but 
whosoever shall smite thee on thy right cheeky Iwvw Vv> Vvks. '^'s. v^K^c^^5fx 
also. And if any man will sue thee at iW \a\N , ^\\v^ ^^^ ^\^^.^\.<r^^ ^ 
let h/ru have ^/ly cloke also. And v.'\.v\>=oev%v ^V\\)\ vlv^xwy*^ '^^^'^

mile, go with him twain. Give to him that asketh thee, and from him 
that would borrow of thee turn not thou away. 

Ye have heard that it hath been said, Thou shalt love thy neighbour, 
and hate thine enemy. But I say unto you, Love your enemies, bless 
them that curse you, do good to them that hate you, and pray for 
them which despitefully use you. and persecute you ; that ye may be 
the children of your Father which is in heaven : for He maketh Hia 
sun to rise on the evil and on the good, and sendeth rain on the just 
and on the unjust. For if ye love them which love you, what reward have 
ye ? do not even the publicans the same ? And if ye salute your 
brethren only, what do ye more than others ? do not even the publicans 
HO ? Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father which is in heaven is 
perfect. 

20.- The Sermon on the M-ount.— Continued. 

St Matt. 6. 
Near Capernaum. 

Take heed that ye do not your alms before men, to be seen of them r 
otherwise ye have no reward of your Father which is in heaven. 
Therefore when thou doest thine alms, do not sound a trumpet before 
thee, as the hypocrites do in the synagogues and in the Ntreets, that 
they may have glory of men. Verily I say unto you, they have their 
reward. But when thou doest alms, let not thy left hand know what 
thy right hand doeth : that thine alms may be secret : and thy Father 
which seeth in secret Himself shall reward thee openly. 

And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be as the hypocrites are : 
for they love to pray standing in the synagogues and in the corners erf 
the streets, that they may be seen of men. Verily I say unto you, 
they have their reward. But thou, when thou prayest, enter into thy 
closet, and when thou hast shut thy door, pray to thy Father which 
is in secret ; and thy Father which seeth in secret shall reward thee 
<jpenly. 

But when ye pray, use not vain repetitions, a^ the heathen do : for 

they think that they shall be heard for their much speaking. Be not 

ye therefore like unto them ; for your Father knoweth what thinge ye 

have need of, before ye ask Him. After this manner therefore pray ye: 

Oar F'ather which art in heaven. Hallowed be Thy name. Thy kingdom 

-^^nje. Thy v^ill be done in earth, as it h \u \\°;a,\eTi. Give us this day 

»«/• r/a£/j- bread And forgive us our debts, aa vjfe iw^^fe ovrc ^<^Wc^

And lead lis not into temptation, but deliver u» from evil : For Thine in? 
tlie kingdom, and the power, and the glorj^ for ever. Amen. 

For if ye forgive men their treBpasses, your heavenly Father ^^ill 
also forgive you ; but if ye forgive not men their trespasHes, neither 
will your Father forgive your trespasiiies. 

Moreover, when ye fast, be not, as the hypocrite**, of a sad counte- 
nance : for they disfigure their faces, that they may appear unto men 
to fast. Verily 1 say unto you, They have their reward. Hut thou, when 
thou fastest, anoint thine head, and wash thy face ; that thou appear 
not unto men to fast, but unto thy Father which is in secret : and thy 
Father, which seeth in secret, shall reward thee openly. 

Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon earth, where moth and 
rust doth corrupt, and where thieves break through and steal : but lay 
up for yourselves treasures in heaven, where neithei* moth nor rust doth 
corrupt, and where thieves do not break through nor steal : for where 
your treasure is, there will your heart be also. 

The light of the body is the eye : if therefore thine eye be single, 
thy whole body shall be full of light. But if thine eye be evil, thy 
whole body shall be full of darkness. If therefore the light that is in 
thee be darkness, how great is that darkness ! No man can serve two 
mauters : for either he will hate the one, and love the other ; or else he 
will hold to the one, and despise the other. Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon. 

Therefore I say unto you. Take no thought for your life, what ye 
shall eat, or what ye shall drink ; nor yet for your body, what ye shall 
put on. Is not the life more than meat, and the body than raiment T 
Behold the fowls of the air : for they sow not, neither do they reap, nor 
gather into barns ; yet your heavenly Father feedeth them. Are ye 
not much better than they ? Which of you by taking thought can add 
one cubit unto his stature ? And why take ye thought for raiment ? 
Consider the lilies of the field, how they grow ; they toil not, neither 
do they spin : and yet I say unto you, That even Solomon in all his 
glor}' was not arrayed like one of these. Wherefore, if (lod so clothe 
the grass of the field, which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast into the 
oven, shaff He not much more clothe you, ye of little faith ? Therefore 
take no thought, saying, What shall we eat ? or, What shall we diink ? 
or, Wherewithal shall we be clothed ? (for after all these things do the 
Gentiles seek :) for your heavenly Father knowetb tlve^t ^<fe.Vs56N^yR3!i^^ 
all these things. But seek ye first tbe VvwgtVova. vA ^o^S., ^'^^O^oi^^^^'^^ 
etHManeaa ; and all theae things shaW be aACieCL wxA^o ^o>x. '^.'s^'^ "^

no thought for the morrow : for the morrow shall take thought for the 
things of itself. Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof.

Judge not, that ye be not judged. For with what judgment ye 
judge, ye shall be judged : and with what measure ye mete, it shall be 
measured to you again. And why beholdest thou the mote that is iu 
t ly brother's eye, but considerest not the beam that is in thine own 
eye ? Or how wilt thou say to thy brother, Let me pull out the mote 
oat of thine eye ; and, behold, a beam h in thine own eye ? Thou 
hypocrite, fii'st cast out the beam out of thine own eye ; and then shalt 
tliou see clearly to cast out the mote out of thy brother's eye. 

(Jive not that which is holy unto the dogs, neither cast ye your 
l)3arls before swine, lest they trample them under their feet, and turn 
a^ain and rend you. 

Ask, and it shall be given you ; seek, and ye shall find ; knock, and. 
it shall be opened unto you : for every one that asketh receiveth ; and 
h? that seeketh findeth ; and to him that knocketh it shall be opened. 

Or what man is there of you, whom if his son ask bread, will he give 
him a stone ? or if he ask a fish, will he give him a serpent ? If ye then, 
b3ing evil, know how to give good gifts unto your children, how 
much more shall your Father which is in heaven give good things t» 
them that ask Him ? Therefore all things whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye even so to tliem : for this is the law and 
the prophets. 

Enter ye in at the strait gate : for wide ih the gate, and broad U the 
way, that leadeth to destruction, and many there be which go in 
thereat ; because strait is the gate, and narrow w the way, which lead- 
eth unto life, and few there be that find it. 

Beware of false prophets, which come to you in sheep's clothing, biift 

inwardly they are ravening wolves. Y3 shall know them by their fruitei 

Do men gather grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles ? Even so every good 

t/ve hringeth forth good fruit ; but a corrupt tree bringeth forth evil

fruit is hewn down and cast into the fire. "Wherefore, by their fruits ye 
^hall know them. 

Not every one that saith unto Me, Lord, Lord, shall enber into the 
kingdom of heaven ; but he that doeth the will of My Father which is 
in heaven. Many will say to Me in that day. Lord, Lord, have we not 
prophesied in Thy name ? and in Thy name have cast out devils ? and in 
Thy name done many wonderful works ? And then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you : depart from Me, ye that work iniquity. 

Therefore whosoever heareth these sayings of Mine, and doeth theoOy 
I will liken him unto a wise man, which built his house upon a rock :

•were in the other ship, that they should come and help them. AncT 
they came, and filled both the ships, so that they began to sink. When 
Simon Peter saw it, he fell down at Jesus' knees, saying. Depart frouL 
me ; for I am a sinful man, Lord. For he was astonished, and all 
that were with him, at the draught of the fishes which they had taken r 
and so was also James, and John, the sons of Zebedee, which weie 
partners with Simon. And Jesus said unto Simon, Fear not ; from 
henceforth thou shalt catch men. And when they had brought their 
ships to land, they forsook all, and followed Him. 

And it came to pass, when He was in a certain city, behold, there 
came a man full of leprosy to Him, beseeching Him, and kneeling down 
to Him, worshipped Him, and fell on his face, and besought Him, 
saying, Lord, if Thou wilt, Thou canst make me clean. Aid Jesue^ 
moved with compassion, put forth His hand, and touched him, and 
saith unto him, I will ; be thou clean. And as soon as He had spoken, 
immediately the leprosy departed from him, and he was cleansed.

bed a man which was taken with a palsy : which was borne of four. And 
they sought means to bring him in, and to lay him before Him. And 
when they could not find by what way they might bring him in nigh 
unto Him because of the multitude, they went upon the housetop ; 
tjiey uncovered the roof where He was : and when they had broken it 
up,' they let him down through the tiling with his couch, wherein the 
sick of the palsy lay, into the midst before Jesus. When Jesus saw 
their faith, He said unto the sick of the palsy. Son, be of good cheer ; 
thy sins be forgiven thee. And the Scribes and the Pharisees began to 
reason in their hearts. Why doth this man thus speak blasphemies ? 
who can forgive sins but God only ? And immediately when Jesus 
perceived in His spirit that they so reasoned within themselves, He, 
knowing their thoughts, said unto them, Why reason ye these things ? 
wherefore think ye evil in your hearts ? whether is it easier to say to 
the sick of the palsy, Thy sins be forgiven thee ; or to say, Arise, and 
take up thy bed, and walk ? But that ye may know that the Son of 
man hath power on earth to forgive sins, (He saith to the sick of the 
palsy,) I say unto thee. Arise; and take up thy bed, and go thy way into 
thine house. And immediately he rose up before them, and took up 
that whereon he lay, and departed to his, own house, glorifying Gocl. 
But when the multitudes saw it, they marvelled, and glorified God, 
which had given such power unto men ; and were filled with fear, 
saying, We never saw it on this fashion ; we have seen strange things 
to-day. 

And after these things He went forth again by the sea-side ; and all 
the multitude resorted unto Him. and He taught them. And as Jesus 
passed forth from thence, He saw a man, named Matthew — a publican, 
named Levi— the son of Alphaeus, sitting at the receipt of custom ; 
and He said unto him. Follow Me. And he left all, rose up, and 
followed Him. 

And Levi made Him a great feast in his own house. And it came 
to pass, that, as Jesus sat at meat in his house, many publicans and 
sinners sat also together with Jesus and His disciples : for there were 
many, and they followed Him. And when the scribes and Pharisees 
saw Him eat with publicans and sinners, they murmured against His 
disciples, saying, How is it that He eateth and driuketh with publicans 
and sinners ? When Jesus heard it. He saith unto them^ The^j t]cv^sl<^ -s^j^^

<-i>iiie and say unto Him, Why do the disciples of John and of the 
Taarisees fast often, and make prayers, but Thy disciples fast not! 
And Jesus said unto them, Can ye make the children of the bride- 
(;hamber fast, while the bridegroom is with them ? As long as they 
have the bridegroom with them, they cannot fast. But the days wiU 
come, when the brid^room shall be taken away from them, and then 
rihall they fast in those days. 

> And He spake also a parable unto them : No man also seweth a (ueue 
of new cloth on an old garment : else the new piece that filled it up 
taketh away from the old, and the rent ib made worse : and the piece 
that was taken out of the new agreeth not with the old. And no man 
putteth new wine into old bottles : else the new wine will burst the 
bottles, and be spilled, and the bottles shall perish. But new wine 
mu-t })c put i.ito new bottles ; and both are preserved. No man also 
h:ivi^g drunk old mne straightway desireth new ; for he saith. The 
old is better.

Jeruaalent, 

After this there was a feast of the Jews ; and Jesus went up to 
•Jerusalem. Now there is at Jerusalem by the sheep market a pcK^ 
which is called in the Hebrew tongue Bethesda, having five porches. 
In these lay a great multitude of impotent folk, of blind, halt, withered, 
waiting for the moving of the water. For an angel went down at a 
certain season into the pool, and troubled the water ; whosoever then 
first after the troubling of the water stepped in was made whole of 
whatsoever disease he had. 

And a certain man was there, which had an infirmity thirty and 
eight years. When Jesus saw him lie, and knew that he had been now 
a long time in that casCt He saith unto him. Wilt thou be made whole t 
The impotent man answered Him, Sir, I have no man, when the water 
is troubled, to put me into the pool : but while I am coming, another 
steppeth down before me. Jesus saith unto him, Rise, take up thy 
bed, and walk. And immediately the man was made whole, and took 
up his bed, and walked : and on the same day was the Sabbath. 

The Jews therefore said unto him that was cured. It is the Sabbath 
"day : it is not lawful for thee to carry thy bed, H-a *sa!»««««Ss^ "^^^^^^

l^ike up thy bed, and walk ? And he that was healed wist not who it 
was : for Jesus had conveyed Himself away, a multitude being in that 
place. 

Afterward Jesus findeth him in the temple, and said unto him,. 
Behold, thou are made whole : sin no more, lest a worse thing come 
unto thee. The man departed, and told the Jews that it was Jesus 
which had made him whole. And therefore did the Jews persecute 
Jesus, and sought to slay Him, because He had done these things en the 
Sabbath day. 

But Jesus answered them, My Father worketh hitherto, and I work. 
Therefore the Jews sought the more to kill Him, because He not only 
had broken the Sabbath, but said also that God was His Father, making 
Himself equal with God. 

Then answered Jesus and said unto them, Veiily, verilj', I say unta 
you, Tlie Son can do nothing of Himself, but what He seeth the Father 
do : for what things soever He doeth, these also doeth the Son likewise^ 
For the Father loveth the Son, and sheweth Him all things that Hini- 
aelf doeth : and He will shew Him greater works than .these, that ye 
may marvel. For as the Father raiseth up the dead, and quicken eth 
them; even so the Son quickeneth whom He will. For the Father 
judgeth no man, but hath committed all judgment unto the Son : that 
all men should honour the Son, even as they honour the Father. He 
that honoureth not the Son honoureth not the Father which hath sent 
Him. Verily, verily, I say unto you. He that heareth My word, and 
believeth on Him that sent Me, hath everlasting life, and shall not 
come into condemnation ; but is passed from death unto life. Verily,, 
verily, I say unto you. The hour is coming, and now is, when the dead 
shall hear the voice of the Son of God : and they that hear shall live. 
For as the Father hath life in Himself ; so hath He given to the Son t«> 
have life in Himself ; and hath given Him authority to execute judg- 
ment also, because He is the Son of man. Marvel not at this : for tfe 
liour is coming, in the which all that are in the graves shall hear His 
voice, and shall come forth ; they that have done good, unto the resur- 
rection of life ; and they that have done evil, unto the resurrection of 
damnation. I can of Mine own self do nothing : as I hear, I judge t 
and My judgment is just ; because I seek not Mine own wQl, but the 
■rfff of the Father which hath sent Me. 
-f^ I bear wi'tneaa of Myself, My witness is not true. There la 
Wife •'/f^ ^^^^ i&earetZi witness of Me : and 1 Vxiovj \i\\».\. t\\ft witxi68»

witness unto the truth. But I receive not testimony from man : but 
these things I say, that ye might be saved. He was a burning and a 
shining light : and ye were willing for a season to rejoice in his light. 

But I have greater witness than that of John : for the works which' 
the Father hath given Me to finish, the same works that I do. bear 
witness of Me, that the Father hath sent Me. And the Father Himself, 
which hath sent Me, hath borne witness of Me. Ye have neither heard 
His voice at any time, nor seen His shape. And ye have not His word 
abiding in you : for whom He hath sent, Him ye believe not. 

Search the scriptures : for in them ye think ye have eternal life : 
and they are tliey which testify of Me. And ye will not come to Me, 
that ye might liave life. I receive not honour from men. But I know 
you, that ye have not the love of God in you. I am come in My ^ 
Father's name, and ye receive Me not : if another sliall come in his 
<jwn name, him ye will receive. How can ye believe, which receive 
honour one of another, and seek not the honour that cometh from God 
only ? 

Do not think that I will accuse you to the Father : there is one that 
Accuseth you, even Moses, in whom ye trust. For had ye believed 
Moses, ye would have believed Me : for he wrote of Me. But if ye 
believe not his writings, how shall ye believe My words ? 

25.— The Disciples and the Sabbath. 

St Matt. 12. 1-8 ; St Mark 2. 23-28 ; St Luke 6. 1-5. 

Around Jerumlem. 

And it came to pass on the second Sabbath after the first, that 
..Fesus went through the corn fields ; and His disciples were an hungered, 
and began to pluck the ears of corn, and did eat, rubbing them in tftelr 
hands. But when the Pharisees saw it, they said unto Him, Behold^ 
Thy disciples do that which is not lawful to do upon the Sabbath day. 
But He said unto them. Have ye never read what David did, when he 
had need, and was an hungered, he, and they that were with him ? how 
he went int(j the house of God in the days of Abiathar the high priest, 
and did eat the shew-bread, and gave also to them that were with him ; 
which was nt)t lawful f(»r him to eat, neither for them which were witK 
him, but tmly for the j)riests ? Or have ye not reaA \xv "vJcsa ^^^^v^'^^S..

than tHe temple. But if ye had known what this meaneth, I will hare- 
mercy, and not sacrifice, ye would not have condemned the guiltlcHs. 
And He said unto them, The Sabbath was made for man, and not man 
for the Sabbath : therefore the Son of man is Lord also of the Sabbath. 

26.— Further teachingr on the Sabbath. 

St Matt. 12. 9-14 ; St Mark 3. 1-6 ; St Luke 6. 6-11. 

At Capernaum, 

And it came to pass also on another Sabbath, when He was departed 
thence, that He entered into the synagogue and taught : and there wa« 
a man there whose right hand was withered. And the Scribes and 
Pharisees watched Him, whether He would heal him on the Sabbath 
day. And they asked Him, saying. Is it lawful to heal on the Sabbath 
days ? that they might find an accusation against Him. But He knew 
their thoughts, and uaid to tlie man which had the withered hand. 
Rise up, and stand forth in the midst. And he arose and stood forth. 
Then said Jesus unto them, I will ask you one thing ; Is it lawful on 
the Sabbath days to do good, or to do evil ? to save life or to destroy 
it? But they held their peace. And He said unto them. What man 
jihall there be among you, that shall have one sheep, and if it fall into 
a pit on the Sabbath day, will he not lay hold on it, and lift it out f 
How much then iH a man better than a sheep ? Wherefore it is lawful 
to do well on the Sabbath days. And when He had looked round about 
cm them with anger, being grieved for the hardness of their hearts. He 
saith unto the man. Stretch forth thine hand. And he stretched it 
forth ; and his hand was restored whole as the other. And they were 
filled with madness. And the Pharisees went forth, and straightway 
took counsel with the Herodians against Him, how they might destroy 
Him. 

27.— The meekness and gentleness of Christ. 

St Matt. 12. 15-21 ; St Mark 3. 7-12.

Sut wheo Jettua knew it, He withdrew Himself from thence, with 

diBcipIeB, tij the nea : and a great mu\t\tvide itoin Galilee followed

Jromhejond Jordan ; and they about Tyre and Sidon, a groat multitude, 
when they had heard what great things He did, came ui.to Him. And 
He spake to His disciples, that a small ship should wait ( n Him because 
of the multitude, lest they should throng Him. For He had healed 
many : insomuch that they pressed upon Him for to touch Him, as 
many as had plagues. And unclean spirits, when they saw Him, fell 
down before Him, and cried, saying, Thou art the Son of God. And 
He straitly charged them that they should not make Him known : thi t 
it might be fulfilled which was spoken by Esaias the prophet, saying. 
Behold My servant whom I have chosen, My beloved, in whom My soul 
is well pleased : I will put My spiiit upon Him, and He shall shew 
judgment to the Gentiles. He shall not strive, nor cry ; neither shall 
any man hear His voice in the streets. A bruised reed shall He not 
break, and smoking flax shall He not quench, till He send forth judg- 
ment unto victory. And in His name shall the Gentiles trust. 

28.— Ordination of the Twelve Apostles. 

St Matt. 10. 2-4 ; St Mark 3. 13-19 ; St Luke 6. 12-49. 

North of Capernaum. 

And it came to pass in those days that He went out into a mountain to 
pray, and continued all night in prayer to God. And when it was day. 
He called unU) Him His disciples : whom He would : and they came unto 
Him. And of them He chose twelve, whom also He named apostles ; 
that they should be with Him, and that He might send them forth to 
preach, and to have power to heal yicknesses, and to cast out devils. Now 
the names of the twelve apostles are these ; The first Simon (whom He 
also named Peter), and Andrew his brother ; and James the son of 
Zebedee, and John the brother of James ; and He surnamed them 
Boanerges, which is. The sons of thunder ; Philip, and Bartholomew ; 
Thomas, and Matthew the publican ; and James the son of Alphseup, 
and Lebbaius, whose surname was Thadda?us ; and Simon, called Zelote? ; 
and Judas Iscariot, who also betrayed Him. 

And He cpme down with them, and stood in the plain, and the

were vexed with unclean spirits : and they were healed. And the whole 
multitude sought to touch Him : for there went virtue out of Hira, and 
healed then all. 

And He lifted up His eyes on His disciples, and said. Blessed he ye 
poor ; for your's is the kingdom of God. Blessed are ye that hunger 
now : for ye shall be filled. Blessed are ye that weep now : for ye shall 
laugh. Blessed are ye, when men shall hate you, and when they shall 
separate you from their company ^ and shall reproach you, and cast out 
your name as evil, for the Son of man's sake. Rejoice ye in that day, 
and leap for joy : for, behold, your reward is great in heaven : for in the 
like manner did their fathers unto the prophets. 

But woe unto you that are rich ! for ye have received your con- 
solation. Woe unto you that are full ! for ye shall hunger. Woe unto 
you that laugh now! for ye shall mourn and weep. Woe unto you, 
when all men shall speak well of you ! for so did their fathers to the' 
false prophets. 

But I say unto you wliich hear, Love your enemies, do good to them 
which hate you, bless them that curse you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you. And unto him that smiteth thee on the one 
cheek offer also the other ; and him that taketh away thy cloke forbid 
not to take thy coat also. Give to every man that asketh of thee ; and 
of him that taketh away thy goods ask them not again. And as ye 
would that men should do to you, do ye also to them likewise. For if 
ye love them which love you, what thank have ye ? for sinners 
also love those that love them. And if ye do good to them 
which do good to you, what thank have ye ? for sinners also do even 
the same. And if ye lend to them of whom ye hope to receive, what 
thank have ye ? for sinners also lend to sinners, to receive as much 
again. But love ye your enemies, and do good, and lend, hoping for 
nothing again ; and your reward shall be great, and ye shall be the 
children of the Highest : for He is kind unto the unthankful and to 
the evil. Be ye therefore merciful, as your Father also is mercifuL 

Judge not, and ye shall not be judged : condemn not, and ye shall 
not be condemned : forgive, and ye shall be forgiven : give, and it shall 
l)e given unto you ; good measure, pressed down, and shaken together, 
and running over, shall men give into your bosom. For with the same 
measure that ye mete withal it shall be measured to you again. 

And He spake a parable unto them. Can the blind lead the blind ? 

.-^As}} they not both fall into the ditch ? The disciple is not above his 

^ztaster : but every one that is perfect shall be a& \i\s vaasBStet. Awd why 
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A centurion's sbrvant is healeo. 



beholdest thou the mote that is in thy brother's eye, but perceivest not 
the bsain that is in thine own eye ? Either how canst thou say to thy 
brother, Brother, let me pull out the mot^ that is in thine eye, when 
thou thyself beholdest not the beam that is in thine own eye ? Thou 
hypocrite, cast out first the beam out of thine own eye, and then shali 
thou see clearly to pull out the mote that ia in thy brother's eye. 

For a good tree bringeth not forth corrupt fruit ; neither doth a 
•corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. For every tree is known by hia 
own fruit. For of thorns men do not gather tigs, nor of a bramble bush 
gather they grapes. A good man out of the good treasure of his heart. 
bringeth forth that which is good ; and an evil man out of the evil 
treasure of his heart bringeth forth that which is evil : for of the 
abundance of the heart his mouth speaketh. 

And why call ye Me, Lord, Lord, and do not the things which I say ? 
Whosoever com 3th to Me, and heareth My sayings, and doeth them, I 
will shew you to whom he is like : he is like a man which built an 
house, and digged deep, and laid the foundation on a rosk : and when 
the flood arose, the stream beat vehemently upon that house, and could 
not shake it : for it was founded upon a rock. Bat he that heareth, 
and dosth not, is like a man that without a foundation built an house 
upon the earth ; against which the stream did beat vehemently, and 
immediately it fell ; and the ruin of that house was great. 

29.— Jesus and the Centurion's Servant. 

St. Matt. 8. 5-13 ; St Luke 7. 1-10. 

Capernaum, 

Now when He had ended all His sayings in the audience of the 
people. He entered into Capernaum. And a certain centurion's servant, 
who was dear unto him, was sick, and ready to die. And when he heard 
<)i Jesus, he sent unto Him the elders of the Jews, beseeching Him that 
H? would come and heal his S3rvant. And when they came to Jesus, 
they besju^ht Him instantly, sayiag, Thit he was worthy for whom He 
should do this : for he loveth our nation, and he hath built us a 
synagogue. And Jesus saith unto him, I wiU come and heal him. Then 
Jesus went with them. And when He was now not far ft:^vsN.'<ksfe.^^'<»s*^-v 
the centurion sent friends to Him, sayvcv^ \3l\i\» ^v«v.»Vlax$^^'^^^^=^'*^7^'^J^ 
Thyself : for I am not worthy l\ia.\. TViovn ^\v^\j\eisaX. ^^"^^ nv^^'^

iwrf : wherefore neither thought I myself worthy to come unto Thee ; 
but apeak the word only, and my servant shall be healed. For I aL <> 
am a man set under authority, having under me soldiers, and I say unto 
one, Oo, and he goeth 'f and to another, Come, and he cometh ; and to 
my servant, Do this, and he doeth it. When Jesus heard these things. 
He marvelled at him, and turned Him about, and paid unto the people 
that followed Him, Verily I say unto you, I have not found so great 
faith, no, not in Israel. And 1 say unto you, That many shall come 
from the east and west, and shall sit down with Abraham, and Isaac, and 
Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven. But the children of the kingdom 
shall be cast out into outer darkness: there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. And Jesus said unto the centurion. Go thy way ; 
and as thou hast believed, «o be it done unto thee. And his servant was 
healed in the selfsame hour. And they that were sent, returning to the 
house, found the servant whole that had been sick. 

30.— The Widow's Son and John the Baptist's 

Messengrers. 

St Matt. 11. 2-30 ; St Luke 7. 11-35.

And it came to pass the day after, that He went into a city called 
^'ain ; and many of His disciples went with Him, and much people. 

Now when He came nigh to the gate of the city, behold, there was 
a dead man carried out, the only eon of his mother, and she was a 
widow : and much people of the city was with her. And when the Lord 
haw her, He had compassion on her, and said unto her. Weep not. And 
He came and touched the bier : and they that bare him stood still. 
And He said. Young man, I say unto thee. Arise. And he that was dead 
aat up, and began to speak.

And there came a fear on all : and they glorified God, saying, That a 
great prophet is risen up among us; and. That God hath visited Wm 
people. 

And this rumour of Him went forth throughout all Judaea, and

/-hewed him of all these things. Now when John had heard in the 

j^rfitfja tJie works of Cbristf he Kent two of his disciples to Jesus, aayinf',

men were come unto Him, they said, John Baptist hath sent us ui to- 
Thee, saying, Art Thou He that should come ? or look we for anotlu i i 
And in that same hour He cured many of their infirmities and plaguon,' 
aud of evil spirits ; and unto many that were blind He gave sight. Thou 
JesuH answering said unto them, Go your way, and tell John what things 
ye have seen and heard ; how that the blind receive their ^ight, and the 
lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, and the deaf hear, the dead are rai^td 
up. and the poor have the Gosi)el preached to them. And blessed is he 
whiwoever shall not be offendecl in Me. 

And when the messengers of John were departed, Jesus began to 
j*:iy unto the multitudes concerning John, What went ye out into tl e 
wihlcmess to see ? A reed shaken with the wind ? But what went ye 
out for to see ? A man clothed in soft raiment ? behold, they that wear 
soft clothing^ they which are gorgeously apparelled, and live delicately^ 
are in king's court*. But what went ye out for to see ? A proi>het 't 
yea, I say unto you, and more than a prophet. For this is he, of whom 
it is written, Behold, I send My messenger before Thy face, which shall 
prepare Thy way before Thee. Verily I say unto you, Amonsj them that 
are bom of women there hath not risen a greater prophet than John 
the Ba})tist : notwithstanding he that is least in the kingdom of heaven 
is greater than he. 

And from the days of John the Baptist until now the kingdom of 
heaven suffereth violence, and the violent take it by force. For all the 
pi'ophets and the law -prophesied until John. And if ye will receive if, 
this is Elias, which was for to come. He that hatheais to hear, let him 
hear. 

And all the i)eople that heard ///w, and the publicans, justified God, 
being baptised with the baptism of John. But the Pharisees and 
lawyers rejected the counsel of (xod against themselves, l)eing not bai* 
tised of l>im. And the Lord said, Whereunto then shall 1 liken the 
men of thL^ generation ? and to what are they like ? They are like unto 
children sitting in the market-i)lace, and calliug one t j another, aiid 
Haying, We have pii)ed unto you, an<l ye have not danced : we have 
mourned to you, and ye have not wept. For John the Baj>tist ciune 
neither eating bread nor drinking wine ; and ye say. He hath a devil. 
The Son of man is come eating and drinking ; and ye say, Behold a 
gluttonous man, and a wine-bibber, a friend of publicans and sinnei-s ! 
liut wisdom is justitieil of all her children. 

Then began He to upbrai<l the lixW^* vjVw^wv w\wv^\ vA ^^^t^^^J^^^x

woe unto thee, Bethsaida ! for if the mighty works, which were done in 
you, had been done in Tyre and Sidon, they would have repented long 
ago in Backcloth and ashes. But I say unto you, It shall be more 
tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the day of judgment than for you. 
And thou, Capernaum, A^hich art exalted unto heaven, shalt be brought 
<lown to hell : for if the mighty works, which have been done in thee, 
had been done in Sodom, it would have remained until this day. But 
I say unto you, That it shall be more tolerable for the land of Sodom 
in the day of judgment than for thee. 

At that time Jesus answered and said, I thank Thee, Father, Lord 
of heaven and earth, ])ecause Thou hast hid these Langs from the wise 
and prudent, and hast revealed them unto babes. Even so, Father, for 
so it seemed good in Thy sight. All things are delivered unto Me of My 
Father : and no man knoweth the Son, but the Father ; neither 
knoweth any man the Father, save the Son, and he to whomsoever the 
Son will reveal Him. 

Come unto Me, all ye that labour and are hea\'y laden., and I will 
give you rest. Take My yoke upon you, and learn of Me ; for I am 
meek and lowly in heart : and ye shall find rest unto your souls. For 
My yoke i» easy, and My burden is light.

St Matt. 12. 22-50 ; St Mark 3. 19-35 ; St Luke 7. 36-50, 8. 1-3. 

Nain — Capernaum. 

And one of the Pharisees desired Him that He would eat with him. 
And He went into the Pharisee's house, and sat down to meat. 

And, behold, a woman in the city, which was a sinner, when she 
knew tliat Je^us sat at meat in the Pharisee's house, brought an 
alabaster box of ointment, and stood at His feet behind Him weeping, 
and began to wash His feet with tears, and did wipe them with the 
hairs of her head, and kissed His feet, and anointed them with the oint- 
ment. Now when the Pharisee which had bidden Him saw it, he spake 
within himself, saying, This man, if He were a prophet, would have 
A'/jcHV2 uho anil what manner of woman this is that toucheth Him : for 
mAc is a sinner. And Jeaua answering said unto him, Simon, I have 
-^^inGM'/jat to say untf) thee. And he swth, ^astex, aa^ oxi. 
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A MAN, DEVIL- POSSESSED AND BLIND AND DUMB, HEALED. 

There was a certain creditor which had two debtors : the one owed 
five hundred pence, and the other fifty. And when they had nothing 
to pay, he frankly forgave them both. Tell Me, therefore, which of them 
will love him niost ? Simon answered and said, I suppose that he, to 
whom he forgave most. And He said unto him. Thou hast rightly 
judged. 

And He turned to the woman, and said unto Simon, Seest thou 
this woman ? I entered into thine house, thou gavest Me no water for 
My feet : but she hath washed My feet with tears, and wiped them with 
the hairs of her head. Thou gavest Me no kiss : but this woman since 
the time I came in hath not ceased to kiss My feet. My head with oil 
thou didst not anoint : but this woman hath anointed My fe«t with 
ointment.' Wherefore I say unto thee, Her sins, which are many, are 
forgiven ; for she loved much : but to whom little is forgiven, the same 
loveth little. 

And He said unto her, Thy sins are forgiven. And they that 
sat at meat with Him began to say within themselves, Who is this that 
forgiveth sins also ? And He said to the woman, Thy faith hath savetl 
thee ; go in ])eace. 

And it caiue to pass afterward, that He went throughout every city 
and village, preaching and shewing the glad tidings of the kingdom of 
God : and the twelve were with Him, and certain women, which had 
been healed of evil spirits and infirmities, Mary called Magdalene, out of 
whom went seven devils, and Joanna the \vife of Chuza, Herod's, 
steward, and Susanna, and many otheit?, which ministered untc; Him of 
their substance. And they went into an house. 

And the multitude cometh together again, so that they could not so 
much as eat bread. And when His friends hear<l of it, they went out 
to lay hold on Him : for they said. He is beside Himself. 

Then was brought unto Him one i)osses8ed with a devil, blind, and 
dumb : and He healed him, insomuch that the blind and dumb both 
spake and saw. And all the peoi)le were amazed, and said. Is not this 
the Son of David ? 

But when the Pharisees and the Scribes which came down from 
Jerusalem heard it, they said, He hath Beelzebub, and this fellow doth 
not cast out devils, but by Beelzebub the prince of the devils. And 
Jesus knew their thoughts, and He called them 'unto Hint, and said 
unto them in parables, How can Satan cast owt ^-aiiasvX ^nx?^^^^ '»» 
kingdom be divided against itself, t\v«A. VVa^^^om ^xs.xv^'^ '^1^^'^Ss*.

cast out Satan, he is divided against himself ; how shall then his king- 
<lotu stand ? he cannot stand, but hath an end. And if I by Beelzebub 
cast out devils, by whom do your children cast them out ? therefore 
they shall be your judges. But if 1 cast out devils by the Spirit of 
<i{)d, then the kingdom of God is come unto you. Or else how can one 
enter into a strong man's house, and spoil his goods, except he first 
bind the strong man ? and then he will spoil his house. He that is not 
with Me is against Me ; and he that gathereth not with Me scati}ereth 
abroad. Wherefore I say unt-o you, AJl manner of sin shall be forgiven 
unto the sons of men, and blasphemies wherewith soever they shall 
blaspheme : but the blasphemy against the Holy Ohost shall not be 
forgiven unto men. And whosoever speaketh a word against the Son 
of man, it shall be forgiven him : but whosoever speaketh against the 
Holy Ghost, it shall not be forgiven him, neither in this world, neither 
in the world to come, but is in danger of eternal damnation : because 
they said. He hath an unclean spirit. 

Either make the tree good, and his fruit good ; or else make the 
tree corrupt, and his fruit corrupt : for the tree is known by hU fruit;. 
O generation of vipers, how can ye, being evil, speak good things ? for 
out of the abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh. A good man 
out of the good treasure of the heart bringeth forth good things : ami 
an evil man out of the evil treasure bringeth forth evil things. Bat I 
say unto you. That every idle word that men shall speak, they shall 
give account thereof in the day of judgment. For by thy words thou 
shalt be justified, and by thy words thou shalt be condemned. 

Then certain of the scribes and of the Pharisees answered, saying. 
Master, we would see a sign from Thee. 

But He answered and said unto them. An evil and adulterous 
generation seeketh after a sign, and there shall no sign be given to it, but 
the sign of the prophet Jonas : for as Jonas was three days and three 
nights in the whale's belly ; so shall the Son of man be three days and 
three nights in the heart of the earth. 

The men of Nineveh shall rise in judgment with this generati<n(b 
and shall condemn it : because thf^y repented at the preaching of Jonas ; 
and, behold, a greater than Jonas i« here. The queen of the south shall 
rise up in the judgment with this generation, and shall condemn it r 
/ >r she came from the uttermost parts of the earth to hear the wisdom 
^j/" SaJoiuoD ; and, behold, a greater than Solomon ii here.

into my house from whence I came out ; and when he is come, he findeth 
it empty, swept, and garnished. Then goeth he, and taketh with him- 
»'ilf seven other Rpirits moie wicked than himself, and they enter in and 
<lwell there : and the last state of that man is worse than the first. Even 
«() shall it be also unto this wicked generation. 

While He yet talked to the people, behold, HU mother and His 
brethren stood without, desiring to speak with Him. And the multi- 
tude sat about Him. Then one said unto Him, Behold, Thy mother 
and Thy brethren stand without, desiring to speak with Thee. But He 
answered and said unto him that told Him* Who is My mother ? and 
who are My brethren ? And He looked round about on them which sat 
about Him, and He stretched forth His hand toward His disciples, and 
said, Behold My mother and My brethren ! for whosoever shall do the 
will of My Father which is in heaven, the same is My brother, and 
sister, and mother.

Sea of Galilee. 

The same day went Jesus out of the house, and He began again to 
teach by the sea-side. And great multitudes were gathered together, 
and were come to Him out of every city, so that He entered into a ship, 
and sat in the sea ; and the whole multitude was by the sea on the 
land. And He taught them many things by parables, and said unto 
them in His doctrine, Hearken : Behold, there went out a sower to sow 
his seed. And it came to pass, as he sowed, some seed% fell by the way- 
side, and it was trodden down, and the fowls of tfefe %« <a»ss«i. -wsA.

new of earth : and when the sun was up, they were scorched ; and 
because they had no root, they withered away, because it lacked 
moisture. And some fell among thorns, and the thorns grew up, and 
choked it. and it yielded no fruit. And other fell on good ground, and 
did yield fruit that sprang up and increased ; and brought forth, 8on:e 
thirty, and some sixty, and some an hundred fold. And when He had 
said these things. He cried. He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

And the disciples came, and said unto Him, Why speakest Thou 
unto them in parables ? He answered and said unto them, Because it 
is given unto you to know the mysteries of the kingdom of heaven, but 
to them it is not given. For whosoever hath, to him ehall be given, 
and he shall have more abundance : but whoeoever hath not, from him 
Bhall be taken away even that he hath. Therefore «peak I to them in 
parables : because they seeing tee not ; and hearing they hear not, 
neither do they understand. And in them is fulfilled the prophecy of 
Ksaias, which saith. By hearing ye shall hear, and shall not understand ; 
and seeing ye ?hall see, and shall not perceive : for this people's heai t 
is waxed gross, and their ears are dull of hearing, and their eyes th< y 
have closed ; lest at anytime they should see with their eyes, and htar 
with their ears, and should understand with their heart, and should be 
converted and I should heal them. But blessed are your eyes, for they 
see : and your ears, for they hear. For verily I eay unto you, That 
many prophets and righteous men have desired to see those things which 
ye see, and have not seen them ; and to hear tJiose things which ye hear, 
and have not heard them. 

Another parable put He forth unto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is likened unto a man which sowed good seed in his field : but 
while men slept, his enemy came and sowed tares among the wheat, 
and went his way. But when the blade was sprung up, and brought 
forth fruit, then appeared the tares also. So the servants of the house- 
holder came and said unto him, Sir, didst not thou sow good seed in 
thy field ? from whence then hath it tares ? He said unto them, An 
enemy hath done this. The sei-vants said unto him. Wilt thou then 
that we go and gather them up ? But he said. Nay ; lest while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up also the wheat with them. Let both 
grow togeilier until the harvest : and in the time of harvest I will say 
to the reapers. Gather ye together first the tares, and bind them in 
^mm dkm to bum them : but gather the wheat into my bam. And He 
■Kj^-^ the kingdom of God, as if a man abould cast seed into t^e 
^I^J and should aleep^ and rise night and dKj, wid Wit «ftfc^^<wa\i\

spring and grow up, he knoweth not how. For the earth bringeth forth 
fruit of herself ; first the blade, then the ear, after that the full corn in 
the ear. But when the fruit is brought forth, immediately he putteth . 
in the sickle, because the harvest is come. 

Another parable put He forth unto them, saying, Whereunto shall 
"we liken the kingdom of God ? or with what comparison shall we com- 
pare it ? The kingdom of heaven is like to a grain of mustard seed, 
which a man took, and sowed in his field : which, when it is sown in 
the earth, is less than all the seeds that be in the earth : but when it 
is sown, it groweth up, and becometh greater than all herbs, and 
shooteth out great branches, and becometh a tree, so that the birds of 
the air come and lodge in the branches thereof. 

Another parable spake He unto them : The kingdom of heaven is 
like unto leaven, which a woman took, and hid in three measures of 
meal, till the whole was leavened. 

And with many such parables spake He the word unto them, as they 
were able to hear it. But without a parable spake He not unto them : 
that it might be fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet, saying, I 
will open My mouth in parables ; I will uttjer things which have been 
kept secret from the foundation of the world. And when they were 
alone, He expounded all things to His disciples. 

2.— Explanation of Parables of Sower and Tares, &c» 

St Matt. 13. 36, 18-23, 36-52 ; St Mark 4. 10-25 ; St Luke 8. 9-21. 

Capernaum. 

Then ^esus sent the multitude away and went into the house. And 
when He was alone, they that were about Him with the twelve disciples 
asked Him, saying. What might this parable be ? And He said unto them, 
Unto you it is given to know the mystery of the kingdom of God ; but 
unto them that are without, all these things are done in parables ; that 
seeing they may see, and not perceive ; and hearing they may hear, and 
not understand : lest at any time they should be converted, and their 
sins should be forgiven them. And He said unto them, Know ye not 
this parable ? and how then will ye know all parables? Hear ye there- 
ore the parable of the sower. Now the parable is this : The seed is 
the word of God. The sower soweth the word. Those b^ ^^^^i-*:^-

Cometh immediately, and taketh away the word that was sown in their 
hearts, lest they should believe and be saved. This is he which received 
seed by the wayside. And these are they likewise which are sown on 
stony ground ; who, when they have heard the word, immediately 
receive it with gladness ; and have no root in themselves, and so endure 
but for a time : afterward, in time of temptation, when affliction or 
persecution ariseth for the word's sake, immediately they are offended, 
and fall away. And that which fell among thorns are they which, when 
they have heard the word, go forth ; and the cares of this world, and 
the deceitfulness of riches, and pleasures of this life, and the lusts <^ 
other things entering in, choke the word, and it becometh unfruitfuL 
And these are they which are sown on good ground, such as in an honest 
and good heart, having heard the word, keep it, and bring forth fruit 
with patience, some thirty-fold, some sixty, <*nd some an hundred. 

And He said unto them, No man, when he hath lighted a candle^ 
covereth it with a vessel, or putteth it under a bushel, or under a bed, 
but setteth it on a candlestick, that they which enter in may see the 
Hght : for there is nothing hid, which shall not be manifested ; neither 
was anything kept secret that shall not be known and come abroad. If 
any man have ears to hear, let him hear. And He said unto them. 
Take heed what ye hear : with what measure ye mete, it shall be 
measured to you : and unto you that hear shall more be given. For 
he that hath, to him shall be given ; and he that hath not, from him 
8-1 all be taken even that which he seemeth to have. And His disciples 
cime unto Him, saying. Declare unto us the parable of the tares of the 
field. He answered and said unto them. He that soweth the good seed 
is the Son of man ; the field is the world ; the good seed are the 
children of the kingdom ; but the tares are the children of the wicked 
one. The enemy that sowed them is the devil : the harvest is the end 
of the world ; and the reapers are the angels. As therefore the tares 
are gathered and burned in the fire : so shall it be in the end of ihia 
world. The Son of man ahaM send forth His angels, and they shaU 
gather out of His kingdom all things that offend, and them which do 
iniquity ; and shall cast them into a furnace of fire : there shall be 
wailing and gnashing of teeth. Then shall the righteous shine forth as 
the sun in the kingdom of their Father. Who hath ears to hear, lei 
him hear. 

A^ain^ the kingdom of heaven is like unto treasure hid in a field ; 
^A^ fvAich when a man hath found, he hideth, and for joy thereof goetib 
^cfscJJeth all that be hath, and buyeth that ^eVid.

Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a merchant man, seeking^ 
-goodly pearls : who, when he had found one pearl of great price, went 
■and sold all that he had, and bought it. 

Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a net, that was cast into 
the sea, and gathered of every kind : which, when it was full, they drew 
to shore, and sat down, and gathered the good into vessels, but cast the 
bad away. So shall it be at the end of the world : the angels shall 
come forth, and sever the wicked from among the just, and shall cast 
them into the furnace of fire : there shall be wailing and gnashing of 
teeth. 

Jesus saith unto them, Have ye understood all these things ? They 
siy unto Him, Yea, Lord. Then said He unto them, Therefore every 
^jribe which is instructed unto the kingdom of heaven is like unto a 
man that is an householder, which bringeth forth out of his treasure 
things new and old. 

Then came to Him His mother and His brethren, and could not 
ooinc at Him for the press. And it was told Him by certain which said, 
'I'hy mother and Thy brethren stand without, desiring to see Thee. 
And He answered and said unto them. My mother and My brethren are 
these which hear the word of God, and do it. 

3.— Jesus Calms a Storm. 

St Matt. 13. 53 ; 8. 18-27 ; St Mark 4. 35-41 ; St Lukb 8. 22-25. 

Capernaum — The Sea of Galilee. 

And it came to pass, tkal when Jesus had finished these parablei^ 
He departed thence. And the same day, when the even was come, wb«ti 
Je^us saw great multitudes about Him, He gave commandment to 
depart unto the other side. 

And a certain scribe came, and said unto Him, Master, I will follow 
Thee whithersoever Thou goest. And Jesus saith unto him, The foxes 
have holes, and the birds of the air have nests ; but the Son of man 
hath not where to lay His head. And another of His disciples said 
unto Him, Lord, suffer me first to go and bury my father. But Jeeus 
said unto him, Follow Me ; and let the dead bury their dead. 

And when they had sent away the multitude, and when He was 
entered into a ship. His disciples followed Hygol \ «»Al "^^ wn^ ^qcs^** 
them.

they sailed He fell asleep. And, behold, there came down a grcat^ 
storm of wind on the lake ; and the waves beat into the sliip, insomuch 
that the ship was covered with the waves : and they were filled with 
wateTj and were in jeopardy. And He was in the hinder part of the 
ship, asleep on a pillow. And His disciples came to i/m, and awoke 
Him, saying. Lord, save us; Master, Master, carest Thou not 
that we perish ? And He saith unto them. Why are ye fearful, O 
ye of little faith ? Then He arose, and rebuked the winds and the raging 
of the water ; and said unto the sea, Peace, be still. And th« wind 
ceased, and there was a great calm. And He said unto them, Why are- 
ye so i earful ? how is it that ye have no faith ? But the men marvelled,, 
and th^ feared exceedingly, and said one to another, Whac manner of 
man is this ; for He commandeth even the winds and water, and they 
obey Him. , 

4.— Jesus in the Country of the Gadarenes. 

St Matt. 8. 28—9. 1 ; St Mark 6. 1-21 ; St Luke 8. 26-40. 

East of the Sea of GalUee — Capernaum. 

And they came over unto the other side of the sea, into the country 
of the Gadarenes, which is over against Galilee. And when He went 
forth to land, there met Him out of the city a certain man, which had 
devils long time, and ware no clothes, neither abode in any house, but 
in the tombs, exceeding fierce, so that no man might pass by that way. 
And no man could bind him, no, not with chains : because that he had 
been often bound with fetters and chains, and the chains had been 
plucked asunder by him, and the fetters broken in pieces : neither could! 
any man tame him. And always, night and day, he was in the moun- 
tains, and in the tombs, crying, and cutting himself with stones. But 
when he saw Jesus afar off, he ran and fell down before Him, and wor- 
shipped Him, and cried with a loud voice, and said, W^hat have I to do* 
witii Thee, Jesus, Thou Son of the most high God ? art Thou come hither- 
to torment us before the time ? I adjure Thee by God, that Thou tor- 
ment me not. For He said unto him, Come out of the man, thou 
unclean spirit. (For oftentimes it had caught him : and he was kept- 
hound in chains and in fetters ; and he brake the bands, and was driven 

aftAe devil into the wUd&rne&B). And' Jesus adced him, saying, What 
/fg^^."^*^^ ^ '^od he said, Legion : beoauee m«ttY ^cvi^^^^x^ «cit«c«<l 

^^ium^ And they besought Him that He voxvVd lio^ c,o\MaasA\>sv«iii, 
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to go out into the deep. And there was a good way off from them, nigh 
4into the mountains, a great herd of swine feeding. And all the devilii 
besought Him. saying, If Thou cast us out, suffer us to go away into the 
herd of swine, that we may enter into them. And forthwith Jesus 
^viB them leave. And the unclean spirits went out, and entered into 
the swine : and, behold, the whole herd of swine ran violently down a 
«teep place into the sea, (they were about two thousand ;) and were 
choked in the sea. When they that fed them saw what was done, they 
fled, and went and told U in the city and in the country : and told 
Everything, and what was befallen to the possessed of the devils. 

And, behold, the whole city came out to see what it was that was 
done. And they came to Jesus, and found the man, out of whom the 
devils were departed, sitting at the feet of Jesus, clothed, and in his 
right mind : and they were afraid. They also which saw it told them 
by what means he that was possessed of the devils was healed, and cdso 
concerning the swine. Then the whole multitude of the country of 
the Gadarenes round about besought Him that He would depart out of 
theii* coasts, for they were taken with great fear ; and He went up into 
the ship, and returned back again. And when He was come into the 
ship, the man out of whom the devils were departed besought Him that 
he might be with Him. Howbeit Jesus suffered him not, but stdth 
unto him, Go home to thy friends, and tell them how great things the 
Lord hath done for thee, and hath had compassion on thee. And he 
departed, and began to publish throughout the whole city how great 
things Jesus had done for him : and all men did marveL 

And He entered into a ship, and passed over, and came into His 
own city. And it came to pass, that, when Jesus was returne<l agftin 
by ship unto the other side, much people (/ladly received Him : for they 
were all waiting for Him, and He was nigh unto the sea.

fie said unto them, They that be whole need not a physician, bnt they 
that ar6 sick. But go ye and learn what that meaneth, I will have- 
mercy and not sacrifice : for I am not come to call the righteous, but 
sinners to repentance. 

Then came to Him the disciples of John, saying, Why do we and the 
Pharisees fast oft, but Thy disciples fast not? And Jesus said unto 
them. Can the children of the bridechamber mourn, as long as the 
bridegroom is with them ? but the days will come, when the bridegroom 
shall be taken from them, and then shall they fast. No man putteth a 
piece of new cloth unto an old garment, for that which is put in to fill 
it up taketh from the garment, and the rent is made worse. Neithf-r 
do men put new wine into old bottles : else the bottles break, and the 
wine runneth out, and the bottles perish ; but they put new wine into 
new bottles, and both are preserved. 

While He spake these things unto them, behold, there cometh one of 
the rulers of the synagogue, Jairus by name ; and when he saw Him, he 
fell down at Jesus' feet, and besought Him greatly, that He would con.e 
into his house : saying. My little daughter lieth at the point of death : 
I pray Thee, come and lay Thy hands on her, that she may be heale<l ; 
and she shall live. For he had one only daughter, about twelve years 
of age, and she lay a dying. And Jesus arose, and followed him, and »(r 
did His disciples. And much people followed Him, and thronged Him. 

And, behold, a woman, which was diseased with an issue of blood 
twelve years, and had suffered many things of many physicians, and had 
spent all that she had, and was nothing bettered, neither could be healed 
rf any, but rather grew worse, when she had heard of Jesus, came in the 
press behind Him, and touched the hem of His garment : for she said 
within herself, If I may but touch His garment, I shall be whole. And 
straightway the fountain of her blood was dried up ; and she felt in her- 
body that she was healed of that plague. And Jesus, immediately 
knowing in Himself that virtue had gone out of Him, turned Him about 
in the press, and said, Who touched My clothes ? When all denied, 
Peter and they that were with Him said, Master, Thou seest the multi- 
tude throng Thee and press Thee, and sayest Thou, Who touched Me ?* 
And Jesus said. Somebody hath touched Me : for I perceive that virtue 
is gone out of Me. And He looked round about to see her that had 
done this thing. And when the woman saw that she was not hid, she 
«Mne fearing and trembling, knowing what was done in her, and fidling 
ifefore Him, she declared unto Him all the truth, before all the- 
^or what cause she had touched Him, and. \io^ v^'fc "^»» \ve»Xai

immediately. And when He saw her, He said unto her, Daughter, be 
of good comfort : thy faith hath made thee whole ; go in peace, and be 
whole of thy plague. And the woman was made whole from that hour. 

While He yet spake, there came from the ruler of the synagogue's 
house certain which said, Thy daughter is dead : why troublest thou the 
Master any further ? As soon as Jesus heard the word that was spoken, 
He saith unto the ruler of the synagogue. Be not afraid, only belieNe, 
and she shall be made whole. And He suffered no man to follow Him. 
save Peter, and James, and John the brother of James. And when 
Jesus came to the house of the ruler of the synagogue, and saw the 
minstrels and the pM>ple making a noise, and them that wept and wailed 
greatly. He suffered no man to go in, save Peter, and James, and John, 
and the father and the mother of the maiden. And all wept, and 
bewailed her. And when He was come in, He saith unto them, Why 
make ye this ado, and weep ? give place : for the maid is not dead, but 
sleepeth. And they laughed Him to scorn, knowing that she was dead. 
But when He had put them all out. He taketh the father and the mother 
of the damsel, and them that were with Him, and entereth in where the 
damsel was lying. And He took the damsel by the hand, and said 
unto her, Talitha cumi ; which is, being interpreted, Damsel, I say unto 
thee, arise. And her spirit came again, and she arose straightway, and 
walked : for she was of the age of twelve years. And her parents were 
astonished with a great astonishment. And He charged them straitly 
that no man should know it : and commanded that something should 
be given her to eat. And the fame hereof went abroad into all that 
land. 

And when Jesus depai-ted thence, two blind men followed Him. 
crying, and saying. Thou 8on of David, have mercy on us. And when 
He was come into the house, the blind men came to Him : and Jesus 
saith unto them, Believe ye that I am able to do this ? They said un'i> 
Him, Yea, Lord. Then touched He their eyes, eaying, According to 
your faith be it unto you. And their eyes were opened : and Jesus 
straitly charged them, saying, See that no man know it. But they, 
when they were departed, spread abroad His fame in all that country. 

As they went out, behold, they brought to Him a dumb man pos- 
aesAed with a devil. And when the devil was cast out, the dumb spake : 
and the multitudes marvelled, saying. It was never so seen in Isi*ael. 
But the Pharisees said, He casteth out devils through the vvxrvasss^^^^^ic^K 
devils. 
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THE DISCIPLES SENT OUT ON A MISSIONARY TOUR 

6.— Jesus visits Nazareth, and sends ont 

Twelve Apostles. 

St Matt. 9. 35. 36 ; 10. 1-5, 11. 1 ; 13. 54-58 ; St Mark 6. 1-13 ; 

St Litke9. 1-G. 

Nazareth — Around Capernaum. 

And He went out from thence, and came into His own country ; and 
Hi.s disciples follow Him. And when He was come into His own country, 
and when the Sabbath day was come, He began to teach in the 
synagogue : and many hearing Him were astonished, saying. From 
whsnce hath this man these things ? and what wisdom is this which is 
given unto Him, that even such mighty works are wrought by His 
Lauds ? Is not this the cai-panter ? is not His mother called Mary ? and 
His brethren, James and Joses, and Simon, and Judas ? and His sisters, 
are they not all with us ? Whence then hath this man all these things ? 
All i they were offended in Him. But Jesus said unto them, A prophet 
is not without honour, save in his own country, and among his own kin, 
an I in his own house. And He did not many mighty works there 
because of their unbelief, save that He laid His hands upon a few sick 
folk, and healed them. And He marvelled becau^»e of their unbelief. 

And Jesus went about all the cities and villages, teaching in their 
synagogues, and preaching the gospel of the kingdom, and healing every 
sic'-cness and every disease among the people. 

But when He saw the multitudes. He was moved with compassion 
on them, because they faint«d, and were scattered abroad, as sheep 
having no shepherd. Then saith He unto His disciples. The harvest 
truly is plenteous, but the labourers are few : pray ye therefore the 
Lf)rd of the harvest, that He will send forth labourers into His harvest. 

And when He had called unto Him His twelve disciples, He gave 
th(;:n power and authority over all devils, to cast them out, and to heal 
all manner of sickness and all manner of disease. And He sent them 
forth by two and two, to preach the kingdom of God, and to heal the 
sick. These tw^'e Jesus sent forth, and commanded them, saying, Go 
not into the way of the Gentiles, and into any city of the Samaritans 
enter ye not : but go rather to the lost sheep of the house of IsraeL 

iasjrego, preach, saying. The kingdom of heaven is at hand. Heal

7/OMr journey, save a staff only : provide neither gold, nor silver, nor 
bra^s in your purses, nor scrip for your journey, neither two coats, 
neither shoes, but he shod with sandals ; for the workman is worthy of 
hin meat. And into whatsoei^er city or town ye shall enter, enquire 
who in it is worthy ; and there abide till ye go thence. And when ye 
come into an house, salute it. And if the house be worthy, let your 
])ea(:e come upon it : but if it be not worthy, let your peace return to 
you. And whosoever shall not receive you, nor hear your words, when 
ye depart out of that house or city, shake off the very dust from your 
feet for a testimony against them. Venly I say unto you, It shall be 
more tolerable for the laud of Sodom and Gromorrhain the day of judg- 
ment, than for that city. 

l^ehold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst of wolves : be ye 
therefore wise as serpents, and harmless as doves. But beware of men : 
for they will deliver you up to the councils, and they will scourge you 
in their synagogues ; and ye shall be brought before governors and 
kings for My sake, for a testimony against them and the Gentiles. But 
when tliey deliver you up, take no thought how or what ye shall speak : 
ioY it shall be given you in that same hour wlipt ye shall speak. For it 
is not ye that speak, but the Spirit of your Father which speaketh 
in you. 

And the brother shall deliver up the brother to death, and the 
father the child : and the children shall rise up against Oieir parents, 
and cause them tt) be put to death. And ye shall be hated of all men 
for My name's sake : but he that endureth to the end shall be saved. 

But when, they persecute you in this city, flee ye into another : for 
verily I say unto you, Ye shall not have gone over the cities of Israel, 
till the Son of man be come. 

The disciple is not above his master, nor the servant above his lord. 
It is enough for the disciple that he be as his master, and the servant 
as his lord. If they have called the master f)f the house Beelzebub, how 
much more shall theif call them of his household ? 

Fear them not therefore : for there is nothing covered, that shall 
not be revealed ; and hid, that shall not be known. What I tell you 
in darkness, that speak ye in light : and what ye hear in the ear, that 
preach ye upon the house-tops. 

And fear not them which kill the body, but are not able to kill the 
.soul : but rather fear Him which is able to destroy both soul aivd Vy>A?i 
in hell. Are not two sparrows sold iov Si iwcOc\vcv^^ ^>xv^ *^'^'^ '^^ '^^^^Se*. 
^hall not fall on the ground without ^^mx Y^Wxw. ^>aX. 'Ow&^^"5

of your head are all numbered. Fear ye not therefore, ye are of nv>r& 
value than many sparrows. 

Whosoever therefore shall confess Me before men, him will I coqfesft 
also before My Father which is in heaven. But whosoever shall deny 
Me before men, him will I also deny before My Father which is in 
lieaven. 

Think not that I am come to send peace on earth : I came not- 
to send peace, but a sword. For I am come to set a man at variance 
against his father, and the daughter against her mother, and the 
daughter-in-law against her mother-m-law. And a man's foes tikaU bfr 
they of his own household. He that loveth father or mother more 
than Me is not worthy of Me : and he that loveth son or daughter more 
than Me is not worthy of Me. And he that taketh not his cross, and 
fdiloweth after Me, is not worthy of Me. He that findeth his life shall 
lose ii : and he that loseth his life fo;- My sake shall find it. 

He that receiveth you receiveth Me, and he that receiveth Me^ 
receiveth Him that sent Me. He that receiveth a prophet in the name 
of a prophet shall receive a prophet's reward ; and he that receiveth a 
righteous man in the name of a righteous man shall receive a righteous 
man's reward. And whosoever shall give to drink unto one of thet& 
little ones a cup of cold ivater only in the name of a disciple, verily I 
say unto you, he shall in no wise lose his reward. 

And they departed, and went through the towns, pr^iching the^ 
gospel, that men should repent. And they cast out many devils, and 
anointed with oil many that were sick and healed tfiem. 

And it came to pass, when Jesus had made an end of commanding 
His twelve disciples, He departed thence to teach and to preach in their 
cities. 

7.— BZingr Herod beheads John the Baptist. 

St Matt. 14. 1-12 ; St Mark 6. 14-29 ; St Luke 9. 7-9.

At that time Herod the tetrarch heard of the fame of Jesus, of all* 
that was done by Him ; (for His name was spread abroad :) and he wa* 
perf)lexod, because that it was said of some, that John was risen from 
the dead ; and of some, that Elias had app^'ared ; and of others, tlmt 
<Bi» of the old prophets was risen again. And Herod said, John 
twe I beheadefi : but who is this, of whom 1 View «v3ic\v thin^ ? antf 
'i untobia servants. This is John the Baptist*, V'fe \a xS&eft iwc^ ^3»&

<lead ; and therefore mighty works do shew forth themselves in him. 
And he desired to see Him. Others said, That it is Elias. And others 
Haid, That it is a prophet, or as one of the prophets. But when Herod 
heard thereof ^ he said, It is John, whom I beheaded : he is risen from 
the dead. For Herod himself had sent forth and laid hold upon John, 
and bound him in prison for Herodias' sake, his brothei Philip's wife : 
for he had married her. For John had said unto Herod, It is not lawful 
for thee to have thy brother's wife. Therefore Herodias had a quariel 
against him, and would have killed him ; but she could not : for Herod 
feared John, knowing that he was a just man and an holy, and observed 
him ; and when he heard him, he did many things, and heard him 
gladly. And when a convenient day was come, that Herod on his 
birthday made a supper to his lords, high captains, and chief estates of 
Galilee : and when the daughter of the said Herodias came in, and 
danced, and pleased Herod and them that sat with him, the king said 
unto the damsel, Ask of me whatsoever thou wilt, and I will give it 
ihee. Whereupon he promised with an oath to give her whatsoever she 
would ask. And he sware unto her, Whatsoever thou shalt ask of me, 
I will give it thee, unto the half of my kingdom. And she went forth, 
and said unto her mother. What shall I ask ? And she said, The head 
of John the Baptist. And she, being before instructed of hev mother, 
came in straightway with haste unto the king, and asked, sayirg, I will 
that thou give me by and by in a charger the head of John the Baptist. 
And the king was exceeding sorry ; yet for his oath's sake, and for their 
sakes which sat with him, he would not reject her. And immediately 
the king sent an executioner, and commanded his head to be brought : 
and he went and beheaded John in the prison. And his head was 
brought in a charger, and given to the damsel : and she brought it to 
her mother. And when his disciples heard of it, they came and took 
up his corpse, and laid it in a tomb, and went and told Jesus. 

8.— Miracle of feeding five thousand in the desert. 

St Matt. 14. 13-21 ; St Mark 6. 30-44 ; St Luke 9. 10-17 ; St John 

6. 1-13.

selves apart into a desert place, and rest awhile : for there were many 
coining and going, and they had no leisure so much as to eat. After 
these things, Jesus went over the sea of Galilee, which is ike sea of 
Tiberias, into a desert place belonging to the city called Bethsaida, by 
ship privately. And the people saw them departing, and many knew 
Him,"'and ran afoot thither out of all cities, and outwent them, and 
came together unto Him, because they saw His. miracles which He did 
on them that were diseased. And Jesus, when He came out, saw much 
people, and was moved with compassion toward them, because they were 
as sheep not having a shepherd : and He began to teach them many 
things, and spake unto them of the kingdom of God, and healed them 
that had need of healing. And Jesus went up into a mountain, and 
there He sat with His disciples. And the passover, a feast of the Jews, 
w.is nigh. When Jesus then lifted up His eyes, and saw a greaL com- 
pany come unto Him, He saith unto Philip, Whence shall we buy bread, 
that these may eat ? And this He said to prove him : for He Himself 
knew what He would do. Philip answered Him, Two hundred penny- 
worth of bread is not sufficient for them, that every one of them may 
taVe a little. And when it was evening. His disciples came unto Him, 
and said, This is a desert place, and now the time u far passed : send 
them away, that they may go into the towns and country round about, 
a ul lodge, and buy themselves bread : for they have nothing to eat, for 
we are here in a desert placa But Jesus said unto them. They need not 
depart ; give ye them to eat. And they say unto Him, Shall we go and 
buy two hunclred pennyworth of bread, and give them to eat ? He saith 
unto them, How many loaves have ye ? go and see. And when they 
knew, one of His disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, saith unto 
Him, There is a lad here, which hath five barley loaves, and two 
small fishes : but what are they among so many ? We have no more 
but five loaves and two fishes ; except we should go and buy meat for 
all this people. For they were about five thousand men. He said, 
Bring them hither to Me. And He said to His disciples. Make them 
sit down by fifties in a company upon the green grass. Now there was 
much grass in the place ; so the men sat down in ranks, by. hundreds, 
and by fifties, in number about five thousand. And when He had taken 
the five loaves and the two fishes, and when He had given thanks, look- 
ing up to heaven, He blessed them, and brake the loaves, and gave'the

/ and likewise the two fishes divided He «kmo\x^ them all, as much

fiUed, He said unto His disciples, Gather up the fragments that remain, 
that nothing be lost. Therefore they gathered them together, and filled 
twelve baskets with the fragments of the five barley loaves and of thetisl. es 
which remained over and above unto them that had eaten. And they 
that had eaten were about five thousand men, beside women and 
children. 

9.— Jesus Walks on the Sea, and tries Peter's 

Faith. 

St Matt. 14. 22-36 ; St Mark 6. 45-56 ; St John 6. 14-21. 

The Sea of Galilee — Gennemret. 

Then those men, when they had seen the miracle that Jesus did, 
said, This is of a truth that prophet that should come into the world. 
And straightway Jesus constrained His disciples to get into a ship, ai.d 
to go before Him unto the other side, unto Bethsaida, while He sent 
away the people. When Jesus therefore perceived that they wou.d 
come and take Him by force, to make Him a king, and when He had 
sent the multitudes away. He departed again into a mountain Himstlf 
alone to pray. And when even was now come. His disciples went down 
unto the sea, and entered into a ship, and went over the sea toward 
Capernaum. And it was now dark, and Jesus was not come to them. 
But the ship was now in the midst of the sea, tossed with waves : for 
the wind was contrary ; and He alone on the land. 

And the sea arose by reason of a great wind that blew. And He saw 
them toiling in rowing ; for the wind was contrary unto them. So 
when they had rowed about five-and -twenty or thirty furlongs, and 
about the fourth watch of the night, they see Jesus walking on the sea, 
and drawing nigh unto the ship : and would have passed by then). 
And when the disciples saw Him walking on the sea, they were 
troubled, saying, It is a spirit ; and they cried out for fear, for they all 
saw Him, and were troubled. But straightway Jesus spake unto them, 
sapng, Be of good cheer ; it is I ; be not afraid. And Peter answered 
Him and said, Lord, if it be Thou, bid me come unto Thee on the water. 
And He said. Come. And when Peter was come down out of the ship, 
he walked on the water, to go to Jesus. But when he saw the vrind 
boisterous, he was afraid ; and beginning to sink^ he cried^«jwivcs%^\jss^^^ 
save me. And immediately Jesus attcVi^^^ icvtW ^'^*^^»=^^-''**'^^^^£^ 
him, and said unto him, O tViou ot WlWe i«^V^v, ^V«t'&«^'^ ^^^^^

doubt ? Then they willingly received Him into the ship. And wheni 
they were come into the ship, the wind ceased, and immediately the 
ship was at the land whither they went. Then they that were in the 
ship came and worshipped Him, saying, Of a truth Thou art the Son of 
God. And they were sore amazed in themselves beyond measure, and 
wondered. For they considered not the miracle of the loaves : for their 
he^rt was hardened. 

And when they had passed over, they came into the land of Gen- 
nesaret, and drew tx) the shore. And when they were come out of the 
ship, and when the men of that place had knowledge of Him, they sent 
out intx> all that country, and ran through that whole region round 
about, and began to carry about in beds those that were sick, where they 
heard He was. And whithersoever He entered, into villages, or cities, 
or country, they laid the sick in the streets, and besought Him that 
they might touch if it were but the border of His garment : and as 
many as touched Him were made whole. 

The day following, when the people which stood on the other side 
of the sea saw that there was none other boat there, save that one 
whereinto His disciples were entered, and that Jesus went not with His 
disciples into the boat, but that His disciples were gone away alone ; 
(howbeit there came other boats from Tiberias nigh unto the place 
where they did eat bread, after that the Lord had given thanks :) when 
the people therefore saw that Jesus was not there, neither His disciples, 
they also took shipping, and came to Capernaum, seeking for Jesus. 

10.— Jesus proclaims Himself the Bread of Life. 

St John 6. 26-71. 

Oipemaum. 

And when they had found Him on the other side of the sea^ they 
said unto Him, Rabbi, when camest Thou hither ? Jesus answered them 
and said. Verily, verily, I say unto you. Ye seek Me, not because ye saw 
the miracles, but because ye did eat of the loaves, and were fill^ 
Labour not for the meat which perisheth, but for that meat which 
eidureth unto everlasting life, which the Son of man shall give unto 
yoa : for Him hath God the Father sealed.

They said therefore unto Him, What sign shewest Thou then, that 
^e may see, and believe Thee ? what dost Thou work ? Our fathers did 
eat manna in the desert ; as it is written, He gave them bread from 
heaven to eat. Then Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto 
jou, Moses gave you not that bread f ix)m heaven : but My Father giveth 
jou the true bread from heaven. For the bread of Grod is He which 
cumeth down from heaven, and giveth life unto the world. 

Then said they unto Him, Lord, evermore give us this bread. And 
Jciiius said unto them, I am the bread of life : he that cometh to Me 
shall never hunger ; and he that believeth on Me shall never thirst. 
B jt I said unto you, That ye also have seen Me, and beUeve not. All 
t'lat the Father giveth Me shall come to Me, and him that cometh 
to Me I will in no wise cast out. For I came down from heaven, not to do 
Mine own will, but the will of Him that sent Ma And this is the 
Father's will which hath sent Me, that of all which He hath given Me, 
I tihould lose nothing, but should raise it up again at the last day. And 
this is the will of Him that sent Me, that every one which seeth the Son, 
a.:d believeth on Him. may have everlasting life : and I will raise him 
up at the last day. 

The Jews then murmured at Him, because He said, I am the bread 
which came down from heaven. And they said, Is not this Jesus, the 
son of Joseph, whose father and mother we know ? how is it then that He 
saith, I came down from heaven ? Jesus therefore answered and said 
unto them, Murmur not among yourselves. No man can come to Me, 
except the Father which hath sent Me draw him : and I will raise hina 
up at the last day. It is written in the prophets, And they shall be 
all taught of God. Every man therefore that hath heard, and hath 
learned of the Father, cometh unto Me. Not that any man hath seen 
the Father, save He which is of God, He hath seen the Father. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you. He that believeth on Me hath everlasting lifew 
I am that bread of life. Your fathers did eat manna in the wilderness, 
and are dead. This is the bread which cometh down from heaven, that 
a man may eat thereof, and not die. I am the living bread which came 
down from heaven : if any man eat of this bread, he shall live for ever : 
Aud the bread that I will give is My flesh, which I will give for the life 
of the world. 

The Jews therefore strove among themselves, saying. How can this 
man give us His flesh to eat? Then Jesus said unto them^ Verybj,^ 
verily, I say unto you. Except ye eat tVi^ ^^^ ol >iJs«i'^«sw 'oS. xs»»2£v^%»^ 
4innk Hl8 blood, ye have no life in yoM. ^\««o «»!wJCdl^».^ "^^Se^^a^

drinketh My blood, hath eternal life ; and I will raise him up at t he- 
last day. For My flesh is meat indeed, and My blood is drink indeed.. 
He that eateth My flesh, and drinketh My blood, dwelleth in Me, and I 
in him. As the living Father hath sent Me, and I live by the Father : 
so he that eateth Me, even he shall live by Me. This is that bread 
which came down from heaven : not as your fathers did eat manna, and 
are dead : he that eateth of this bread shall live for ever. 

These things said He in the synagogue, as He taught iq Capernaum. 
Many therefore of* His disciples, when they had heard this, said. This is- 
an hard saying ; who can hear it ? When Jesus knew in Himself that 
His disciples murmured at it, He said unto them. Doth this offend you ? 
Whai and if ye shall see the Son of man ascend up where He was before ? 
It is the spirit that quickeneth ; the flesh profiteth nothing : the words 
that I speak unto you, they are spirit, and tficy are life. But there are 
some of you that believe not. For Jesus knew from the beginning who- 
they were that believed not, and who should betray Him. And He said,. 
Therefore said I unto you, that no man can come linto Me, except it 
were given unto him of My Father. 

From that time many of His disciples went back, and walked no 
more with Him. Then said Jesus unto the twelve, Will ye also go 
away ? Then Simon Peter answered Him, Lord, to whom shall we go ?" 
Thou hast the words of eternal life. And we believe and are sure that 
Thou art that Christ, the Son of the living God. Jesus answered them. 
Have not I chosen you twelve, and one of you is a devil ? He spake of 
Judas Iscariot tfie son of Simon ; for he it was that should betray Him,, 
being one of the twelve.

11.— Jesus denounces the Pharisees. 

St Matt. 16. 1-20 ; St Mark 7. 1-23. 

Capernaum. 

Then came together unto Him the Pharisees, and certain of the 
Scribes, which came from Jerusalem. And when they saw some of His 
disciples eat bread with defiled, that is to say, with unwasben, hand^, 
they found fault. For the Pharisees, and all the Jews, except they wash 
their hands oft, eat not, holding the tradition of the elders. And when 
they come from the market, except they wash, they eat not. And many 
other things there be, which they have received to hold, as the washing 
of cups, and pots, and brasen vessels, and of tables. Then the Pharisees 
and Scribes asked Him, Why do Thy disciples transgress the tradition of 
the elders ? for they wash not their hands when they eat bread. But He 
answered and said unto them, Why do ye also transgress the command- 
ment of God by your tradition ? Full well ye reject the commandment of 
God, that ye may keep your own tradition : for God commanded, saying, 
Honour thy father and mother : and. He that curseth father or mother, 
let him die the death. But ye say, Whosoever shall say to his father 
or hii mother, It is Corban, that is to say, a gift, by whatsoever thou 
mightest be profited by me, and honour not his father or his mother, he 
thaSu he free. Thus have ye made the commandment of God of none effect 
by your tradition. And ye suffer him no more to do ought for hb 
£»ther or his mother ; making the word ot QcAofi XkjafCkfc ^^^^*viKs«*?kj^^

ye. Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias prophesy of you, saying. This people 
draweth nigh unto Me with their mouth, and honoureth Me with their 
lips ; but their heart is far from Me. But in vain they do worship Me, 
teaching for doctrines the commandments of men. For laying aside the 
commandment of God, ye hold the tradition of men, a» the washing of 
pots and cups : and many other such like things ye do. And when He 
had called aJl the people unto Him, He said unto them. Hearken unto 
Me every one of you, and understand : Th^e is nothing from vtrithout 
a man, tliat entering into him can defile him ; but the things which come 
out of him, those are they that defile the man. If any man have ears 
to hear, let him hear. And when He was entered into the house from 
the people, then came His disciples, and said unto Him, Knowest Thou 
that the Pharisees were offended, after they heard this saying ? But 
He answered and said. Every plant, which My heavenly Father bath 
not planted, shall be rooted up. Let them alone : they be blind 
leaders of the blind. And if the blind lead the blind, both shall fall 
into the ditch. Then answered Peter and said unto Him, Declare unto 
us this parable. And Jesus said. Are ye also yet without understanding? 
Do not ye yet understand that whatsoever thing from without entereth 
into the man, it cannot defile him ; because it entereth not into His hearty 
but into the belly, and goeth out into the draught, purging all meats I 
And He said. But those things which proceed out of the mouth come 
forth from the heart ; and they defile the man. For from within, 
out of the heart of men, proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, fornications, 
murders, theft, covetousness, wickedness, false witness, deceit, lascivious- 
ness, an evil eye, blasphemy, pride, foolishness : all these evil things 
come from within, and defile the man ; but to eat with unwashen hands 
defileth not a man. 

12.— Jesus heaJs a Syrophenician, and feeds Four 

Thousand. 

St Matt. 15. 21-88 ; St Mark 7. 24-31—8. 9. 

Coasts of Tyre and Sidon — Desert of Bethsaida, 

Then Jesus went thence, and departed into the coasts of Tyre aod 

Sidon. And, behold, a woman of Caanan came out of the same coasts, 

Az/d cried unto Him, saying. Have mercy upon me, O Lord, Thou Son

rsaying, Send her away ; for she crieth after us. But He answered and 
^siaid, I am not sent but unto the lost sheep of the house of Israel : and 
•entered into an house, and would have no man know it ; but He could 
not be hid. For a certain woman, whose young daughter had an 
unclean spirit, heard of Him, and came and fell at His feet, and wor- 
shipped Him, saying. Lord, help me. The woman was a Greek, a Syro- 
phenician by nation ; and she besought Him that He would cast fcnrth 
the devil out of her daughter. But Jesus said unto her, Let the 
-children first be filled : for it is not meet to take the children's bread, 
4%nd cast it unto the doers. And she answered and said unto Him, 
Truth. Lord : yet the dogs under the table eat of the children's crumbs 
which fall from their masters' table. Then Jesus answered and said 
unto her, O woman, great ih thy faith : be it unto thee even as thou 
wilt. And He said unto her. For this saying go thy way ; the devil is 
gone out of thy daughter. And her daughter was made whole from 
that very hour. And when she was come to her house, she found the 
<levil gone out, and her daughter laid upon the bed. 

And again Jesus departed from the coasts of Tyre and Sidon, and 
came nigh unto the sea of Galilee, through the midst of the coasts of 
DecapoliB. 

And they bring unto Him one that was deaf, and had an impedi- 
ment in his speech ; and they beseech Him to put His hand upon him. 
And He took him aside from the multitude, and put His fingers into 
his ears, and He spit, and touched his tongue ; and looking up to 
heaven, He sighed, and saith unto him, Ephphatha, that is, Be opened. 
And straightway his ears were opened, and the string of his tongue was 
loosed, and he spake plain. And He charged them that they should 
tell no man : but the more He charged them, so much the more a great 
<leal they published it ; and were beyond measure astonished, saying. 
He hath done all things well : He maketh both the deaf to hear, and 
the dumb to speak. 

And Jesus went up into a mountain, and sat down there. And great 
multitudes came unto Him, having with them thoK tkat were lame^ 
blind, dumb, maimed, and many others, and cast them down at Jesua* 
feeb ; and He healed them : insomuch that the multitude wondered, 
when they saw the dumb to speak, the maimed to be whole, the lame 
to walk, and the blind to see : and they glorified the God of IsraeL 

In those days the multitude being very great, and having nothini^ 
to eat, Jesus cedled Hia disciples wito fl\m,^TA. %Mi^^^\mXft J^^g^-N^^

three days, and haye nothing to eat : and if I send them away fasdng^ 
to their own houses, they will faint by the way : for divers of theiu 
came from far. And His disciples say unto Him, Whence should we- 
bave so much bread in the wilderness, as to fill so great a multitude t 
And Jesus saith unto them, How many loaves have ye ? And they 
said. Seven, and a few little fishes. And He commanded the multitude 
to sit down on the ground. And He took the seven loaves and the- 
fishes, and gave thanks, and brake themt and gave to His disciples to 
set before tiiem ; and they did set them before the people. And they 
had a few small fishes : and He blessed, and commanded to set them also 
before them. And they did all eat, and were filled : and they took up* 
d the broken meat that was left seven baskets full And they that did 
eat were four thousand men, beside women and children ; and He sent 
them away. 

13.— Jesus warns against the Pharisees, and heals a. 

Blind Man. 

St Matt. 15. 39—16. 12 ; St Mark 8. 10-26. - 
MagdcUa and Dalmanutha — BeUisaida. 

And He sent away the multitude, and straightway He entered into a 
ship with His disciples, and came into the parts of Dalmanutha And 
the Pharisees, also with the Sadducees, came forth, and began to 
question with Him, and tempting desired Him that He would shew 
^lem a sign from heaven. He answered and said unto them, When it- 
is evening, ye say. It will be fair weather, for the sky is red. And in the 
mcMming, It wiU be foul weather to-day : for the sky is red and lowring. 
O ye hypocrites, ye can discern the face of the sky ; but can ye not 
ditcem the signs of the times ? A wicked and adulterous generation 
•eeketh after a sign ; and there shall no sign be given unto it, but the 
sign of the prophet Jonas. And He sighed deeply in His spirit, and 
saith. Why doth this generation seek after a sign ? verily I say unto 
you, There shall no sign be given to this generation. 

And He left tiiem, and entering into the ship again departed to the- 
other sida And when His disciples were come to the other side, they had 
fcn^otteQ to take bread ; neither had they in the ship with them more than 
one loal Then Jesus charged them, saying. Take heed and beware of 
tA^Jearen of the Pharisees and of the Sadducees, and of the leaven of 
^-^»wef And they reaaoned among themeelvea, «ttjing, It is because w»

^eof little faith, why reason ye among yourselves, because ye have brought 
no bread ? Do ye not yet understand, perceive ye not yet, neither under^ 
.stand ? have ye your heart yet hardened ? Having eyes, see ye not ? 
and having ears, hear ye not ? and do ye not remember the five loaves 
•of the five thousand, and how many baskets ye took up ? Neither the 
seven loaves of the four thousand, and how many baskets ye took up t 
When I brake the five loaves among five thousand, how many 
baskets full of fragments took ye up ? They say unto Him, Twelve^ 
And when the seven among four thousand, how many baskets full of 
fragments took ye up ? And they said. Seven. And He said unto them. 
How is it that ye do not understand that I spake it not to you con- 
cerning bread, that ye should beware of the leaven of the Pharisees and 
of the Sadducees. Then understood they how that He bade them not 
beware of the leaven of bread, but of the doctrine of the Pharisees and 
•of the Sadducees. 

And He cometh to Bethsaida ; and they bring a blind man unto 
Him, and besought Him to touch him. And He took the blind man by 
the hand, and led him out of the town ; and when He had spit on hu 
•eyes, and put His hands upon him, He asked him if he saw ought. And 
he looked up, and said, I see men as trees, walking. After that He put 
Ilia hands again upon his eyes, and made him look up : and he was 
restored, and saw every man clearly. And He sent him away to his house, 
paying Neither go into the town, nor tell it to any in the town. 

14.— Jesus speaks of His Death and Second Oomingr- 

St Matt. 16. 13-28 ; St Mark 8. 27—9. 1 ; St Luke 9. 18-27.

And Jesus went out, and His disciples, into the towns of Csesarea 
Pailippi. And it came to pass, as He was alone praying, His disciples 
were with Him : and by the way He asked His disciples, saying unto 
them, "Whom do men say that I the Son of man am ? And they said, 
;Some sai/ that Thou art John the Baptist : some, Elias : and others, 
Jereraias, or that one of the old prophets is risen again. He said unto 
them. But whom say ye that I am ? And Simon Peter answered and 
said unto Him, Thou art the Christ, the Son of the living God. And 
^Te^us answered and said unto him. Blessed art thou, Simon Barjona : 
for flesh and blood hath not revealed it mtiXa \Xi«&Oti\i\.^^^^tsiiiss.^-^vss^«»- 
i# in heaven. And I say also unto tYi^ft, ^>aa.\» V>o^^^ ^J^"^^ '^'^'^^ -» ^a.^x^'SP*-

this rock I will build My church ; and the gates of hell shall not pre- 
▼ail against it. And I will give unto thee the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven : and whatsoever thou shalt bind on earth shall be bound iu 
heaven, and whatsoever thou shalt loose on earth shall be loosed in 
heaven. Then chai^ged He His disciples that they should tell no man 
that He was Jesus the Christ. 

From that time forth began Jesus to shew unto His disciples, how 
that He the Son of man must go unto Jerusalem, and sufier many 
things, and be rejected of the elders, and of the chief priests, and 
Scribes, and be killed, and after three days rise again. And He spake- 
that saying openly. Then Peter took Him, and began to rebuke Him^ 
saying, Be it far from Thee, Lord : this shall not be unto Thee. But 
when He had turned about and looked on His disciples, He rebuked 
Peter, saying, Qet thee behind Me, Satan : thou art an offence unto> 
Me : for thou savourest not the things that be of Qod, but those that- 
be of men. And when He had called the people unto Him, with His 
disciples also, He said unto them all, Whosoever will come after Me^ 
let him deny himself, and take up his cross daily, and follow Me. For 
whosoever will save his life shall lose it ; but whosoever shall lose his- 
hfe for My sake and the Gk)spers, the same shall save it. For what 
shall it profit a man, what is a man advantaged, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own soul, or be cast away ? Or, what shall 
a man give in exchange for his soul ? For the Son of man shall come 
in the glory of His Father with His angels ; and then He shall reward 
every man according to his wprks. Whosoever therefore shall be- 
ashamed of Me and of My words in this adulterous and sinful genera- 
tion ; of him also shall the Son of man be ashamed, when He shall come 
in His own glory, and in His Father's, and of the holy angels. And He 
said unto them, Verily I say unto you, That there be some of them that^ 
stand here, which shall not taste of death, till they have seen the 
kingdom of God come virith power. 

15.— The Trajisflgruration of Jesus, and Healing 

of a Demoniac. 

St Matt. 17. 1-21 ; St Mark 9. 2-29 ; St Luke 9. 28-42.

And after ax days Jesus tftketh with Him Peter and James and Johu^ 
-*» brother, aad leadeth them up into an YiigVi moMTitaiu apart by them* 
^^res taprajr. And tia He prayed, the iaaViioTi oi^\fe couTL\«\!«sw3fc^^ifc

altered, and He was transfigured before them. And ELis face did shine 
as the sun, and His raiment was white as the light, and glistering, 
exceeding white as snow ; so as no fuller on earth can white them. 
And, behold, there appeared unto them two men, which were Moses and 
Elias : who appeared in glory, and they were talking with Jesus, and 
spake of His decease which He should accomplish at Jerusalem. But 
Peter and they that were with him were heavy with sleep : and when 
they were awake, they saw His glory, and the two men that stood with 
Him. And it came to pass, as they departed from Him, Peter said 
unto Jesus, Master, it is good for us to be here : if Thou wilt, let us 
make here three tabernacles ; one for Thee, and one for Moses, and one 
for Elias. For he wist not what to say ; for they were sore afraid. 
While he yet spake, b^old, a bright cloud overshadowed them ; and 
they feared as they entered into the doud. And there came a voice 
out of the cloud, which said. This is My beloved SoU; in whom I am 
well pleased ; hear ye Him. And when the disciples heard ity they fell 
on their face^ and were sore afraid. And when the voice was past, 
Jeaus came and touched them, and said. Arise, and be not afraid. And 
suddenly, when they had looked round about, they saw no man any 
more, save Jesus only with themselves. And they kept it close, and 
told no man in those days any of those things which they had seen. 

And it came to pass, that on the next day, as they came down from 
ihe mountain, Jesus charged them that they should tell no man what 
things they had seen, till the Son of man were risen from the dead. 
And they kept that saying with themselves, questioning one with 
another what the rising from the dead should mean. And His disciples 
asked Him, saying. Why then say the Scribes that Elias must first 
come ? And Jesus answered and said unto them, Elias truly shall first 
come, and restore all things ; and how it is written of the Son of man, 
that He must suffer many things, and be set at nought. But I say 
unto you. That Elias is come already, and they knew him not, but 
have done unto him whatsoever they listed, as it is written of him. 
Likewise shall also the Son pf man suffer of them. Then the disciples 
understood that He spake unto them of John the Baptist. When they 
were come down from the hill, much people met Him. 

And when He came to His disciples. He saw a great multitude about 
them, and the Scribes questioning with them. And straightway all 
the people, when they beheld Him, were greatly amazed, and running 
to Him, saluted Him. And He asked tVv^ Sicf^oRS^^'^XjaS^* o^'s^^ssvs^^'*^ 
with them f

And when they were come to the multitude, there came to Him a 
certain man, kneeling down to Him, and saying, Master, I have brought 
unto Thee my son, which hath a dumb spirit ; I beseech Thee, look 
upon my son : for he is mine only child. Lord, have mercy on my 
son : for he is lunatick, and sore vexed : for ofttimes he falleth into the 
fire, and oft into the water. And, lo, a spirit taketh him, and he 
suddenly crieth out ; and wheresoever he taketh him, he teareth him : 
and he foameth, and gnasheth with his teeth, and pineth away : and 
bruiBiug him hardly departeth from him. And I brought him to Thy 
disciples, that they should cast him out ; and they could not cure him. 
Then Jesus answered and said. O faithless and perverse generation, how 
long shall I be with you ? how long shall I suffer you f Bring thy son 
hither. And they brought him unto Him : and when he saw Him, 
straightway the spirit tare him ; and he fell on the ground, and wal- 
lowed foaming. And He asked his father. How long is it ago since this 
came unto him ? And he said, Of a child. And ofttimes it hath oast 
him into the fire, and into the waters, to destroy him : but if Thou 
canst do anything, have compassion on us, and help us. Jesus said 
unto him. If thou canst believe, all things are possible to him that 
believeth. And straightway the father of the child cried out, and said 
with tears. Lord, I believe ; help Thou mine unbelief. When Jesus 
saw that the people came running tc^ther. He rebuked the foul spirit, 
saying unto him. Thou dumb and deai spirit, I charge thee, come out of 
him, and enter no more into him. And the spirit cried, and rent him 
sore, and came out of him : and he was as one dead ; insomuch that 
many said, He is dead. But Jesus took him by the hand, and lifted 
him up ; and he arose. And the child was cured from that very hour, 
and delivered again to his father. 

And when He was come into the house, then came the disciples to 
Jesus apart, and asked Him privately. Why could not we cast him out f 
And Jesus said unto them, Because of your unbelief : for verily I say 
unto you. If ye have faith as a grain of mustard seed, ye shall say unto 
this mountain. Remove hence to yonder place ; and it shaU remove ; 
and nothing shall be impassible unto you. Howbeit this kind can como 
forth by nothing, but by prayer and fasting.

16.— Jesus pays Tribute Money. 

St Matt. 17. 22-27 ; St Mark 9. 30-50 ; St Luke 9. 43-50 : St John 7. !• 

The Holy MouinZ to Capernaum, 

After these things Jeaus departed thence, and passed through 
Galilee : and He would not that any man should know it, for He would 
not walk in Jewry, because the Jews sought to kill Him. And they 
were all amazed at the mighty power of God. But while they wondered 
every one at all things which Jesus did, He baid unto His disciples. Let 
these sayings sink down into your ears : for the Son of man shall be 
betrayed into the hands of men : and they shall kill Him, and after 
that He is killed. He shall rise the third day. But they understood 
not that saying, and it was hid from them, that they perceived it not : 
and they feared to ask Him of that saying, and they were exceeding 
sorry. Then there arose a reasoning among them, which of them 
should be greatest. 

And when they were come to Capernaum, they that received tribute 
money came to Peter, and said. Doth not your Master pay tribute ? He 
saith. Yes. And when He was come into the house, Jesus prevented 
him, saying. What thinkest thou, Simon ? of whom do the kings of the 
earth take custom or tribute ? of their own children, or of strangers ? 
Peter saith unto Him, Of strangers. Jesus saith unto him, Then are 
the children free. Notwithstanding, lest we should oflfend them, go 
thou t'.> the sea, and cast an hook, and take up the fish that first cometh 
up : and when thou hast opened his mouth, thou shalt find a piece of 
money : that take, and give unto them for Me and thee. 

And being in the house He asked them, What was it that ye dis- 
puted among yourselves by the way ? But they held their peace : for 
by the way they had disputed among themselves, who should be the 
greatest. And Jesus, perceiving the thought of their heart, sat down, 
and called the twelve, and saith unto them, If any man desire to be 
first, the same shall be last of all, and servant of all. And He took a 
cliild, and set him in the midst of them : and when He had t-aken him 
in His arms. He said unto them, Whosoever shall receive one of such 
children in My name, receiveth Me : and whosoever shall receive Me, 
receive th not Me, but Him that sent Me. For he that is least among 
you all, the same shall be great. 

And John answered Him, saying, M.«»\feT,"^^ «nw ovsa <!»^wcc«^^5^

because he foUoweth not with us. And Jesus said unto him, Forbid 
him, not : for there is no man which shall do a miracle in My name, that 
can lightly speak evil of Me. For he that is not against us is on our 
part. For whosoever shall give you a cup of water to drink in My 
name, because ye belong to Christ, verily I say unto you, he shall not 
lose his reward. And whosoever shall o£fend one of these little ones 
that believe in Me, it is better for him that a millstone were hanged 
about his neck, and he were cast into the sea. And if thy hand offend 
thee, cut it off : it is better for thee to enter into life maimed, than 
having two hands to fp into hell, into the fire that never shall be 
quenched : where their worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. 
And if thy foot offend thee, cut it off : it is better for thee to enter 
halt into life, than having two feet to be cast into hell, into the fire 
that never shall be quenched : where their worm dieth not, and the 
fire is not quenched. And if thine eye offend thee, pluck it out : it is 
better for thee to enter into the kingdom of God with one eye, than 
having two eyes to be cast into hell fire : where their worm dieth not,, 
and the fire is not quenched. For every one shall be salted with fire, and 
every sacrifice shall be salted with salt. Salt is good : but if the salt 
have lost his saltness, wherewith will ye season it ? Have salt in. 
yourselves, and have peace one with another. 

17.— Jesus discourses of Humility and Forgiveness. 

St Matthew 18. 

Capcrnawm. 

At the same time came the disciples unto Jesus, saying. Who is the 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven ? And Jesus called a little child 
unto Him, and set him in the midst of them, and said, Verily I say 
unto you, Except ye be converted, and become as little children, ye- 
shall not enter into the kingdom of heaven. Whosoever therefore shall 
humble himself as this little child, the same is greatest in the kingdom 
of heaven. And whoso shall receive one such little child an My name 
receiveth Me. But whoso shall offend one of these little ones which 
believe in Me, it were better for him that a millstone were hanged, 
about his neck, and tkat he were drowned in the depth of the sea. 

Woe unto the world because of offences ! for it must needs be that 

^^aaccB come ; but woe to that man b^ whom the offence cometh ! 

Wherefore if thy hand or thy foot offend l\i^©, cwt \)tt.«n\ oSt, wxei. «wx».

Iftem from thee : it is better for thee to enter into life lialt or maimed; 
rather than having two hands or two feet to be cast into everlasting 
fire. And if thine eye ofifend thee, pluck it out, and cast it from thee : 
it is better for thee to enter into life with one eye, I'ather than having 
two eyes to be cast into hell fire. 

Take heed that ye despise not one of these little ones ; for I say 
unto you, That in heaven their angels do always behold the fac« of My 
Father which is in heaven. For the Son of man is come to save that 
which was lost. 

How think ye ? if a man have an hundred sheep, and one of them 
be gone astray, doth he not leave the ninety and nine, and goeth into 
the mountains, and seeketh that which is gone astray ? And if so be 
that he find it, verily I say unto you, he rejoiceth more of that sheep, 
than of the ninety and nine which went not astray. Even so it is not 
the will of your Father which is in heaven, that one of these little ones 
should perish. 

Moreover if thy brother shall trespass against thee, go and tell him 
his fault between thee and him alone : if he shall hear thee, thou ha^ t 
gained thy brother. But if he will not hear thee, then take with thee 
one or two more, that in the mouth of two or three witnesses every 
word may be established. And if he shall neglect to hear them, tell it 
unto the Church : but if he neglect to hear the Church, let him be unto 
thee as an heathen man and a publican. Verily I say unto you. What- 
soever ye shall bind on earth shall be bound in heaven : and whatsoever 
ye shall loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven. Again I say unto 
you, that if two of you shall agree on earth as touching anything that 
they shall ask, it shall be done for them of My Father which is in 
heaven. For where two or thi'ee are gathered together in My name^ 
there am I in the midst of them. 

Then came Peter to Him, and said. Lord how oft shall my brother 
sin against me, and I forgive him ? till seven times ? Jesus saith unto 
him, I say not unto thee, Until seven times ; but, Until seventy times 
seven. 

Therefore is the kingdom of heaven likened unto a certain king, 
which would take account of his servants. And when he had begun to 
reckon, one was brought unto him, which owed him ten thousand 
talents. But forasmuch as he had not to pay, his lord commanded him 
to be sold, and his wife, and children, and all that he had, and payment 
to be made. The servant therefore ifcW 4<5y«\i w\.^ ^vsv^^KssgN^'e^^^sKj^^

lord of that servant was moved with compassion, and loosed him, and 
forgave him the debt. But the same servant went out, and found one 
of his fellow-Rervants, which owed him an hundred pence ; and he laid 
hands on him, and took him by the throat, saying. Pay me that thou 
owest. And his fellow-servant fell down at his feet, and besought him, 
saying, Have patience with me, and I will pay thee all. And he would 
not ; but went and cast him into prison, till he should pay the debt. 
So when his fellow-servants saw what was done, they were very sony, 
and came and told unto their lord all that was done. Then his loirL, 
after that he had called him, said unto him, thou> wicked servant, 
I forgave thee all that debt, because thou desiredst me : should^t not 
thou also have had compassion on thy fellow-servant, even as I had 
pity on thee ? And his lord was wroth, and delivered him to the tor- 
montors, till he should pay all that was due unto him. 

So likewise shall My 'heavenly Father do also unto you, if ye from 
your hearts forgive not every one his brother their trespasses. 

18.— Jesus gfoes to the Feast of Tabernacles. 

St John 7. 2—8. 1. 
Capernaum — Jerusalem. 

Now the Jews' feast of tabernacles was at hand. His brethrea 
therefore said unto Him, Depart hence, and go into Judaea, that Thy 
disciples also may see the works that Thou doest. For there is no man 
that doeth any thing in secret, and he himself seeketh to be known 
o;)enly. If Thou do these things, shew Thyself to the world. For 
neither did His brethren believe in Him. Then Jesus said unto them. 
My time is not yet come : but your time is alway ready. The world 
c mnot hate you : but Me it hateth, because I testify of it, that the 
works thereof are evil. Go ye up unto this feast : I go not up yet 
unto this feast : for My time is not yet full come. When He had said 
these words unto them. He abode still in Qalilee. 

But when His brethren were gone up, then went He also up unto 
the feast, not openly, but as it were in secret. Then the Jews sought 
Him at the feast, and said. Where is He ? And there was much mar- 
muring among the people concerning Him : for some said, He is a good 
man : others said. Nay ; but He deceiveth the peopla Howb^ no 
zw«/7 spake openly of Him for fear of the Jews. 

J^orr about the midst of the feast Jesus vjent vip into the temple^ 
^od taught And the Jews marvelled, saying, Ticw VL3aowft>iJs\.VJK!& 
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THX PHARISEES SEND TO TAKE JESUS. 

letters, having never learned? Jesus answered them, and said, My 
doctrine is not Mine, but His that sent Me. If any man will do His 
■will, he shall know of the doctrine, whether it be of God, or whether 1 
speak of Myself. He that speaketh of himself seeketh his own glory : 
but He that seeketh His glory that sent him, the same is true, and no • 
unrighteousness is in Him. 

Did not Moses give you the law, and yet none of you keepeth th© 
law ? Why go ye about to kill Me ? The people answered and said^ 
Thou hast a devil : who goeth about to kill Thee ? Jesus answered and 
said unto them, I have done one work, and ye all marvel. Moses 
therefore gave unto you circumcision ; (not because it is of Moses, but 
of the fathers ;) and ye on the Sabbath day circumcise a man. If a 
man on the Sabbath day receive circumcision, that the law of Moses 
should not be broken ; are ye angry at Me, because I have made a mau 
every whit whole on the Sabbath day ? Judge not according to the 
appearance, but judge righteous judgment. 

Then said some of them of Jerusalem, Is not this He, whom they 
seek to kill ? But^ lo. He speaketh boldly, and they say nothing unto 
Him. Do the rulers know indeed that this is the very Christ ? Howbeit 
we know this man whence He is : but when Christ cometh no man 
knoweth whence He is. Then cried Jesus in the temple as He taught, . 
saying. Ye both know Me, and ye know whence I am : and I am not . 
come of Myself, but He that sent Me is true, whom ye know not. But 
I know Him : for I am from Him, and He hath sent Me. Then they 
sought to take Him : but no man laid hands on Him, because His hour 
was not yet come. 

And many of the people believed on Him, aild said. When Christ 
oometh, will He do more miracles than these which this man hath done ? 

The Pharisees heard that the people murmured such things concern- 
ing Him ; and the Pharisees and the chief priests sent officers to take 
Him. Then said Jesus unto them. Yet a little while am I with you, 
ftnd then I go unto Him that sent Me. Ye shall seek Me, and shall not 
find Me : and where I am, thither ye cannot come. 

Then said the Jews among themselves, Whither will He go, that 
we shall not find Him ? will He go unto the dispersed among the Qentiles, . 
and teach the Qentiles ? What manner of saying is this tliat He said. 
Ye shall seek Me, and shall not find Me : and where I am, thither ye 
cannot come ?

l)elieveth on Me, as the scripture hath said, out of his belly shall flow 
rivepa of living water. (But this spake He of the Spiiit, which they 
that believe on Him should receive : for the Holy Qhost was not 
jet given : because that Jesus was not yet glorified. ) Many of the 
people therefore, when they heard this saying, said, Of a truth this is 
the Prophet. Others said. This is the Christ. But some said, Shall 
Christ come out of Galilee ? Hath not the scripture said. That Christ 
cometh of the seed of David, and out of the town of Bethlehem, vfiaere 
David was ? So there was a division among the people because of Him. 
And some of them would have taken Him ; but no man laid hands on 
Him. 

Then came the officers to the chief priests and Pharisees : and they 
said unto them. Why have ye not brought Him ? The officers 
■answered. Never man spake like this man. Then answered them the 
Pharisees, Are ye also deceived ? Have any of the rulers or of the 
Pharisees believed on Him ? But this people who knoweth not the law. 
are cursed. Nicodemus saith unto them, (he that came to Jesus by 
night, being one of them,) Doth our law judge any man, before it hear 
him, and know what he doeth ? They answered and said unto him» 
Art thou also of Galilee ? Search, and look : for out of Galilee ariseth 
no prophet. And every man went unto his own house. 

Jesus went unto the mount of Olives. 

19.— Jesus and the Scribes and Pharisees. 

St John 8. 2-59. 
The Temple at Jerusdlenu 

And early in the morning, He came again into the temple, and all 
the people came unto Him ; and He sat down, and taught them. 

And the Scribes and Pharisees brought unto Him a woman taken 
in adultery ; and when they had set her in the midst, they say unto 
Him, Master, this woman was taken in adultery, in the very act. Now 
Moses in the law commanded us, that such should be stoned : but what 
sayest Thou ? This they said« tempting Him, that they might have to 
•accuse Him. But Jesus stooped down, and with Hit finger wrote an the 
ground, cu thou^ He heard them not 

So when they continued asking Him, He lifted up Himself, and said 
uato them. He that ia without sin among you, let him first cast a stone 
1 m6 her. And again He stooped down, and vixo\a (hi ^Sqa fscoviinii. AomI,

iihey which heard ity being convicTied by their own conscience, went out 
<Hie by one, beginning at the eldest, even unto the last : and Jesus was left 
alone, and the woman standing in the midst. When Jesus had lifted 
up Himself, and saw none but the woman, He said unto her, Woman, 
where are those thine accusers ? hath no man condemned thee ? She 
4Baid, No man. Lord. And Jesus said unto her. Neither do I condemn 
thee : go, and sin no more. 

Then spake Jesus again unto them, saying, I am the light of the 
world : he that foUoweth Me shall not walk in darkness, but shall have 
the light of life. The Pharisees therefore said unto Him, Thou bearest 
record of Thyself ; Thy record is not true. Jesus answered and said 
unto them. Though I bear record of Myself, yet My record is true : for 
I know whence I came, and whither I go ; l3ut ye cannot tell whence I 
come, and whither I go. Ye judge after the flesh ; I judge no man. 
And yet if I judge. My judgment is true ; for I am not alone, but I 
«nd the Father that sent Me. It is also written in your law that the 
testimony of two men is true. I am one that bear witness of Myself 
and the Father that sent Me beareth witness of Me. Then said they 
unto Him, Where is Thy Father ? Jesus answered, Ye neither know 
Me, nor My Father : if ye had known Me, ye should have known Mj 
Father also. These words spake Jesus in the treasury, as He taught in 
the temple : and no man laid hands on Him ; for His hour was not yet 
•come. 

Then said Jesus again unto them, I go My way, and ye shall seek 
Me, and shall die in your sins : whither I go, ye cannot come. Then 
said the Jews, Will He kill Himself, because He saith. Whither I go, ye 
cannot come. And He said unto them, Ye are from beneath ; I am 
from above : ye are of this world ; I am not of this world. I said 
therefore unto you, that ye shall die in your sins : for if ye believe not 
that I am He, ye shall die in your sins. Then said they unto Him, 
Who art Thou ? And Jesus saith unto them. Even the tame that I saJtt 
unto you from the beginning. I have many things to say and to judge 
of you : but He that sent Me is true ; and I speak to the world those 
things which I have heard of Him. They understood not that He 
spake to them of the Father. Then said Jesus unto them. When ye 
have lifted up the Son of man, then shall ye know that I am JETe, and 
that I do nothing of Myself ; but as My Father hath taught Me, I speak 
these things. And He that sent Me is with Me : the Father hath not 
left Me alone ; for I do always those things that ^cab^ Bxosu Isa^'^&stk. 
spake these wards, many betieved on Him.

Then said Jesus to those Jews which believed on Him, If ye con- 
tinue in My word, then are ye My disciples indeed ; and ye shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall make you ftee. 

They answered Him, We be Abraham's seed, and were never in 
bondage to any man : how sayest Thou, Ye shall be made £ree ? Jesus- 
answered them. Verily, verily, I say unto you. Whosoever committeth 
sin is the servant of sin. And the servant abideth not in the house for 
ever : hut the Son abideth ever. If the Son therefore shall make yoa 
free, ye shall be free indeed. I know that ye are Abraham's seed ; but 
ye seek to kill Me, because My word hath no place in you. I speak 
that which I have seen with My Father : and ye do that which ye have 
seen with your father. They answered and said unto him, Abraham is 
our father. Jesus saith unto them. If ye were Abraham's children, ye 
would do the works of Abraham. But now ye seek to kill Me, a man 
that hath told you the truth, which I have heard of Qod : this did not 
Abraham. Ye do the deeds of your father. Then said they t<» Him,. 
We be not bom of fornication ; we have one Father, even G<>d. Jesus 
nid unto them, If God were your Father, ye would love Me : for I 
p'oceeded forth and came from God ; neither came I <»f Myself, but He 
sent Me. Why do ye not understand My speech ? even because ye- 
eannot hear My word. Ye are of y(mr father the devil, and the lusts of 
your father ye will do. He was a murderer from the beginning, and 
abode not in the truth, because there is no truth in him. When he 
speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his own : for he is a liar^ and the father 
of it. And because 1 tell you the truth, ye believe Me not. Which <»f 
you convinceth Me of sin ? And if I say the truth, why do ye not^ 
believe Me ? He that is of God heareth Goil's words : ye therefore 
bear them not, because ye are not of God. Then answered the Jev^, 
and said unto Him, Say we not well that Thou art a Samaritan, and 
hast a devil ? Jesus answered, I have not a devil ; but I honour Mv 
Rather, and ye do dishonour Me. And I seek not Mine own glory r 
there is One that seeketh and judge ^h. Verily, verily, I say unto you^

Jesus said unto 
them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Before Abraham was, I am. 

Then took they up stones to cast at Him : but Jesus hid HimseiU^ 
and went out of the temple, going through the midst of them, and

20.— Blind Man healed, and Parable of the Gk>od 

Shepherd. 

St Johw 9.— 10. 21. 
Jerusalem, 

And as Jesus passed by, He saw a man which was blind from ki» 
birth. And His disciples asked Him, saying, Master, who did sin, this 
man, or his parents, that he was bom blind ? Jesus answered, Nather 
hath this man sinned, nor his parents : but that the works of God 
4Bhould be made manifest in him. I must work the works of Him that 
sent Me, while it is day : the night cometh, \^hen no man can work. 
As long as I am in the world, I am the light df the world. When Ho 
liaid thus spoken, He spat on the ground, and made clay of the spittle^ 
«nd He anointed the eyes of the blind man with the clay, and said unto 
him, Go, wash in the pool of Siloam, (which is, by interpretation, Sent^) 
He went his way therefore, and washed, and came seeing. 

The neighbours therefore, and they which before had seen him that 
he was blind, said, Is not this he that sat and begged 1 Some said^ 
This is he : others said, He is like him : but he said, I am he. There- 
fore said they unto him, How were thine eyes opened ? He answered 
«nd said, A man that is called Jesus made clay, and anointed mine eyes^ 
And said unto me. Go to the pool of Siloam, and wash : and I went and 
washed, and I received sight. Then said they unto him. Where is He I 
He said, I know not. 

They brought to the Pharisees him that aforetime was blind. And 
it was the Sabbath day when Jesus made the clay, and opened his eyes; 
Then again the Pharisees also asked him How he had received his sight.

tiiAt is a nnner do such miracles ? And there was a division among^ 
them. Th^ say unto the blind man again, What sayest thou of Him,, 
that He hath opened thine eyes ? He said, He is a prophet. 

But the Jews did not believe concerning him, that he had been 
blind, and received his sight, until they called the parents of hint 
tbat had received his sight. And they asked them, saying. Is this your 
hNm, who ye say was bom blind ? how then doth he now see f His 
parents answered them and said. We know that this is .our son, and 
that he was bom blind : but by what means he now seeth, we know 
not : or who hath opened his eyes, we know not : he is of age ; ask 
him : he shall speak for himself. These words spake his parents^ 
because they feared the Jews : for the Jews had agreed already, that if 
any man did confess that He was Christ, he should be put out of tt& 
synagogue. Therefore said his parents^ He is of age ; ask him. 

Then again called they the man that was blind, and said unto him^ 
4Hve Qod the praise : we know that this man is a sinner. He answereil 
and said. Whether He be a sinner ornojl know not : one thing I know« 
4hat» whereas I was blind, now I see. Then said they to hun again^ 
What did He to thee ? how opened He thine eyes ? He answered them, 
I have told you already, and ye did not hear : wherefore would ye hear 
U again ? will ye also be His disciples ? 

Then they reviled him, and said, Thou art- His disciple ; but we ara- 
Motes' disciples. We know that Qod spake unto Moses : as fcr this. 
fdlaWf we know not from whence He is. The man answered and said 
amto them, Why herein is a marvellous thing, that ye know not from 
whence He is, and yet He hath opened mine eyes. Now we know that 
Qod heareth not sinn^tt : but if any man be a worshipper of Ood, and 
4oeth His will, him He heareth. Since the world be^an was it not 
luMhrd that any man opened the eyes of one that was born blind. If 
this man were not of God, He could do nothing. They answered and 
atid unto him, Thou wast altogether born in sins, and dost thou teach 
Ha ? And they cast him out 

Jesus heard that they had cast him out, and when He had found 
liim, He said unto him, Dost thou believe on the Son of Qod 1 He 
answered and said, Who is He, Lord, that I might believe on Him t 
And Jesus said unto him, Thou hast both seen Him, and it is He that 
taiketh with thee. And he said, Lord, I believe. And he worshipped

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blind. And wme of the Pharifiees which were with Him heard these 
woixis, and said unto Him, Are we blind also ? Jesus said unto them. 
If ye were blind, ye should have no sin : but now ye say, We see ; 
thco^ore your sin remaineth. 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that entereth not by the door into 
the sheepfold, but climbeth up some other way, the same is a thief and 
« robber. But he that entereth in by the door is the shepherd of the 
sheep. To him the porter openeth ; and the sheep hear his voice : and 
he calleth his own sheep by name, and leadeth them out. And when 
he putteth forth his own sheep, he goeth before them, and the sheep 
follow him : for they know his voice. And a stranger will they not 
follow, but will flee from him : for they know not the voice of strangers. 
This parable spake Jesus unto them : but they understood not what 
things they were which He spake unto them. 

Then said Jesus unto them again. Verily, verily, I say unto you, I 
am the door of the sheep. All that ever came before Me are thieves 
«nd robbers ; but the sheep did not hear them. I am the door : by 
Jie if any man enter in, he shall be saved, and shall go in and out, and 
find pasture. The thief cometh not, but for to steal, and to kill, and 
to destroy : I am come that they may have life, and that they might 
liave it more abunduitly. 

I am the good shepherd : the good shepherd giveth His life for the 
aheep. But he that is an hireling, and not the shepherd, whose own 
the sheep are not, seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth the sheep, and 
fieeth : and the wolf catcheth them, and scattereth the sheep. The 
hireling fleeth, because he is an hireling, and careth not for the sheep. 
I am t£e Good Shepherd, and know My aheept and am known of Mine 
As the Father knoweth Me, even so know I the Father : and I lay 
down My life for the sheep. And other sheep I have, which are not of 
this fold : them also I must bring, and they shall hear My voice ; and 
there shall be one fold, and one shepherd. Therefore doth My Father 
love Me, because I lay down My life, that I might take it again. 
No man taketh it from Me, but I lay it down of Mysell I have power 
to lay it down, and I have power to take it again. This commandment 
have I received of My Father.

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21.— Jesus at the Feast of Dedication. 

St John 10, 22-42. 
Jerusalem — Bethany or Betkabara. 

And it was at Jerusalem the feast of the dedication, and it was 
winter. And Jesiis walked in the temple in Solomon's porch. 

Then came the Jews round about Him, and said unto Him, How 
long dost Thou make us to doubt? If Thou be the Christ tell us 
plainly. Jesus answered them, I told you, and ye believed not : the 
works that I do in My Father's name, they bear witness of Me. But 
ye believe not, because ye are not of My sheep, as I said unto you. My 
sheep hear My voice, and I know them, and they follow Me : and I 
give unto them eternal life : and they shall never perish, neither shall 
any mnn pluck them out of My hand. My Father, which gave tkem 
Me, is greater than all ; and no man is able to pluck them out of My 
Father's hand. I and My Father are one. Then the Jews took up 
stones again to stone Him. Jesus answered them. Many good works 
have I shewed you from My Father ; for which of those works do ye 
stone Me ? The Jews answered Him, saying. For a good work we stone 
Thee not ; but for blasphemy ; and because that Thou, being a man, 
makest Thyself God. Jesus answered them, Is it not written in your 
law, I said. Ye are gods ? If he called them gods, unto whom the 
word of God came, and the scripture cannot be broken, say ye of Him, 
whom the Father hath sanctified, and sent into the world. Thou 
blasphemest ; because I said, I am the Son of God ? If I do not the 
works of My Father, believe Me not. But if I do, though ye beliere 
not Me, believe the works : that ye may know, and believe, that the 
Father is in Me, and I in Him. 

Therefore they sought again to take Him, but He escaped out of 
their hand, and went away again beyond Jordan, into the place where 
John at first baptised ; and there He abode. And many resorted unto 
Him, and said, John did no miracle : but all things that John spake of 
this man were true. And many believed on Him there.

Bethany in JucUea — Ephraim. 

W ^^^^ certain man was sick, named Lazanis, ol "fe^^JasMK^.^^Ata^m 
r Marjr and her sister Martha. (It waa tlto* l&JKrs YiVvJti wiwsi\ft\>aQfc 
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Lord with ointment, and wiped His feet with her hair, whose brothtr 
Lazarus was sick.) Therefore his sisters sent unto Him, saying, Lord, 
behold, he whom Thou lovest ia sick. When Jesus heard tfiat, He saic\ 
This sickness is not unto death, but for the glory of Ood, that tl e 
Son of God might be glorified thereby. Now Jesus loved Martha, ai d 
her sister, and Lazarus. 

When He had heard therefore that he was sick, He abode two da} s 
a^ill in the same place where He was. Then after that saith He to L ia 
disciples, Let us go into Judssa again. HU disciples say unto Hiii , 
Master, the Jews of late sought to stone Thee ; and goest Thou thitlu r 
again ? Jesus answered. Are there not twelve hours iu the day ? If 
any man walk in the day, he stumbleth not, because he seeth the ligLt 
of this world. But if a man walk in the night, be Rtumbleth, becautje 
there is no light in him. These things said He : and after that He 
aaith unto them. Our friend Lazarus sleepeth ; but I fl^o, that I may 
awake him out of sleep. Then said His disciples, Lord, if he sleep, he 
shall do well. Howbeit Jesus spake of his death : but they thought 
that He had spoken of taking of rest in sleep. Then said Jesus unto them 
plainly, Lazarus is dead. And I am glad for your sakes that I was not 
t^ere, to the intent ye may believe ; nevertheless, let us go unto 
him. Then said Thomas, which is called Didymus, unto his fellow 
disciples, Let us also go, that we may die with Him. 

. Then when Jesus came, He found that he had lain in the gi-ave four 
days already. Now Bethany was nigh unto Jerusalem, about fifteeii 
furlongs off : and many of the Jews came to Martha and Mary, to con> 
fort them concerning their brother. Then Martha, as soon as she heard 
that Jesus was coming, went and met Him : but Mary sat stiil in the 
house. Then said Martha unto Jesus, Lord, if Thou hadst been heic, 
my brother had not died. But I know, that even now, whatsoeAer 
Thou wilt ask of God, God will give it Thee. Jesus saith unto her. 
Thy brother shall rise again. Martha saith unto Him, I know that Ik; 
shall rise again in the resurrection at the last day. Jesus said unto her, 
I am the resurrection and the life : he that believeth in Me, though lie 
were dead, yet shall he live : and whosoever liveth and believeth in Me 
shall never die.

Jesus was not yet come into the town, but wm in that place whera 
Martha met Him. The Jews then which were with her in the hou8ei» 
fuid comforted her, when they saw Mary, that she rose up hastily and 
went out, followed her, saying, She goeth unto the grave to weep thera 
Then when Mary was come where Jesus was, and saw Him, she fell 
down at His feet, saying unto Him, Lord, if Thou hadst been here, mj 
brother had not died. When Jesus therefore saw her weeping, and the 
Jews also weeping which came with her, He groaned in the spirit, and 
was troubled, and said. Where have ye laid him T They said unto Him, 
Lord, come and see. Jesus weptw Then said the Jews, Behold, how 
He loyed him t And some of them said, Gould not this man, which 
opened the eyes of the blind, have caused that even this man should not 
have died ? 

JiesuB therefore again groaning in Himself cometh to the grave. It 
was a cave, and a stone lay upon it. Jesus said. Take ye away the 
stone. Martha, the sister of him that was dead, saith unto Him, Lord, 
by this time he stinketh : for he hath been dead four days. Jesus saith 
unto her, Said I not unto thee, that, if thou wouldest believe, thcni 
shouldest see the glory of God ? Then they took away the stone /rout 
tJie place where the dead was laid. And Jesus lifted up His eyes, and 
said. Father, I thank Thee that Thou hast heard Me. And I knew that 
Thou hearent Me always : but because of the people which stand by, I 
said itf that they may believe that Thou hast sent Me. And when He 
thus had spoken. He cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, come forth. 
And he that was dead came forth, bound hand and foot with grave 
clothes : and his face was bound about with a napkin. Jesus saith 
unto them, Loose him, and let him go. 

Then many of the Jews which came to Mary, and had seen the 
things which Jesus did, believed on Him. But some of them went their 
ways to the Pharisees, and told them what things Jesus had done. 

Then gathered the chief priests and the Pharisees a council, and said. 

What do we ? for this man doeth many mirades. If we let Him thus 

alone, all men will believe on Him : and the Romans shall come and 

take away both our place and nation. And one of them, named 

Oaiaphas, l)eing the high priest that same year, said unto them, Te 

know nothing at all, nor consider that it is expedient for us, that one 

man Hhould die for the people, and that the whole nation perish noC 

^arf this spake he not of himself : but being high priest that year, he 

prophesiofj that Jeaua should die for tViat, taXiioTi \ wvd not for that

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of <jk>d that were scattered abroad. Then from that day forth Hbay 
^ook counsel together for to put Him to death. 

- Jesus therefore walked no more openly among the Jews : but went 
thenoe unto a country near to the wilderness, into a city called Bpkraim, 
^md there continued with Hie disciples. 

23.— Seventy Disciples, and Parable of the Qood 

Samaritan. 

St Lukb 9. 51-62— 10..37. 

Ephraim — Capernaum, 

And it come to pass, when the time was come that He shcrakl 
be received up, He stedfastly set His face to go to Jerusalem, and sent 
messengers before His face : and they went, and entered into a village 
of the Samaritans, to make ready for Him. And they did not receiv* 
Him, because His face was as though He would go to Jerusalem. 

And when His disciples James and John saw thiSf they said, Lord^ 
wilt Thou that we command fire to come down from heaven, and coii<- 
«ume them, even as Elias did ? But He turned, and rebuked them, and 
ftaid, Te know not what manner of spirit ye are of. For the Son of man 
is not come to destroy men's lives, out to save them. And they went- 
to another village. 

And it came to pass, that, as they went in the way, a certain num 
»aid unto Him, Lord. I will follow Thee whithersoever Thou goestL 
And Jesus said unto him, Foxes have holes, and birds of the air haim 
iiests ; but the Son of man hath not where to lay HU head. 

And He said unto another, FoUow Me. But he said. Lord, suflbr 
me first to go and bury my father. Jesus said unto him. Let the dead 
l>ury their dead : but go thou and preach the kingdom of God. 

And another also said. Lord, I will follow Thee ; but let me first 99 
bid them farewell, which are at home at my house. And Jesus said 
unto him, No man, having put his hand to the plough, and looking 
back, is fit for the kingdom of God. 

After these things the Lord appointed other seventy also, and sent 
them two and two before His face into every city and- place, whither 
He Himself would come. Therefore said He unto them. The harv«^ 
truly is great, but. the labourers a%t ie^ \ •^t«3 ^^ \3ctgc<8^qt^^^^ ^^^^g»^^ 
«/ the barreat, that He would aend ioT^ ^3^^w«a:w^ Voiw^ ^~ 
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Ck) your ways : behold, I send you forth as lambs among woLvea. Cany 
neither purse, nor scrip, nor shoes : and salute no man by the way. And 
into whatsoever house ye enter, first say, Peace be to this houses And 
il the son of peace be there, your peace shall rest upon it : if not, it. 
shall turn to you again. And ia the same house remain, eating sod 
drinking such things as they give : for the labourer is worthy of hiff 
hire. Qo not from house to house. And into whatsoever city ye enter,. 
and they receive you, eat such things as are set before you : and heal 
the sick that are therein, and bay unto them. The kingdom of God ia 
come nigh unto you. But into whatsoever city ye enter, and they 
receive you not. go your ways out into the strtets of the same, and say. 
Even the very dust of your city, which cleaveth on us, we do wipe off" 
against you : notwithstanding be ye sure of this, that the kingdom of 
God is come nigh unto you. But I say unto you, that it shall be more 
tolerable in that day for Sodom, than for that city. 

Woe unto thee« Choraziu ! woe unto thee, Bethsaida ! for if the- 
mighty works had been done in Tyre and Sidon, which have been done- 
in you, they had a great while ago repented, sitting in sackcloth and 
ashes. But it shall be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the judg- 
ment, than for you. And thou, Capernaum, which art exalted tf> 
heaven, shall be thrust down to helL 

He that heareth you beareth Me ; and he that despiseth you 
dsBpiseth Me ; and he that despiseth Me despiseth Him that sent Me. 

And the seventy returned again with joy, paying, Lortl, even, tho- 
devils are subject unto us thnmgh Thy name. And He said, unto 
them, I beheld Satan as lightning fall from heaven. Behold, I give 
unto you power to tread on serpents and scorpions, and over all the 
powf*r of the enemy : and nothing shall by any means hurt you. Not- 
withstanding in this rejoice not, that the spirits are subject unto you ; 
but rather rejoice, because your names are written in heaven. 

In that hour Jesus rejoiced in spirit, and said, I thank Thee, O 
Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that Thou hast hid these things from 
the wise and prudent, and hast revealed them unto babes : even so,. 
Father ; for so it seemed good in Thy sight. All things are delivered 
to Me of My Father : and no man knoweth who the Son is, but the 
Father ; and who the Father is, but the Son, and he to whom the Sou 
will reveal Him, 

And He turned Him unto His disciples, and said privately, Blessed 
y^ ^^ 4r<5» which Bee the thitigH that ye see : for I t^l you, that many 
f'^pA^tB Mid JdngB have desired to see those tYxvLgk 'fiVsMiNi -3^ ^^a^ v^ 
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have not seen thJem.; and to hear those things which ye hear, and har» 
not heard theni. 

And, heholdi a certain lawyer stood up. and tempted Him, sayiug^ 
Master, what shall I do to inherit eternal life ? He said unto him. 
What is written in the law ? how readest thou ? And he auswering^ 
said, Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy strength, and with all thy mind ; and tby 
neighbour as thyself. And He said unto him, Thou hast answered 
light : this do, and thou shalt liye. 

But he, willing to justify himself, said unto Jesus, And who is my 
neighbour ? And Jesus answering said, A certain man went down fiom 
Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell among thieves, which stripped him of his 
raiment, and wounded Aim, and departed, leaving him half dead. And 
by chance there came down a certain priest that way : and when he 
saw him, he passed by on the other side. And likewise a Levite, wb( n 
he was at the place, came and looked on him, and passed by on the- 
other side. But a certain Samaritan, as he journeyed, came where he 
was : and when he saw him, he had compassion on him^ and went ta 
him, and bound up his wounds, pouring in oil and wine, and set him on 
his own beast, and brought him to an inn, and took care of him. And 
on the morrow when he departed, he took out two pence, and gavee 
ikem to the host, and said unto him, Take care of him ; and whatso^ 
ever thou spendest more, when I come again, I will repay thee. Which 
now of these three, thinkest thou, was neighbour unto him that fell 
among the thieves ? And he said, He that shewed mercy on him. Then 
said Jesus unto him, Go, and do thou likewise. 

24.— The Good Part, and Prayer. 

St Luke 10. 38-42—11. 1-13.

Now it came to pass,- as they went, that He entered into a certain 
village : and a certain woman named Martha received Him into hcr- 
house. And she had a sister called Mary, which also sat at Jesus' feet^ 
and heard His word. But Martha was cumbered about mucli servirg^.. 
and came to Him, and said. Lord, dost Thou not care that my sister 
hath left me to serve alone ? bid her therefore that she help me.

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«nd Mary bath chosen that good part, which shall not be taken 
from her. 

And it came to pass, that, as He was praying in a certain plaoe^ 
when He ceased, one of His disciples said unto Him, Lord, teach us lo 
pray, as John also taught his disciples. And He said unto them, When 
ye pray, say. Our Father which art in heaven, hallowed be Thy nama. 
Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done, as in heaven, so in earth. Gvm 
us day by day our daily oread. And forgive us our sins ; for we a]a» 
forgive every one that is indebted to us. And lead us not into tempts 
tion ; but deliver us from eviL 

And He said unto them. Which of you shall have a friend, and abaA 
go unto him at midnight, and say unto him. Friend, lend me three 
loaves ; for a friend of mine in his journey is come to me, and I have 
nothing to set before him ? And he from within shall answer and aay. 
Trouble me not : the door is now shut, and my children are with me in 
bed ; I cannot rise and give thee. I say unto you, Though he will not 
rise and give him, because he is his friend, yet because of his impor- 
tunity he will rise and give him as many as he needeth. And I say 
unto you, Ask, and it shall be given you ; seek, and ye shall find • 
knock, and it shall be opened unto you. For every one that asketh 
receiveth ; and he that seeketh findeth ; and to him that knocketh it 
shall be opened. If a son shall ask bread of any of you that is a father, 
will he give him a stone ? or if A« ask a fish, will he for a fish give him 
a serpent ? Or if he shall ask an egg, will he ofifer him a scorpion ? If 
ye then, being 6vil, know how to give good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit te 
them that ask Him ? 

25.— Jesus accused of c€U9tingr out Devils by 

Beelzebub. 

St Luke 11. 14-54. 

North of Capernaum. 

And He was casting out a devil, and it was dumb. And it came to 
pass, when the devil was gone out, the dumb spake ; and the people 
wondered. But some of them said, He casteth out devils throt^gli 
Beelzebub the chief of the devils. And others, tempting Him, sought 
€// Him a s^ from heaven. 

But He, knowing their thoughts, said wtito tAiem, Every kingdom 
mvi'ded agtuDBt itaelf is brought to deao\a^on*, «ai\«.\tf»»A dm^ML 
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against a house falleth. If Satan also be divided against himself, how 
shall his kingdom stand ? because ye say that I cast out devils through 
Beelzebub. And if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, by whom do your 
sons cast ikem out? therefore shall they be your judges. But if I 
.with the finger of God cast out devils, no doubt the kingdom of God m 
oome upon you. When a strong man armed keepeth his palace, hia 
:good8 are in peace : but when a stronger than he shall come upon him, 
■and overcome him, he taketh from him all his armour whovin fa» 
trusted, and divideth his spoils. He that is not with Me is against Me£ 
4md he that gathereth not with Me scattereth. 

When the unclean ^irit is gone out of a man, he walketh through 
•dry places, seeking rest ; and finding none, he saith, I will return unto 
my house whence I came out. And when he cometh, he findeth it 
swept and garnished. Then goeth he, and taketh to him seven oihear 
■spirits more wicked than himself ; and they enter in, and dwell there r 
.tknd the last state of that man is worse than the first. 

And it came to pass, as He spi^e these things, a certain woman of 
the company lifted up her voice, and said unto Him, Blessed it the 
womb that bare Thee, and the paps which Thou hast sucked. But He 
said, Yea rather, blessed are they that hear the word of God, and keep itL 

And when the people were gathered thick together. He began to saj» 
This is an evil generation : they seek a sign ; and there shall no sign 
be given it, but the sign of Jonas the prophet. For as Jonas was a siga. 
unto the Ninevites, so shall also the Son of man be to this generation. 
The queen of the south shall rise up in the judgment with the men of 
-this generation, and condemn them : for she came from the utmost parts 
•of the earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon ; and, behold, a greater 
than Solomon is here. The men of Nineve shall rise up in the judgment 
with this generation, and shall condemn it : for they repented at the 
preaching of Jonas ; and, behold, a greater than Jonas is here. 

No man, when he hath lighted a candle, putteth it in a secret plaee^ 
neither under a bushel, but on a candlestick, that they which come in 
may see the light. The light of the body is the eye : therefore when 
thine eye is single, thy whole body also is full of light ; but when thine 
€f/e is evil, thy body also is full of darkness. Take heed therefore that 
i^he light which is in thee be not darkness. If thy whole body therefore 
he full of light, having no part dark, the whole shall be full of light, as 
when the bright shining of a candle doth give thee light. 

And as He spake, a certain Pharisee b«Mi\x^^^\3ca.X» $ccsv^^*^^sio>sssss.•^. 
^wd He went in, and sat down to uieAit. Xn^ ^V«a.*Cafc'^5\iaa:»R»-'«^ 
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Uf he marrelled that He had not first washed before dinaer. And the- 
Lord laid unto him, Now do ye Phariflees make clean the outside of the 
cup and the platter ; but your inward part is full of ravening and 
wickedness.. Ye fools, did not He that made that which is without 
make that which is within also ? . But rather give alms of such things 
as ye have ; and, behold, all things are clean unto you. . But woe unto 
you, Pharisees 1 for ye tithe mint and i*ue and all manner of herbs, and 
pass over judgment and the love of Gkxl : these ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone. Woe unto you, Pharisees ! for ye 
love the uppermost seats in the synagogues, and greetings in the 
markets. Woe unto you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ! for ye are 
as graves which appear not, and the men that walk over tfiem are not 
aware of them. 

Then answered one of the lawyers, and said unto Him, Master, thu»- 
saying Thou reproachest us also. And He said, Woe unto you also, ye 
lawyers ! for ye lade men with burdens grievous to be borne, and ye 
yourselves touch not the burdens with one of your fingers. 

Woe unto you 1 for ye build the sepulchres of l£e prophets, and 
your fathers killed them. Truly ye b^E^r witness that ye allow the 
deeds of your fathers : for they indeed killed them, and ye build their 
sepulchres. Therefore also said the wisdom of Qod, I will send them 
prophets and apostles, and some of them they shall slay and ))er8ecute : 
that the blood of all the prophets, which was shed from the foundation 
of the world, may be required of this generation ; from the blood of 
Abel unto the blood of Zacharias, which perished between the altar and' 
the temple : verily I say unto you. It shall be required of this generation. 

Woe unto you, lawyers 1 for ye have taken away the key of know- 
ledge : ye entered not in yourselves, and them that were entering in ye 
hindered. 

And as He said these things unto them, the Scribes and the 
Pharisees began to urge Bim vehemently, and to provoke Him to speak 
of many things : laying wait for Him, and seeking to catch somethiug^ 
out of His mouth, that they might accuse Him. 

26.— Jesus wams ogamBt Govetousness, and 

exhorts to Diligencaj 

St Lukb 12. 
Galilee. 

wfrn-^ ^^ ^can time, when there were gatVienreA. X.o^'fc^3^cc wi vaxSMmer- 
ww Oiultftude of people, insomuch that they tioAa erne mi^wb. wxa-OciRxV 
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He began to say unto His disojples first of all, Beware ye of the leaven 
of the Pharisees, which is hypocrisy. For there is nothing covered, 
that shall not be revealed ; neither hid, that shall not be known* 
Therefore whatsoever ye have spoken in darkness shall be heard in the 
■>Iight ; and that which ye have spoken in the ear in closets shall be pro- 
•claimed upon the house-tops. And I say unto you my friends, Be not 
■afraid of them that kill the body, and after that have no more tiiat 
they can do. But I will forewarn you whom ye shall fear : Fear him, 
which after he hath killed hath power to cast into hell ; yea, I say 
unto you, Fear him. Are not five sparrows sold for two farthings, 
and not one of them is forgotten before God ? But even the very haurs 
of your head are all numbered. Fear not therefore : ye are of more 
value than many sparrows. Also I say unto you. Whosoever shall con- 
fess Me before men, him shall the Son of man also confess before the 
Angels of God : but he that denieth Me before men shall be denied 
before the angels of God. And whosoever shall speak a word against 
the Son of man, it shall be forgiven him : but unto him that bias- 
phemeth against the Holy Ghost it shall not be forgiven. And when 
■they bring you unto the synagogues, and unto magistrates, and powers, 
take ye no thought how or what thing ye shall answer, or what ye shall 
«ay : for the Holy Ghost shall teach you in the same hour what ye 
ought to say. 

And one of the company said unto Him, Master, speak to my 
fbrother, that he divide the inheritance with me. And He said unto 
him, Man, who made me a judge or a divider over you ? And He said 
unto them, Take heed, and beware of covetousness : for a man's life 
•consifiteth not in the abundance of the things which he possesseth. 
And He spake a parable unto them, saying. The ground of a certain 
rich man brought forth plentifully : and he thought within himself, 
Haying, What shall I do, because I have no room where to bestow my 
fruits ? And he said. This will I do : I will pull down my bams, and 
build greater ; and there will I bestow all my fruits and my goods.

imiment. Consider the raTens : for they neither bow nor reap ; whiob 
neither haTe storehouae nor bam ; and Qod feedeth them : how much 
-uore are ye better than the fowls ? And which of you with taking 
thought can add to his stature one cubit ? If ve then be not able to 
do t^t thing which is least, why take ye thought for the rest ? Gon» 
■der the lilies how they grow : they toi' not, they spin not ; and yet I 
aay unto you, that Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed like one of 
tlMse. If then God so clothe the grass, which is to-day in the field,. 
«nd to-morrow is cast into the oven ; how much more will I/e clothe 
you, O ye of little faith ? And seek not ye what ye shall eat, or what 
ye shall drink, neither be ye of doubtful mind. For all these things do- 
the nations of the world seek after : and your Father knoweth that ye 
have need of these things. 

But rather seek ye the kingdom of Qod ; and all these things shall 
be added unto you. 

Fear not, little flock ; for it is your Father's good pleasure to give 
you "Uie kingdom. Sell that ye have, and give alms : provide your- 
selves bags which wax not old, a treasure in the heavens that failetib 
not, where no thief approacheth, neither moth corrupteth. For where 
your treasure is, there will your heart be also. 

Let your loins be girded about, and your li^ts burning ; and ye 
yourselves like unto men that wait for their lord, when he will return 
fit)m the wedding ; that when he cometh and knocketh, they may open 
nnto him immediately. Blessed are those servants, whom the lord 
when be cometh shall find watching : verily I say unto you, that he 
•hall gird himself, and make them to sit down to meat, and will oome 
forth and serve them. And if he shall come in the second watch, or 
eome in the third watch, and find them so, blessed are those servants. 
And this know, that if the goodman of the house had known what hour 
the thief would come, he would have watched, and not have suffered his 
house to be broken through. Be ye therefore ready also : for the Son 
■ of man cometh at an hour when ye think not. 

Then Peter said unto Him, Lord, speakest Thou this parable unto 

m, or even to all ? And the Lord said, Who then is that faithful and 

wise steward, whom hit lord shall make ruler over his household, to 

give them their portion of meat in due season ? Blessed i$ that servant, 

whom his lord when he cometh shall find so doing. Of a truth I say 

junto you, that be wiU make him ruler over all that he hath. But and 

/^Jf*^ ^^t^ant Bay in Ida heart, My lord d«\«i^t\h bia ooming ; uid aluill 

^^9ziy to beat the menservantB and mtAdes^a, »xid \a «b^ «.\A ^Ta^;w»9l 
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'io be drunken ; the lord of that servant will come in a day when h& 
looketh not tor him, and at an hour when he is not aware, and will cut 
Jbim in sunder, and will appoint him his portion with the unbelievers. 

And that servant, which knew his lord's will, and prepared not him- 
mif, neither did according to his will, shall be beaten with many stripes^ 
.But he that knew not, and did commit things worthy of stripes, shall 
be beaten with few stripes. For unto whomsoever much is given, of 
him shall be much required : and to whom men have committed much^ 
of him they will ask the more. 

I am come to send fire on the earth ; and what will I, if it be 
already kindled ? But I have a baptism to be baptised with ; and how 
am I straitened till it be accomplished ! Suppose ye that I am come 
to give peace on earth ? I tell you, Nay ; but rather division : for from 
-henceforth there shall be five in one house divided, three against two,. 
and two against three. The father shall be divided against the son, and 
the con against the father ; the mother against the daughter, and the 
daughter against the mother ; the mother-in-law against her daughter- 
in-law, and the daughter-in-law against her mother-in-law. 

And He said also to the people, When ye see a cloud rise out of the 
west, straightway ye say, There cometh a shower, and so it is. And 
when ye tee the south wind blow, ye say. There will be heat ; and it 
oometh to pass. Ye hypocrites, ye can discern the face of the sky and 
td the earth ; but how is it that ye do not discern this time ? 

Yea. and why even of yourselves judge ye not what is right ? When 
thou goest with thine adversary to the magistrate, as thou art in the 
.way, give diligence that thou mayest be delivered from him ; lest he 
hale thee to the judge, and the judge deliver thee to the officer, and 
■the ofiicer cast Ihee into prison. I tell thee, thou shalt not depart 
thence, till thou hast paid the very last mite.

Kay : but, except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish. Or ^one 
<«ighteen upon whom the tower in Siloam fell, and slew them, think yb 
that they were sinners above all men that dwelt in Jerusalem ? I teD 
you, Nay : but, except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish. 

He spake also this parable : A certain man had a fig tree planted ia 
Ihii vineyard ; and he came and sought fruit thereon, and found none. 
Then said he unto the dresser of his vineyard. Behold, these three years 
I come seeking fruit on this fig tree, and find Hone : cut it down. ; why 
cumbereth it the ground ? And he Maswering said unto him^ Lord^ let 
ib alone this year also, till I shall dig about it, and dung it ; and if it 
bear fruit, lodl : and if not, then after that thou shalt cut it down. 

And He was teaching in one of the synagogues on the Sabbath. 
And, behold, there was a woman which had a spirit of infimuly 
.eighteen years, and was bowed together, and could in no wise lift up 
herself. And when Jesus saw her. He called her to Him, and said unto 
her, Woman, thou art loosed from thine infirmity. And He laid Hig 
hands on her : and immediately she was made straight^ and glorified 
God. 

And the ruler of the synagogue answered with indignation, beoause 
■that Jesus had healed on the Sabbath day, Mid said unto the people. 
There are six days in which men ought to work : in them therefore 
come and be healed, and not on the Sabbath day. The liord then 
answered him, and said, Thau hypocrite, doth not each one of you on 
the Sabbath loose his ox or his ass from the stall, and lead hini away to 
watering ? And ought not this woman, being a daughter of Abraham, 
whom Satan hath bound, lo, these eighteen years, be loosed from tliift 
bond on the Sabbath day ? And when He had said these things, all His 
adversaries were asham&d : and all the people rejoiced for all the glori- 
ous things that were done, by Him. 

Then said He, Unto what is the kingdom of God like ? and where- 
unio shall I resemble it ? It is like a grain of mustard, seed, which a 
man took, and cast into his garden ; and it grew, and waxed a great 
tree ; and the fowls of the air lodged in the branches of it. 

And again He said, Whereunto shall I liken the kingdom of God ? 
It id like leaven, which a woman took and hid in three measures of 
meal, till the whole was leavened. 

And He went through the cities and villages, teaching, and joumey- 
iagr toward J eruaaXem, 

Then stud one unto Him, Lord, are tliere lew ^\At bft «syed ? And 
-^e said unto them, Strive to enter in at tJhft atnoVk ^gii^ i ioitiiau^v^ 
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r 

aay unto you, will seek to enter in« and shall not be able. When once 
the Matter of the house is risen up, and hath shut to the door, and ye 
begin to stAnd without, and to knock at the door, Baying, Lord, Lord, 
open unto us ; and He shall answer, and say unto you, I know you not 
whence ye are : then shall ye b^n to say. We have eaten and drunk in 
Thy presence, and Thou hast taught in our streets. But He shall say, 
I tell you, I know you not whence ye are ; depart from Me, all ye 
workers of iniquity. There shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth, 
when ye shall see Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, and all the prophets, 
in the kingdom of God, and you yourselves thrust out. And they shall 
come from the east, and from the west, and from the north, and from 
the south, and shall sit down in the kingdom of God. And, behold, 
there are last which shall be first, and there are first which shall 
be last. 

The same day there came certain of the Pharisees, saying unto Him, 
Get Thee out, and depart hence : for Herod will kill Thee. And He 
aftid unto them, Go ye, and tell that fox, Behold, I cast out devils, and 
I do cures to-day and to-morrow, and the third clay I shall be perfected. 
Nevertheless I must walk to-day, and to-morrow, and the day follow- 
ing : for it cannot be that a prophet perish out of Jerusalem. 

O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which killest the prophets, and stonest 
them that are sent unto thee ; how often would I have gathered thy 
ohildren together, as a hen doth gather her brood under her wings, and 
ye would not ! Behold, your house is left unto you desolate : and verily 
I aay unto you, Ye shall not see Me until the time come when ye shall 
88^, Blessed is He that oometh in the name of the Lord. 

28.— Dropsy Healed, and Multitude Tau^rht. 

St Luke 14. 

On the Last Journey through Galilee, 

And it came to pass, as He went into the house of one of the chief 
Pharisees to eat bread on the Sabbath day, that they watched Him. 
And, behold, there was a certain man before Him which had the dropsy. 
And Jesus answering spake unto the lawyers and Pharisees, saying. Is it 
lawful to heal on the Sabbath day ? And they held their peace. And

And He put forth a parable to those which were bidden, when He 
marked how they chose out the chief rooms ; isaying unto them, When 
thou art bidden of any mem to a wedding, sit not down in the highest 
room ; le&t a more honourable man than thou be bidden of him ; and 
he that bade thee and him come and say to thee, Give Una man place ; 
and thou begin with shame to take the lowest room. But when thou 
art bidden, go and sit down in the lowest room ; that when he that 
bade thee cometh, he may say unto thee. Friend, go up higher : then 
shalt thou have worship in the presence of them that sit at meat with 
thee. For whosoever exalteth himself shall be abased ; and he that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted. 

Then said He also to him that bade Him, When thou makest a 
dinnpr or a supper, call not thy friends, nor thy brethren, neither thy 
kinsmen, nor thy rich neighbours ; lest they also bid thee again, and a 
recompense be made thee. But when thou makest a feast, call the 
poor, the maimed, the lame, the blind : and thou shalt be blessed ; for 
they cannot recompense thee : for thou shalt be recompensed at the 
resurrection of the just. 

And wheD one of them that sat at meat with Him heard these 
things, he said unto Him, Blessed is he that shall eat bread in the 
kingdom of God. Then said He unto him, A certain man made a great 
supper, and bade many : and sent his servant at supper time to say to 
them that were bidden, Come : for all things are now ready. And 
they all with one consent b^an to make excuse. The first said unto 
him, I have bought a piece of ground, and I must needs go and see it : 
I pray thee have me excused. And another said, I have bought five 
yoke of oxen, and I go to prove them : I pray thee have me excused. 
And another said, I have married a wife, and therefore I cannot come. 
So that servant came, and shewed his lord these things. Then the 
master of the house being angry said to his servant.

.liis cross, and come after Me, cannot be My disciple. For which of 
jrou, intending to build a tower» sitteth not down first, and countetK 
the cost, whether he have sufficient to finish it ? Lest haply, after he 
liath laid the foundation, and is not able to finish it, all that behold it 
begin to mock him, saying, This man began to build, and was not able 
to finish. Or what king, going to make war against another king^ 
idtteth not down first, and consulteth whether he be able with ten 
thnisand to meet him that cometh against him with twenty thousand ? 
<)t- else, while the other is yet a great way off, he sendeth an ambassag^ 
«jid desireth conditions of peace. So likewise, whosoever he be of yoa 
that forsaketh not all that he hath, he cannot be My disciple. 

Salt is good : but if the salt have lost his savour, wherewith shall it 
be seasoned ? It is neither fit for the land, nor yet for the dunghill ; 
hut men cast it out. He that hath ears to hear, let him hear.

St Luke 15. 
On the Loitt Journey through Galilee. 

Then drew near unto Him all the publicans and sinners for to hear 
Him. And the Pharisees and Scribes murmured, saying, This man 
receiveth sinners, and eateth with them. 

And He spake this parable unto them, saying. What man of you, 
having an hundred sheep, if he lose one of them, doth not leave the 
ninety and nine in the wilderness, and go after that which is lost, until, 
he find it ?

I cannot dig ; to beg I am ashamed. 1 ant resolved what to do, that, 
when I am put out of the stewardship, they may receive me into their 
liouses. So he called every one of his lord's debtors unto him, and said 
unto the first, How much owest thou unto my lord ? And he said. An 
hundred measures of oil And he said unto him, Take thy bill, and sit 
•down quickly, and write fifty. Then said he to another, And how much 
■owest thou ? And he said. An hundred measures of wheat. And hn 
said unto him. Take thy bill, and write fourscore. And the lord com- 
mended the unjust steward, because he had done wisely : for the 
children of this world are in their generation wiser than the childroi 
•of light 

And I say unto you. Make to yourselves friends of the mammon of 
unrighteousness ; that, when ye fail, they may receive you into ev^ 
lasting habitations. He that is faithful in that which is least is faithful 
also in much : and he that is unjust in the least is unjust also in much. 
If therefore ye have not been faithful in the unrighteous mammon, who 
will commit to your trust the true riches f And if ye have not been 
faithful in that which is another man's, who shall give you that which 
is your own ? No servant can serve two masters : for either he will 
hate the one, and love the other ; or else he will hold to the one, and 
•despise the other. Ye cannot serve Gkxi and mammon. 

And the Pharisees also, who were covetous, heard all these things i 
and they derided Him. And He said unto them, Ye are they whieh 
justify yourselves before men ; but God knoweth your hearts : for thaii 
which is highly esteemed among men is abomination in the sight of Gkid. 

The law and the prophets tpere until John : since that time thA

They did eat» 
they drank, they married ¥nve8, they were given in marriage, until thei 
day that Noe entered into the ark, and the flood came, and deetrojwit 
them all. Likewise also as it was in the days of Iiot ; they did eat^ 
they drank, they bought^ they sold, l^y planted, they builded ; bufc 
the same day that Lot went out of Sodom it i*ained fire and brimstone 
from heaven, and destroyed ikem alL Even thus shall it be in the day 
when the Son of man is revealed. In that day, he which shall be upon 
the housetop, and his stuff in the house, let him not come down to take 
it away : and he that is in the field, let him likewise not return back. 
Remember Lot's wifa Whosoever shall seek to save his life shall lose 
it ; and whosoever shall lose his life shall preserve it. I tell you, in 
that night there shall be two men in one bed ; the one shall be taken, 
and the other shall be left. Two vxymen shall be grinding together, j 
the one shall be taken, and the other left. Two men. shall be in the 
field, the one shall be taken, and the other left. And they answered 
and said unto Him, Where, Lord ? And He said unto them, Where0»> 
ever the body i«, thithw will the eagles be gathered tosrether.

And He spake a parable unto them to this end, that men ought- 

always to pray, and not to faint ; saying, There was in a city a judges 

which feared not G(xl, neither regarded man : and there was a widow 

in that city ; and she came unto him, saying, Avenge me of mine adver* 

sary. And he would not for a while : but afterward he said within 

A/mseJf, Though I fear not God, nor regard man ; yet because this- 

j^idow troubJeth me, I wiU. avenge her, \eat b^ har continual coming- 

^^ weary me. And the Lord said, Hear w\i«A.\J![ift \xxiV;i«\.\\)A!K!v ^aJ^Jes.^ 
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And shall not Gkxi avenge His own elect, which cry day and night unto 
Bim, though He bear long with them ? I tell you that He will avenge 
them speedily. Nevertheless, when the Son of man oometh, shall He 
find faith on the earth ? 

And He spake this parable unto certain which trusted in themselves 
that they were righteous, and despised others : Two men went up into 
the temple to pray ; the one a Pharisee, and the other a publican. The 
Pharisee stood and prayed thus with himself, God, I thank Thee, that 
I am not as other men arey extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as 
this publican. I fast twice in the week, I give tithes of all that I 
possess. And the publican, standing afar off, would not lift up so much 
■as his eyes unto heaven, but smote upon his breast, saying, God be 
merciful to me a sinner ! I tell you, this man went down to his house 
justified r<tther than the other : for every 'one that exalteth himself 
«hall be abased ; and he that humbleth himself shall be exalted. 

The Pharisees also came unto Him, tempting Him, and saying unto 
Him, Is it lawful for a man to put away his wife for every cause f 
And He answered and said unto them, What did Moses command you ? 
And they said, Moses suffered to write a bill of divorcement, and to put 
Jker away. And Jesus answered and said unto them. For the hard- 
ness of your heart he wrote you this precept. Have ye not read, that 
from the beginning of the creation God made them male and female, 
«nd said. For this cause shall a man leave father and mother, and sheUl 
■cleave to his wife : and they twain shall be one flesh ? Wherefore they 
■are no more twain, but one flesh. What therefore God hatli joined 
together, let not man put asunder. They say unto Him, Why did 
Moses then command to give a writing of divoix^ement, and to put her 
■away '\ He saith unto them, Moses because of the hardness of your 
hearts suffered you to put away your wives : but from the beginning it 
was not so. And I say unto you, Whosoever shall put away his wife, 
except it he for fornication, and shall marry another, committeth adul- 
tery : and whoso marrieth her which is put away doth commit adultery. 
And in the house His disciples asked Him again of the same mcUter. 
And He saith unto them. Whosoever shall put away his wife, and 
marry another, committeth adultery against her. And if a woman 
shall put away her husband, and be married to another, she cummitt<eUi 
adultery. His disciples say unto Him, If the case of the man be so with 
hit wife, it is not good to marry. But He said unto them, All tuok 
cannot receive this saying, save ikey to yiViora.

Yerily I say unto you, Whosoever shall not receive the kingdom of Qod 
as a Uttle ^Id, he shall not enter therein.

And when He was gone forth into the way, there came one run- 
ning, and kneeled to Him, and said unto Him, Qood Master, what g«x>d 
thing shall 1 do, that I may have eteraal life ?

That a rich 

man shall hardly enter into the kingdom of heaven. And the disciplea 

were astonished at His words. But Jesus answereth again, and saith 

ua^ them. Children, how hard is it for them that trust in riehea 

to enter into the kingdom of Gk)d I It is easier for a camel to go 

mitfi^h the eye ot » ne&d\<^ than for a ricVi Tsvwa \» caXfct SsiXft \JQft.

St Matt. 20. 1-28 ; St Mark 10. 32-45 ; St Luke 18. 81-34. 

JudcBa — Jordan, near Jericho. 

For the kingdom of heaven is like unto a man tfiat is an householder^ 
which went out early in the morning to hire labourers into his vine- 
yard. And when he had agreed with the labourers for a penny a dny^ 
he sent them into his vineyard. And he went out about the thii'd 
hour, and saw others standing idle in the market-place, and said unto 
Ihem ; Go ye also into the vineyard, and whatsoever is right 1 will give 
j^ou. And they went their way. Again he went out about the sixth 
and ninth hour, and did likewise. And about the eleventh hour \:e 
went out, and found others standing idle, and saith unto them. Why 
stand ye here all the day idle ? They say unto him, Because no man 
hath hired us.

and heat of the day. But he answered one of them, and said, Friend, 

I do thee no wrong : didst not thou agree with me for a penny ? Take 
that thine t«, and go thy way : I will give unto this last, even as unto 
thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what I will with mine own ? Is 
thine eye evil, because I am good ? So the Istet shall be first, and ihe 
first last : for many be called, but few chosen. 

And they were in the way going up to Jerusalem : and Jesus went 
before them : and they were amazed ; and as they followed, they wete 
afraid.

And they shall mock Him, and shall scourge Him, and 
shall spit upon Him, and shall kill Him : and the third day He shall 
rise again. And they understood none of these things : and this saying 
was liid from them, neither knew they the things which were Bp<^en. 

Then came to Him the mother of Zebedee's children with her sons, 
James and John, worshipping Him^ and desiring a certain thing of Hinu 
saying, Master, we would that Thou shouldest do for us whatsoever we 
shall desire. And He said unto them, What would ye that I should de 
for you ? They said unto Him, Grant unto us that we may sit, one on 
Thy right hand, and the other on Thy left hand, in Thy glory. But 
Jesus answered and said, Ye k:now not what ye ask. Are ye able te 
drink of the cup that I shall drink of, and to be baptized with the bap- 
tiHui that I am baptized with ? They say unto Him, We are abl<b 
And Jef'us said unto them. Ye shall indeed drink of the cup that I 
drink of ; and with the baptism that I am baptized withal shall ye be 
baptized : but to sit on My right hand and on My left hand is not Mine 
to give, but it shall he given to them for whom it is prepared of My 
Father. And when the ten heard it. they were moved with indignation 
against the two brethren, James and John. But Jesus called them to 

II hn, and Raith unto them. Ye know that they which are accounted to 
rule over the Gentiles exercise lordship over them ; and their great ones 
exercise authority upon them. But so shall it not be among you : but 
whosoever will be great among you, shall be your minister : and whoso-

And it came to pa^s^ that as He was come nigh unto Jericho, a 
<iertain blind man sat by the way-side begging : and hearing the multi- 
tude pass by, he asked what it meant. And they told him, that Je^us 
of Nazareth passeth by. And he cried, saying, Jesup, lliou son of 
David, have mercy on me. And they which went before rebuked him,. 
that he should hold his peace : but he cried so much the more, 7lKm 
son of David, have mercy on me. And Jesus stood, and commandc d 
him to be brought unto Him : and when he was come near, He asked 
him, saying, What wilt thou that I shall do unto thee ? And he said, 
Lord, that J may receive my sight. And Jesus said unto him, Receive 
thy sight : thy faith hath saved thee. And immediately be received 
his si^t, and followed Him, glorifying God : and all the people, when 
they saw t^ gave praise unto God. 

And Je»uB entered and passed through Jericho. And as He went 
out of Jericho with His disciples and a great number of people, blind 
Bartima^us, the son of Timscus, sat by the highway -side begging. And 
when he heard that it was Jesus of Nazareth, he began to cry out, and 
say, Jesus, Thou son of David, have mercy on me. And many charged 
him that he should hold his peace : but he cried the more a great deal. 
Thou son of David, have mercy on me. And Jesus stood still, and com* 
manded him to be called. And they call the blind man, saying unto 
him, Be of good comfort, rise ; He calleth thee. And he, casting away 
his garments, rose, and came to Jesus. And Jesus answered and said 
unto him. What wilt thou that I should do unto thee ? The blind man. 
said unto Him, Lord, that I might receive my sight. And Jesus said 
unto him. Go thy way ; thy faith hath made thee whole. And immedi- 
ately he received his sight, and followed Jesus in the way.

ivho He was ; and could not for the press, beoause he waa little of 
stature. And he ran before, and climbed up into a sycamore tvee to 
see Him : for He was to pass that wa^. And when Jesus came to the 
place, He looked up, and saw him, and said unto him, Zacchaeus, make 
hafete, and come down ; for to-day I must abide at thy house. And he 
made haste, and came down, and received Him joyfully. And when 
ii^ey saw itj they all murmured, saying. That He was gone to be guest 
with a man that is a sinner. And Zacchscus stood, and said unto the 
Lord ; Behold, Lord, the half of my goods I give to the poor ; and if I 
have taken anything from any man by false accusation, I restore him 
fourfold. And Jesus said unto him, This day is salvation come to this 
house, forsomuch as he also is a son of Abraham. For the Son of man 
is come to seek and to save that which was lost. 

And as they heard these things, He added and spake a parable, 
because He was nigh to Jerusalem, and because they thought that the 
kingdom of God should immediately appear. He said therefore, A 
certain nobleman went into a far country to receive for himself a king- 
dom, and to return. And he called his ten servants, and delivered 
th<'m ten pounds, and said unto them, Occupy till I come. But his 
citizens hated him, and sent a message after him, saying, We will not' 
have this man to reign over us. And it came to pass, that when he 
wai returned, having received the kingdom, then he commanded these 
■servants to be called unto him, to whom he had given the money, 
that he might know how much every man had gained by trading; 
Then came the first, saying. Lord, thy pound hath gained ten pounds. 
And he said unto him. Well, thou good servant : because thou hast. 
bsen faithful in a very little, have thou authority over ten cities. And 
the second came, saying, Lord, thy pound hath gained five pounds. 
And he said likewise to him, Be thou also over five cities. And another 
came, saying. Lord, behold, here U thy pound, which I have kept laid 
up in a napkin : for I feared thee, because thou art an austere man : 
thou takest up that thou layedst not down, and reapest that thou didst 
not sow. And he saith unto him. Out of thine own mouth will I judge 
thee, thou wicked servant. Thou knewest that I was an austere man, 
taking up that 1 laid not down, and reaping that 1 did not sow : where- 
fore then gavest not thou my money into the bank, that at my coming 
J ini/^ht haye required mine own with usury ? And he said unto them 
that stood by. Take from hiiU the pound, and give it to him that hath

■and from him that hath not, even that he hath shall be taken away 
from him. But those mine enemies, which would not that I should 
reign over them, bring hither, and slay them before me. 

6.— Jesus Anointed by Mcury of Bethany. 

8t Matt. 26. 6-13 ; St Mabk 14. 3-9 ; St Lukb 19. 28 ; St 

John 11. 55—12. 1-11. 

Bethany. 

And when He had Ihus spoken. He went before, ascending up to 
Jerusalem. And the Jews' passover was nigh at hand : and many wc^t 
out of the country up to Jerusalem before the passover, to purify them- 
selves. Then sought they for Jesus, and spake among themselves, as 
they stx>od in the temple, What think ye,. that He will not come to the 
feast ? Now both the chief priests and the Pharisees had given a com- 
mandment, that, if any man knew where He were, he should shew it, 
that they might take Him. 

Then Jesus six days before the passover came to Bethany, where 
Laisarus was which had been dead, whom He raised from the dead. 

Now when Jesus was in Bethaby, in the house of Simon the leper, 
there they made Him a supper ; and Martha served : but Lasgarus was 
<me of them that sat at the table with Him. Then took Mary an 
alabaster box of a pound of ointment of spikenard, very cosUy, and she 
brake the box, and poured it on His head, as He sat at meat, and 
anointed the feet of Jesus, and wiped His feet with her hair : and the 
house was filled with the odour of the ointment. And there were some 
that had indignation within themselves, and said, Why was this waste 
of the ointment made ? For it might have been tfold for more than- 
three hundred pence, and have been given to the poor. And they 
murmured against her. Then paith one of His disciples, Judas Isoariot^ 
Simon's son, which should betray Him, Why was not this ointment sold- 
^or three hundred pence, and g^ven to the poor ? This he said, not 
that he cared for the poor ; but because he was a thief, and had t<he 
bag, and bare what was put therein. 

When Jesus understood it. He said unto them. Why trouble ye the 
woman ? let her alone, why trouble ye her ! she hath wn>ught a good 
work on Me : against the day of My burying hath «hA kfth^^\2c&^ '%«m. 
ye have the poor with yon alwaya^ mjA v«\«T«»fcNw -^^-h^^^^^^^bj^ 
them good : but Me ye have not ii\v?«3ii, ^V«» >b»>^ ^^^"^ ^^*^

could : for in that she hath poured this ointment on My body, i^e i» 
eome aforehand to anoint My body to the burying. Yenly I say unto 
you, Wheresoever this gospel shall be preached throughout the whole 
world, there shall also this, that this woman hath done, be told for a 
memori^ of her. 

Much people of the Jews therefore knew that He was there : and 
they came not for Jesus* sake only, but that they might see Lazarus- 
also, whom He had raised from the dead. 

But the chief priests consulted that they might put Lazarus also to 
death ; because that by reason of him many of the Jews went away^ 
and believed on Jesus. 

7.— The Triumphal Entry of Jesus into Jerusalem. 

St Matt. 21. 1-11, 14-17 ; St Mark 11. 1-11 ; St Luke 19. 29-44 ; 

St John 12. 12-86. 

Bethphage — Bethany — Jerusalem. 

On the next day much people that were come to the feast, when 
they heard that Jesus was coming to Jerusalem, took branches of palm 
trees, and went forth to meet Him, and cried, Hosanna : Blessed ia the 
King of Israel that cometh in the name of the Lord. 

And when they drew nigh unto Jerusalem, and were come nigh to 
Bethphage and Bethany, at the mount called the mount of Olives, then 
sent Jesus two disciples, saying unto them. Go into the village over 
against you, and straightway, as soon as ye be entered into it, ye shall 
find an ass tied, and a colt with her, whereon yet never man sat : looso 
them, and bring them unto Me. And if any man say unto you. Why do 
ye this ? say ye that the Lord hath need of them ; and straightway he 
will send them hither. All this was done, that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the prophet, saying, Tell ye the daughter of Sian, 
Behold, thy King cometh unto thee, meek, and sitting upon an ass, and 
a colt, the foal of an ass. 

And the disciples that were sent went their way, and found even aa 

He had said unto them : the colt tied by the door without, in a plaoe 

where two ways met ; and they loose him. And as they were loosing^ 

the oolt, the owners thereof said unto them. Why loose ye the oolt ? 

And they said, The Lord hath need of him ; even as Jesus had com- 

mmaded : And tbey let them go. And they brought the ass and thtf

thy King cometh, sitting on an ass's colt. These things understood not 
His disciples at the first : but when Jesus was glorified, then remem- 
bered they that these things were written of Him, and that they had 
done these things unto Him. 

And as He went, a very great multitude spread their garments iu 
the way ; others cut down branches from the trees, and strawed thein 
m the way. And when He was come nigh, even now at the descent of 
the mount of Olives, the whole multitude of the disciples began to 
rejoice and praise God with a loud voice for all the mighty works that 
they had seen ; saying. Blessed be the King that comet h in the name of 
the Lord : peace in heaven, and glory in the highest. The people there- 
fore that was with Him when He called Lazarus out of his grave, and 
raised him from the dead, bare record. For this cause the people also 
met Him, for that they heard that He had done this miracle. And 
some of the Pharisees from among the multitude said unto Him, 
Master, rebuke Thy disciples. And He answered and said unto them, 
I tell you that, if these should hold their peace, the stones would 
immediately cry out. 

And the multitudes that went before, and that followed, cried, say- 
ing, Hosanna to the Son of David : Blessed ia He that cometh in the 
name of the Lord ; Hosanna in the highest ; blessed be the kingdom of 
our father David, that cometh in the name of the Lord : Hosanna in 
the Highest. 

And when He was come near, He beheld the city, and wept over it^. 
saying. If thou hadst known, even thou, at least in this thy day, the 
things which belong unto thy peace ! but now they are hid from thine 
eyea For the days shall come upon thee, that thine enemies shall cast 
a trench about thee, and compass thee round, and keep thee in on every 
side, and shall lay thee even with the ground, and thy children within 
thee ; and they shall not leave in thee one stone upon another ; because 
thou knewest not the time of thy visitation. 

And when He was come into Jerusalem, all the city was moved, 
aaying, Who is this ? And the multitude said. This is Jesus, the pro« 
phet of Nazareth of Qalilee. And Jesus entered into Jerusalem, and- 
into the temple. The Pharisees therefore said among themselves, Per- 
ceive ye how ye prevail nothing ? behold the world is gone after Him. 
And the blind and the lame came to Him in the temple ; and He healed' 
tiiem. And when the chief priests and Scribes saw the wonderful 
things that He did, and the children crying in the tA\fiL\»\!&^%sx^'^>:^vfiis^>

Him; Hearest thou what these say ? And Jesus saith unto them. Tea'; 
have ye never read. Out of the mouth of babes and sucklings Thou hasi 
perfected praise ? And when He had looked round about upon ali 
things, and now the eventide was come, He went out of the city intc 
Bethany with the twelve, and He lodged there. 

And there were certain Greeks among them that came up to worshii 
at the feast : the same came therefore to Philip, which was of Bethsaidi 
of Galilee, and desired him, saying. Sir, we would see Jesus. Philq 
Cometh and telleth Andrew : and again Andrew and Philip tell Jesua 
And Jesus answered them, saying, The hour is come that the Son a 
man should be glorified. Verily, verily, I say unto you, Except a cok| 
of wheat fall into the ground and die, it abideth alone : but if it dia 
it bringeth forth much fruit. He that loveth his life shall lose it ; a&c 
he that hateth his life in this world shall keep it unto life eternal X 
any man serve Me, let him follow Me ; and where I am, there shal 
SkM My ser\ant be : if any man serve Me, him will My Father honoui; 
!Kuw is My soul troubled ; and what shall I say ? Father, save Me fron 
this hour : but for this cause came I unto this hour. Father, gluri^ 
Thy name. Then came there a voice from heaven, iaying, I have boti 
glorified it, and will glorify it again. 

The people therefore that stood by, and heard it, said that it thun 
dered : others said. An angel spake to Him. Jesus answered and said 
This voice came not because of Me, but for your sakes. Now is thu 
judgment of this world : now li^all the prince of this worid be cast out 
And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will draw all tnen unto Mc 
This He said, signifying what death He should die. 

The i)cople answered Him, We have heard out of the law that Chrisl 
abideth for ever : and how say est Thou, The Son of man must be liftec 
up ? who is this Son of man ? Then Jesus said unto them, Tet a liiJ^ 
while is the light with you. Walk while ye have the lights ket daak 
ness come upon you : for he that walketh in darkness knoweth no! 
whither he goeth. While ye have light, believe in the lights that yi 
may be the children of light. These things spake Jesus, and depjarted 
and did hide Himself from them.

«aw a %-tree in the way, afar off, having leaves, He came, if haply' Ho 
might find anything thereun : and when He came to it, He found 
nothing but leaveB ; for the time of figs wa^ not yeL And Jeaum 
answered and said unto it, No man eat fruit of thee hereafter for ever. 
Aud His disciples heard it. And presently the fig-tree withered away. 
And when the disciples saw Uj they marvelled, saying, How soon is the 
fig-tree withered away ! Jesus answered and said unto them. Verily £ 
«ay unto you, If ye have faith, and doubt not, ye shall not only do this 
whirfi i» done to the fig-tree, but also if ye shall say unto this mountain. 
Be thou removed, and be thou cast into the sea ; it shall be done. And 
all things, whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, believing, ye shall reoeiva 
And they come to Jerusalem : and Jesus went into the temple of 
God, and began to cast out them that sold therein, and them tlui4 
bought in the temple, and overthrew the tables of the money changers, 
4bnd the seats of them that sold doves ; and would not suffer that any 
man should carry any vessel through the temple. And He taught^ 
«aying unto them, Is it not written. My house shall be called of all 
nations the house of prayer ? but ye have made it a den of thievesL 
And the Scribes and chief priests heard it. And He taught daily in 
the temple. But the chief priests and the Scribes and' the chief of the 
people sought to destroy Him, and could not find what they might do i 
for they feared Him, because all the people was astonished at His 
doctrine — ^were very attentive to hear Him. And when even was come^ 
He went out of the city.

je baTe ought against any : that your Father also which is m heaven 
may forgive you your trespasses. But if ye do not foi^ve, neither will 
your Father which is in heaven forgive your trespasses. 

And they come again to Jerusalem : and it came to pass, that on one 
of those days, as He taught the people in the temple, and preached the- 
gospel, the chief priests and the Soibes and the elders of the people 
came unto Him as He was teaching, and spake unto Him, saying, Tell 
UE, by what authority doest Thou these things ? or who is he that gave 
Thee this authority to do these things ? 

And Jesus answered and said unto them, I will also ask of you one 
cjuestion, which if ye tell Me, I in like wise will tell you by what authority 
I do these things. The baptism of John, whence was it ? from heaven,. 
iM* of men ? answer Me. And they reasoned with themselves, saying^ 
If we shall say. From heaven ; He will sav, Why then did ye not believe 
him t But if we shall say. Of men ; all the people will stone us : for 
jdl men counted John, that he was a prophet indeed. And ihesy 
answered and said unto Jesus, We cannot tell. And Jesus answering- 
aaith unto them. Neither do I tell you by what authority I do these

But what think ye ? A certain man had two sons ; and he came to- 
the first, and said, Son, go work to-day in my vineyard. He answered 
and said, I will not : but afterward he repented, and went. And he 
eame to the second, and said likewise. And he answered and said, I ff^r 
sir : and went not. Whether of them twain did the will of his father T 
They say unto Him, The first. Jesus saith unto them. Verily I say 
unto you. That the publicans and the harlots go into the kingdom of 
Qod before you. For John came unto you in the way of righteousness^ 
and ye believed him not : but the publicans and the harlots believed 
him : and ye, when ye had seen it, repented not afterward, that ye might 
believe him. 

Hear another parable : There was a certain householder, which 
planted a vineyard, and hedged it round about, and digged a winepresa 
in it, and built a tower, and let it out to husbandmen, and went into a 
far (X)untry, for a long time. And at the season, when the time of the 
fruit drew near, he sent to the husbandmen a servant, that he might 
receive from the husbandmen of the fruit of the vineyard. And the 
husbandmen caught him, and beat him, and sent him away empty. Aoc 
^gmn he aent unto them another servant ; and at him they cast stonei 
-^d wounded Aim in the head, and entreated Mm sbYkwa^xiSX^ , «ad «er

«ast him out : and many others ; beating some, and killing some. 
Having yet therefore one son, his well-beloved, then said the lord of 
the vineyard, What shall I do ? I will send my beloved son. He sent 
him also last unto them, saying, It may be they will reverence kim 
when they see him. But when the husbandmen saw him, they reasoned 
among themselves, saying. This is the heir : come, let us kill him, that 
the inheritance may be ours. So they cast him out of the vineyard, and 
killed him. When the lord therefore of the vineyard cometh, what wili 
lie do unto those husbandmen ? They say unto Him, He will miserably 
destroy those wicked men, and will let out his vineyard unto other hus- 
bandmen, which shall render him the fruits in their seasons. And when 
they heard it, they said, God forbid. And He beheld them, and said 
unto them, Did ye never read in the scriptures. The stone which the 
builders rejected, the same is become the head of the corner : this is 
the Lord's doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes ? Therefore I say 
unto you. The kingdom of Gk>d shall be taken from you, and given to a 
nation bringing forth the fruits thereof. And whosoever shall fall on 
this stone shall be broken : but on whomsoever it shall fall, it will grind 
him to powder. And when the chief priests and Pharisees had heai'd 
His parables, they perceived that He spake of them. But when they 
sought, the same hour, to lay hands on Him, they feared the multitude^ 
because they took Him for a prophet ; for they knew that He had 
spoken the parable against them : and they left Him, and went their way*

forth hJB Bimies, and destroyed those murderers, and burned up thein 
dtj. Then saith he to his servants, The wedding is ready, but. 
tiiey which were bidden were not worthy. Go ye therefore into th» 
Ugnwiys, and as many as ye shall find, bid to the marriage. So thoee 
aorrants went out into the highways, and gathered together all as many 
M they found, both bad and good, and the wedding was furnished with 
guests. And when the king came in to see the guests, he saw there a man 
which had not on a wedding garment : and he saith unto him, Friend, he w 
earnest thou in hither not having a wedding garment ? And he was: 
speechless. Then said the king to the servants. Bind him hand and foot^ 
and take him away, and cast him into outer darkness ; there shall I & 
weeping and gnashing of teeth. For many are called, but few are 
diosen. 

Then went the Pharisees, and took counsel how they might entangle 
Wsn in Hit talk. And they watched Him,, and sent forth spies, certain 
«f the Pharisees and of the Herodians, whioh should feign themselves 
just men, that they might take hold of His words, that so they might 
deliver Him unto the power and authority of the governor. And when 
iliey were come, they say unto Him, Master, we know that Thou art 
true, and teachest the way of Ood in truth, neither carest Thou for any 
fluin ; for Thou r^ardest not the person of men ; but teachest the way 
of God in truth. Tell us, therefore. What thinkest Thou ? Is it lawful 
ty> give tribute unto Caesar, or not ? Shall we give, or shall we not 
pve ? But Jesus perceived their wickedness, and said, Why tempt j » 
Me, yf hypocrites ? Shew Me the tribute money ; bring Me a penn\\ 
that I may see it. And they brought unto Him a penny. And He- 
ftaith unto them, Whose it this image and superscription ? They say 
unto Him, Cajsar's. Then saith He unto them. Render therefore unto 
CscBAT the things which are Caesar's ; and unto God the things that are 
God's. And they could not take hold of His words before the people. 
When they had heard thete icords, they marvelled at His answer, and held 
their peace. 

11.— The Sadducees and the Pharisees Question 

Jesus. 

St Matt. 22. 23-46 ; St Mark 12. 18-37 ; St Lukk 20. 27-44.

MoBes wrote unto us, If any man's brother die. and leave his wife behimi 
kim, and leave no children, that his brother shall many his wife, and 
raise up seed unto his brother. Now there were with us seven brethren : 
and the first, when he had married a wife, died, and, having no issue, left 
his wife unto his brother. And the second took her to wife, and he 
died childless. And the third took her ; and in like manner the seven 
also : and they left no children, and died. Last of all the woman died 
alsa Therefore in the resurrection, when they shall rise, whose wife 
shall she be of the seven ? for they all had her to wife. And Jesus 
answering said unto them. Do ye not therefore err, because ye know not 
the scriptures, neither the power of God ? The children of this world 
marry, and are given in marriage : but they which shall be accounted 
worthy to obtain that world, and the resurrection from the dead, 
neither marry nor are given in marriage : neither can they die any 
more : for they are equal unto the angels of Gkxi in heaven, and are the 
children of God, being the children of the resurrection. And as touch- 
ing the dead, that they rise : have ye not read in the book of Moses, 
how in the bush God spake unto him, saying, I am the Gr>d of 
Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob ? He is not 
the God of the dead, but the God of the living : for all live unto Him. 
Ye therefore do greatly err. 

And when the multitude heard thisy they were astonished at His 
doctrine. Then certain of the Scribes answering said, Master, Thou 
hast well said. And after that they durst not ask Him any (juestion 
uiaU. 

But when the Pharisees had heard that He had put the Sadducees 
to silence, they were gathered together. Then one of them, one of 
the Scribes, which toas a lawyer, came, and having heard them reasoning 
together, and perceiving that He had answered them well, askexl Him a 
qitestiouj tempting Him, and saying, Master, which is the great com- 
mandment in the law ? which is the first commandment of all ? And 
Jesus answered hiin. The first of all the commandments i», Hear, O 
Israel ; The Lord our God is one Lord : and thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind, and with all thy strenjrth : this is the first and great command- 
ment. And the second u like unto it, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself. On these two commandments hang all the law and the pro- 
phets. There is none other commandment greater than these. Ait'i 
the Scribe said unto Him, Well, M^aatcr^TVvwa. V-asJ^ ^sk^^vSJ^r ^x>^*- ^^^ 
there k one God ; and there is tvoTie ot\iet\s\x\.>^^ *. ^x^^Wsss^'^^fi^^^^*^

all the heart, and with all the understanding, and with all the soul, and 
with all the strength, and to love kb neighbour as himself, is more than 
all whole burnt offerings and sacrifices. And when Jesus saw that ha 
answered discreetly, He said unto him. Thou art not far from the kmg^ 
dom of God. And no man after that durst ask Him any quettion. 

While the Pharisees were gathered together, Jesus asked them, aay- 
mg, What think ye of Christ ? whose son is He ? They say unto Him» 
The Son of David. He saith unto them. How then doth David in spirit 
call Him Lord. And Jesus answered and said, while He taught in the 
temple, How say the Scribes that Christ is the son of David ? For 
David himself saith by the Holy Ghost, in the book of Psalms, The 
Lord said to my Lord, Sit Thou on my right hand, till I make Thine 
enemies Thy footstool. David therefore himself calleth Him Lord : aod 
whence is He then his son ? And no man was able to answer Him a 
word. And the common people heard Him gladly ; neither dursi 
any tnan from that day forth ask Him any more quegtioni. 

12.— Warningrs against the Scribes, and 
Commendation of a Widow. 

St Mark 12. 38-44 ; St Luke 20. 45—21. 4 ; St John 12. 87-60. 

The Temple at JerusaZem. 

Then in the audience of all the people He said unto His disciples, in 
His doctrine, Beware of the Scribes, which love to go in long clothing, 
and love salutations in the market places, and the chief seats in the 
synagogues, and the uppermost rooms at feasts : which devour widows* 
houses, and for a pretence make long prayers : these shall receive greater 
damnation. 

And Jesus sat over against the treasury. And He looked up, and 
saw the people casting their gifts into the treasury : and many that were 
rich cast in much. And there came a certain poor widow, and she threw 
in two mites, which make a farthing. And He called unto Him Hia 
disciples, and saith unto them. Verily I say unto you. That this poor 
widow hath cast more in, than all they which have cast into the 
treasury : for all they did cast in of their abundance unto the offerings 
of God ; but she of her want did cast in all that she had, even all her

fulfilled, "which he spake, Lord, who hath believed our rep6rt ? -and to 
^hom hath the arm of the Lord been revealed ? Therefore they could 
not believe, because that Esaias said again, He hath blinded their eyes^ 
•and hardened their heart ; that they should not see with their eyes, nor 
understand with their heart, and be converted, and I should heal than. 
These things said Esaias, when he saw His glory, and spake of Him. 
Nevertheless, among the chief rulers also many beUeved on Him ; but 
because of the Pharisees they did not confess Him, lest they should be 
put out of the synagogue : for they loved the praise of «men more tluui 
the praise of God. 

Jesus cried and said. He that believeth on Me, believeth not on Me^ 
but on Him that sent Me. And he that seeth Me seeth Him that sent 
Ma I am come a light into the world, that whosoever believeth on Me 
■should not abide in darkness. And if any man hear My words, and 
believe not, I judge him not : for I came not to judge the world, but 
to save the world. He that rejecteth Me, and receiveth not My wcMtls, 
hath one that judgeth him ; the word that I have spoken, the same 
shall judge him in the last day. For I have not spoken of Myself ; but 
the Father which sent Me, He gave Me a commandment, what I should 
.say, and what I should speak. And I know that His commandment is 
life everlasting : whatsoever I speak therefore, ev^i as the Father said 
unto Me, so 1 speak. 

13.— The Scribes ajid the Pharisees Denounced. 

St Matt. 23. 
The Temple ai Jerusalem. 

Then spake Jesus to the multitude, and to His disciples, saying. 
The Scribes and the Pharisees sit in Moses' seat. All therefore whatso- 
ever they bid you observe, that observe and do ; but do not ye after 
their works : for they say, and do not. For they bind heavy burdextti 
and grievous to be borne, and lay them on men's shoulders ; but they 
themselves will not move them with one of their fingers. 

But all their works they do for to be seen of men : they make 
broad their phylacteries, and enlarge the borders of their garments, and 
love the uppermost rooms at feasts, and the chief seats in tha 
vsynagogues, and greetings in the m«xlL<&\A^ «eA \ft \sfe <»Sss^^5i. ^\s»ssGk^ 
Rabbi, Rabbi But be not ye called IBLaXiU •. iox Qxv^\&^w»"&s«8««: 
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WOB ! WOB ! ! WOB ! ! ! wob ! ! ! ! 

Chmt ; and all ye are brethren. And call no mam your father upon 
the earth : for One is your Father, which is in heaven. Neither be ye 
called masters : for One is your Master, even Christ. But he that i» 
greatest among you shall be your servant. And whosoever shall exalt 
himself shall be abased ; and he that shall humble himself shall be 
exalted. 

But woe unto you, Scribes and Pharisees, hyjKxnites ! for ye shut 
up the kingdom of heaven against men ; for ye neither go in yowndves^ 
■either suffer ye them that are enterine^ to go- in. 

Woe unto you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ! for ye devour 
widows* houses, and for a pretence' make long prayer : therefore ye shall 
receive the greater damnation. 

Woe unto you. Scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ! for ye compass 
aea and land to make one proselyte, and when he is made, ye make him 
twofold more the child of hell than yourselves. 

Woe unto you, ye blind guides, which say. Whosoever shall swear by 
the temple, it is nothing ; but whosoever shall swear by the gold of the 
temple, he is a debtor ! Te fools and blind : for whether is greater, the 
gold, or the temple that sanctifieth the gold ? And, Whosoever shall 
swear by the altar, it is nothing ; but whosoever sweareth by the gift 
that is upon it, he is guilty. Ye fools and blind ; for whether 
is greater, the gift, or the altar that sanctifieth the gift? Whoso 
therefore shall swear by the altar, sweareth by it, and by all 
things thereon. And whoso shall swear by the temple, sweareth by it, 
and by Him that dwelleth therein. And he that shall swear by heaven^ 
sweareth by the throne of God, and by Him that aitteth thereon. 

Woe unto you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ! for ye pay tithe 
of mint and anise and cummin, and have omitted the weightier matterg 
of the law, judgment, mercy, and faith ; these ought ye to have done, 
abd not to leave the other undone. Ye blind guides, which strain at a 
gnat, and swallow a cameL 

Woe unto you. Scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ! for ye make clean 
the outside of the cup and of the platter, but within they are full of 
extortion and excess. Tliou blind Pharisee, cleanse first that which in- 
within the cup and platter, that the outside of them may be clean ako. 

Woe unto you. Scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ! for ye are like 

vnto whited sepulchres, which indeed appear beautiful outward, but are 

wrtbln full of dead merCi bones, and of all uncleanness. Even so ye also

Woe unto you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ! because ye build ' 
fhe tombs of the prophets, and garnish the sepulchres of the righteous, 
and say, If we had been in the days of our fathers, we would not have 
baen partakers with them in the blood of the prophets. Wherefore ye 
be witnesses unto yourselves, that ye are the children of them which 
killed the prophets. Fill ye up then the measure of your fathers. 

Ye serpents, ye generation of vipers, how can ye escape the damna- 
tion of hell ? Wherefore, behold I send unto you prophets, and wise 
men, and scribes : and some of them ye shall kill and crucify ; and some 
of them shall ye scourge in your synagogues, and persecute them from 
city to city : that upon you may come all the righteous blood shed upon 
the earth, from the blood of righteous Abel unto the blood of Ziacharias 
son of Barachlas, whom ye slew between the temple and the altar. 
Verily I say unto you. All these things shall come upon this generation. 

Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that killest the prophets, and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee, how often would I have gathered thy children 
together, even as a hen gathereth her chickens under hei* wings, and ye 
would not ? Behold your house is left unto you desolate. For I sav 
tinto you. Ye shall not see Me henceforth, till ye shall say. Blessed «» 
He that cometh in the name of the Lord. 

14.— Predictions relatingr to Temple and the Future. 

St Matt. 24. 1-44 ; St Mark 13. 1-87 ; St Luke 21. 6-36. 

Mount of Olives. 

And Jesus went out, and departed from the temple. And as He 
went out, His disciples came to Him for to shew Him the buildings of 
^e temple. And as some spake of the temple, how it was adorned with 
goodly stones and gifts, one of His disciples saith unto Him, Master, 
see what manner of stones and what buildings are here ! And Jetus 
answering said unto him, Seest thou these great buildings ? As for 
these things which ye behold, the days will come, in the which, verily 

1 say unto you. There shall not be left here one stone upon another, 
that shall not be thrown down. 

And as He sat upon the mount of Olives, over against the temple, 
Peter and James and John and Andrew asked Him privately, saying. 
Master, Tell us, when shall these things be ? and what shall he the si^

said unto them, Take heed that no man deceive you. For many shall 
come in My name, saying, I am Christ, and the time draweth near, and 
■shall deceive many. Go ye not therefore after them. But when ye 
shall hear of wars, and rumours of wars : see that ye be not troubled : 
for all these things must first come to pass ; but the end is not yet. 
Then said He unto them, Nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom : and there shall be famines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes, in divers places ; and fearful sights and great signs shall 
there be from heaven. All these are the beginning of sorrows. But 
take heed to yourselves : before all these, they shall lay their hands oa 
you, and persecute you : for they shall deliver you up to councils ; and 
in the synagogues ye shall be beaten : and ye shall be brought before 
rulers and kings for My sake, for a testimony against them ; and shall 
kill you : and ye shall be hated of all nations for My name's sake. And 
the Gospel must first be published among all nations. But when they 
shall lesbd you, and deliver you up, take no thought beforehand what ye 
shall speak, neither do ye premeditate : but whatsoever shall be given 
you in that hour, that speak ye : for it is not ye that speak, but the 
Holy Ghost. For I will give you a mouth and wisdom, which all your 
adversaries shall not be able to gainsay nor resist. And then shaJl 
many be offended, and shall betray one another, and shall hate one 
another. And ye shall be betrayed both by parents, and brethren, and 
kinsfolks, and friends. The brother shall betray the brother to deatii, 
and the father the son ; and children shall rise up against their parents, 
aud shall cause them to be put to death, and some of you shall they 
cause to be put to death. And ye shall be hated of all men for My 
name's sake. But there shall not an hair of your head perish. In your 
patience possess ye your souls. And many false prophets shall rise, and 
shall deceive many. And because iniquity shall abound, the love of 
many shall wax cold. But he that shall endure unto the end, the same 
shall be saved. And this Gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all 
the world for a witness unto all nations ; and then shall the end come. 
When ye therefore shall see the abomination of desolation, spoken of by 
Daniel the prophet, stand in the holy place, and when ye shall see 
Jerusalem compassed with armies, (whoso readeth,let him understand:) 
then know that the desolation thereof is nigh. Then let them which 
are in Judaea flee to the mountains ; and let them which are in the 
jn/dat of it depart out ; and let not them that are in the countries enter 
^Iiereinto. And let him that is on the houae-Uii^ xio\, ^q duwn into the 
'ioutfe, neither enter therein, to take anytVimg owtoi \:^\^\vs^\ VQL^\i^

bim that is in the field not turn back again for to take up his 
garment. Far these be the days of vengeance, that all things which 
are written may be fulfilled. But woe unto them that are 
with child, and to them that give suck, in those days ! But 
pray ye that your flight be not in the winter, neither on the 
Saboath day : for then shall be great tribulation, such as was not since 
the beginning of the world which God created unto this time, neither 
shall be. And except that the Lord had shortened those days, no flesh 
riiould be saved ; but for the elect's sake, whom He hath chosen. He 
hath shortened the days ; for there shall be great distress in the land, 
and wrath upon this people. And they shaJl fall by the edge of the 
Bword, and shall be led away captive into all nations : and Jerusalem 
shall be trodden doTSTi of the Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles 
be fulfilled. And then if any man shall say to you, Lo, here is Christ ; 
or, lo, He is there ; believe htm not : for false Christs and false prophets 
shall rise, and shall shew signs and wonders, to seduce, if it were pos- 
sible, even the elect. But take ye heed : behold, I have foretold you all 
things. Wherefore if they shall say unto you, Behold, He is in the 
desert ; go not forth : behold. He is in the secret chambers ; believe it 
not. For as the lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth even 
unto the west, so shall also the coming of the Son of Man be. For 
wheresoever the carcase is, there will the eagles be gathered together. 
Immediately after the tribulation of those days shall the sun be 
darkened, and the moon shall not give her light, and the stars shall fall 
from the heaven, and upon the earth distress of nations, with per- 
plexity ; the sea and the waves roaring ; men's hearts failing them for 
fear, and for looking after those things which are coming on the earth ; 
for the powers of heaven shall be shaken. And then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of man in heaven ; and then shall all the tribes of the 
«iffth mourn, and they shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds of 
heaven, with power and great glory. And He shall send His angels 
with a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather together His 
dect from the four winds, from the uttermost part of the earth to the 
uttermost part of heaven. And when these things begin to come to 
pass, then look up, and lift up your heads ; for your redemption draweth 
nigh. And He spake to them a parable : Now learn a parable of the 
fig-tree. Behold the fig-tree, and all the trees ; when his branch is yet 
tender, and putteth forth leaves, ye see and kn.o'w oi'^wa ^^kvl'%iSc*'»»v^^ 
aoinineir ia now nigh at hand. So U^eYJAB^ -3^, ^Ykjso. ^^ ^'^ *^'^^^^«^

•:a,t the doors. Verily I say unto you, This geueratioa shall not pasB 
raway till all these things be fulfilled. Heaven and eartli 
^hall pass away, but My words shall not pass away. And 
take heed to yourselves, lest at any time your hearts be overcharged 
with surfeiting, and drunkenness, and cares of this life, and so that day 
come upon you unawares. For as a snare shall it come on all them 
that dwell on the face of the whole earth. Watch ye therefore, and 
pray always, that ye may be accounted worthy to escape all these things 
that shall come to pass, and to stand before the Son of man. But of 
that day and that hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels which are 
in heaven, neither the Son, but My Father only. Take ye heed, watch 
and pray, for ye know not when the time is. But as the days of 
Noe were, so' shall also the coming of the Son of man be. For 
as in the days that w^e before the flood they were eating and 
<lrinking, marrying and giving in marriage, until the day that Noe 
entered inU) the ark, and knew not until the flood came, and took them 
all away : so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. Then shall 
two be in the field ; the one shall be taken and the other left. Two 
women skail be grinding at the mill ; the one shall be taken and tl^e 
other left. Watch, therefore : for ye know not what hour your Loind 
doth come. 

Fw the Son of vian u as a man taking a far journey, who left his 
house, and gave authority to his servants, and t(» every man his work, 
and commanded the porter to w^atch. Watch ye therefore : for ye 
J^now not when the Master of the house cometh, at even, or at mid- 
night, or at the cock-crowing, or in the morning : lest coming suddenly 
He find you sleeping. But know this, that if thegoodman of the house 
had known in what watch the thief would come, he would have watched, 
and would not have suffered his house to be broken up. Therefore be 
ye ako ready : for in such an hour as ye think not the Son of man 
cometh. And what I say unto you I say unto all. Watch.

I say unto you, That he shall make him ruler over all his goods. Bat 
and if that evil servant shall say in his heart, My Lord delayeth his 
•coming ; and shall begin to smite his fellow-servante, and to eat and 
drink with the drunken ; the lord of that servant shall come in a day 
when he looketh not for hinij and in an hour that he is not aware o^ 
and shall cut him asunder, and appoint him his portion with the 
hypocrites : there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

Then shall the kingdom of heaven be likened unto ten virgins, which 
took their lamps, and went forth to meet the bridegroom. And five o£ 
them were wise, and fivetoere foolish. They that toere foolish took their 
lamps, and took no oil with them : but the wise took oil in their vesseLi 
with their lamps. While the brid^^oom tarried, they all slumbered and 
jslept. 

And at midnight there was a cry made, Behold, the bridegrooio 
«ometh ; go ye out to meet hinL Then all those virgins arose, and 
trimmed their lamps. And the foolish said unto the wise, Oive us o£ 
j^our oil ; for our lamps are gone out. But the wise answered, saying^ 
Not 80 ; lest there be not enough for us and you : but go ye rather to 
them that sell, and buy for yourselves. And while they went to buy, 
the bridegroom came ; and they that were ready went in with him to 
the marriage : and the door was shut. Afterward came also the other 
virgins, saying, Lord, Lord, open to us. But he answered and said, 
A'erily I say unto you, I know you not. ' Watch therefore, for ye know 
neither the day nor the hour wherein the Son of man cometh. 

For the kingdom of heaven is as a man travelling into a far country, 
wfio called his own servants; and delivered unto them his gooda Aiui 
unto one he gave five talents, to another two, and to another one ; to^ 
•every man according to his several ability ; and straightway took hit 
journey. Then he that had received the five talents went and traded 
w ith the same, and made them other five talents. And likewise he that 
h((d received two, he also gained other two. But he that had received 
one went and digged in the eai'th, and hid his lord's money. . After 9k 
long time the lord of those servants cometh, and reckoneth w^th them..

two oth^ talents beside them. His lord said unto him, Well done,, 
good and faithful servant ; thou hast been faithful over a few things, I 
will make thee ruler over many things : enter thou into the joy of thy 
lord. Then he which had received the one talent came and said, Lord,. 
I knew thee that thou art an hard man, reaping where thou hast not 
sown, and gathering where thou hast not strawed : And I was afraid, and 
went and hid thy talent in the earth : lo, there thou hast that i« thine. 
His lord answered and said unto him. Thou wicked and slothful servant^ 
thou kneWest that I reap where I sowed not, and gather where I have- 
not strawed. Thou oughtest therefore to have put my money to the- 
exchangers, and then at my coming I should have received mine own 
with usury.

When the Son of man shall come in His glory, and all the holy 
angels with Him, then shall He sit upon the throne of His glory : And 
before Him shall be gathered all nations : and He shall separate them: 
one from another, as a shepherd divideth his sheep from the goats r 
And He shall set the sheep on His right hand, but the goats on the left. 
Then shall the King say unto them on His right hand, Come, ye blessed 
of My Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the founda- 
tion of the world : For I was an hungered, and ye gave Me meat : I was 
thirsty, and ye gave Me drink : I was a stranger, and ye took Me in r 
naked, and ye clothed Me : I was sick, and ye visited Me : I was in 
prison, and ye came unto Me. Then shall the righteous answer Him, 
saying. Lord, when saw we Thee an hungered, and fed Thee f or thirsty^ 
and gave Thee drink ? When saw we Thee a stranger, and took Thee in ? 
amaked, and clothed Thee? Or when saw we Thee sick, or in prison^ 
^odoame unto Thee f And the King shall answer and say unto them^ 
^~i^ ^B^jr unto you. Inasmuch as ye have dotift \t M\i\A Q\ie of the 
■^ ^ *^^^ ^y brethren, ye have done it utAo !&». 
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JUDAS AOBBKS TO BETRAY JESUS FOR THIRTY PIECES OF SILVER. 

Then shall He say also unto them on the left hand, Depart from 
Me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil and his 
angels : For 1 was an hungered, and ye gave Me no meat : I was 
thirsty, and ye gave Me no drink : I was a stranger, and ye took Me 
not in : naked, and ye clothed Me not : sick, and in prison, and ye 
visited Me not. Then shall they also answer Him, saying. Lord, when 
saw we Thee an hungered, or athirst, or a stranger, or naked, or sick, or 
in prison, and did not minister unto Thee ? Then shall He answer 
them, saying. Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye did it not to one 
of the least of these, ye did i^ not to Me. And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment : but the righteous into life eternal. 

And it came to pass, when Jesus had finished all these sayings. He 
said unto His disciples. Ye know that after two days is the feast of the 
passover, and of unleavened bread : and the Son of man is betrayed to 
be crucified. 

Then assembled together the chief priests, and the Scribes, and the 
elders of the people, unto the palace of the high priest, who was called 
CaiaphaSf and consulted that they might take Jesus by subtilty, and 
kill Him. But thev said. Not on the feast rfay, lest there be an up/oai* 
among the people, tor they feared the people. Then entered Satan into 
Judas surnamed Iscariot, being of the number of the twelve. And he 
went his way, and communed with the chief priests and captains, liow 
he might betray Him unto them, and said unto them, What will ye give 
me, and I will deliver Him unto you ? And when they heard it, they 
were glad, and promised to give him money. And they covenanted 
with him for thirty pieces of silver. And from that time he sought 
opportunity how he might conveniently betray Him unto them in the 
absence of the multitude. 

And in the day-time He was teaching in the temple ; and at night 
He went out, and abode in the mount that is called the mount of Olives. 
And all the people came early in the morning to Him in the temple, for 
to hear Him.

US the passover, that we may eat. And they said unto Him, Whcarp 
wilt Thou that we go and prepare that Thou mayest eat the passover % 
And He said unto them, Go ye into the city, and, behold, when ye are 
entered into the city, there shall a man meet you, bearing a pitcher of 
water ; follow him into the house where he entereth in. And wheresoever 
he shall go in. say ye to the goodman of the house. The Master saith; 
My time is at hand ; I will keep the passover at thy house with Hy 
disciples. Where is the guest chamber, where I shall eat the passover 
with My disciples ? And he will shew you a lai^ge upper room fur- 
nished and prepared : there make ready for us. And His disciples went 
forth, and came into the city, and found as He had said unto them* 
And the disciples did as Jesus had appointed them ; and they made 
ready the passover. 

And in the evening, when the hour was come. He sat down, and the 
twelve apostles with Him. And He said unto them, With desire I have 
desired to eat this passover with you before I suffer : for I say unto 
you, I will not any more eat thereof, until it be fulfilled in the kingdom 
of God. And He took the cup, and gave thanks, and said, Take this^ 
and divide it among yourselves : for I say unto you, I will not drink 
of the fruit of the vine, until the kingdom of God shall come. 

Now before the feast of the passover, when Jesus knew that Hie 
hour was come that He should depart out of this world unto the 
Father, having loved His own which were in the world, He loved them 
unto the end. And supper being ended, the devil having now put into, 
the heart of Judas Iscariot, Simon's aoUy to betray Him ; Jesus knowing 
that the Father had given all things into His hands, and that He was 
come from God, and went to God ; He riseth from supper, and laid 
aside His garments, and took a towel, and girded Himself. After that 
He poureth water into a bason, and began to wash the disciples' feel^ 
and to wipe them with the towel wherewith He was girded. 

Then cometh He to Simon Peter : and Peter saith unto Him, Lord, 
dost Thou wash my feet ? Jesus answered and said unto Him, What I 
do thou knowest not now ; but thou shalt know hereafter. Peter saith. 
unto Him, Thou shalt never wash my feet. Jesus answered him. If I 
wash thee not, thou hast no part with Me. Simon Peter saith untgi 
Him, Lord, not my feet only, but also my hands and my head. Jesus 
saith to him, He that is washed needeth not save to wash his feet, but is. 
^jSgao every whit : and ye are clean, but not all For He knew who' 
■me^ betray Hhu ; therefore said He, Ye axe T\ot «Xl \\Q»si.

«nd was set down again, He said unto them, Know ye what I have 
clone to you ? Ye call Me Master and Lord : and ye say well, for so I 
am. If I then, your Lord and Master, have washed your feet, ye also 
•ought to wash one another's feet. For I have given you an example, 
that ye should do as I have done to you. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
The servant is not greater than his lord ; neither he that is sent greater 
than he that sent him. If ye know these things, happy are ye if ye do 
them. 

And as they were eating, the Lord Jesus the same night in which 
He was betrayed took bread, and gave thanks, and blessed it, and brake 
itj and gave it to the disciples, and said, Take, eat : this is My body, 
which is broken for you : this do in remembrance of Me. 

But, behold, the hand of him that betrayeth Me is with Me on the 
table. And truly the Son of man goeth, as it was determined ; but woe 
unto that man by whom He is betrayed ! I speak not of you all ; I 
Imow whom I have chosen : but that the scripture ma^ be fulfilled. He 
that eateth bread with Me hath lifted up his heel against Me. Now I 
tell you before it come, that, when it is come to pass, ye may believe that 
I am He. Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that receiveth whomsoever 
I send receiveth Me ; and he that receiveth Me receiveth Him that 
sent Me. And as they sat and did eat, when Jesus had thus said, He 
was troubled in spirit, and testified, and said, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, that one of you which eateth with Me shall betray Me. Then the 
disciples looked one on another, doubting of whom He spake. And they 
began to enquire among themselves, which of them it was that should do 
this thing. And they were exceeding sorrowful, and began every one of 
them to say unto Him, one by one, Lord, is it I ? Aid He answered and said 
unto thfem, It is one of the twelve that dippeth with Me in the dish ; the 
same shall betray Me. The Son of man goeth as it is written of Him : 
but woe unto that man by whom the Son of man is betrayed ! it had 
been good for that man if he had not been born. Now there was lean- 
ing on Jesus' bosom one of His disciples, whom Jesus loved. Simon 
Peter therefore beckoned to him, that he should ask who it should be 
of whom He spake. He then lying on Jesus' breast saith unto Him, 
Lord, who is it ? Jesus answered, He it is, to whom I shall give a sop, 
when I have dipped it. And when He had dipped the sop. He gave it to 
Jtidas Isoariot, the son of Simon. And after the sop Satan entered into 
hiih. Then said Jesus unto him, That thou doest^do o^vski^. "^vs^ -^ss^

unto him, Buy those things that we have need of against the feast ; or, 
that he should give something to the poor. Then Judas, which betmyed 
iCm, answered and said, Master, is it I ? He said unto him, Thou hast 
said. He then having received the sop went immediately out : and it 
was night.

Therefore, when he was gone out, Jesus said, Now is the Son of man 
glorified, and Qod is glorified in Him. If God be glorified in Him, God 
shall alHo glorify Him in Himself, and shall straightway glorify HiuL 
lAfitle chil(h-en, yet a little while I am with you. Ye shall seek Me : and 
as I said unto the Jews, Whether I go, ye caunot come ; so now I say ip- 
you. A new commandment I give unto you, That ye love one another ; 
as I have loved you, that ye also love one another. By this shall all 
Tnen know that ye are My disciples, if ye have love one to another. 

Simon Peter said unto Him, Lord, whither goest Thou ? Jesi^^^ 

answered him, Whither I go, thou canst not follow Me now ; but thou 

shalt follow Me afterwards. Peter said unto Him, Lord, why cannot I 

follow Thee now ? I will lay down my life for Thy sake. Jesus 

luiswered him, Wilt thou lay down thy life for My sake ? Verily, verily^ 

1 say unto thee, The cock shaU not crow, till thou hast denied Me thrice. 

And there was also a strife among them, which of them should be 

accounted the greatest. And He said unto them. The kings of the 

Gentiles exercise lordship over them ; and they that exercise authority 

upon them are called benefactors. But ye shall not be so : but he that 

is greatcHt among you, let him be as the younger ; and he that is chief, 

as lie that doth serve. For whether is greater, he that sitteth at meat 

or he that serveth ? is not he that sitteth at meat ? but I am among 

Vou aH he that serveth. Ye are they which have continued with Me in 

My temptations. And I appoint unto you a kingdom, as My Father 

hath appointed unto Me ; that ye may eat and drink at My table in My 

kingdom, and sit on thrones judging the twelve tribes of Israel. 

And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath desired to have 
j^ou, that he way sift you as wheat : but I have praved for thee, that 
Mjjt faith fail not : aud when thou axt couNext^A, «tTftu^hen thy 
Atethren. And be said unU) Him, Lord, 1 am ie«A^ \.o %^ ^^ 't^wtft, 
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both into prison, and to death. And He said, I tell thee, Peter, the 
cock shall not crow this day, before that thou shalt thrice deny that 
thou knowest Me. 

And He said unto them, When I sent you without purse, and scrip, 
and shoes, lacked ye anything ? And they said, Nothing. Then said 
He unto them, But now, he that hath a purse, let him take it, and like- 
wise hU scrip : and he that hath no sword, let him sell his garment, 
and buy one. For I say unto you, that this that is written must yet be 
accomplished in Me, And He was reckoned among the transgressors : 
for the things concerning Me have an end. And they said, Lord^ 
behold, here are two swords. And He said unto them. It is enough. 

After the same manner also He took the cup, when He had supped^ 
■and when He had given thanks, He gave it to them, saying, Drink ye 
sdl of it : and they all drank of it. And He said unto them. This cup 
is the New Testament in My Blood, which is shed for you, for the 
remission of sins : this do ye, as oft as y^ drink ity in remembrance o£ 
Me. But I say unto you, I will not drink henceforth of this fruit of the 
vine, until that day when I drink it new with you in My Father's 
kingdom.

St John 14. 15. 

The Supper Chamber at Jerusalem, 

Let not your heart be troubled : ye believe in God, believe also in 
Me. In My Father's house are many mansions : if it were not «o, I 
would have told you. I go to prepare a place for you. And if I go and 
prepare a place for you, I will come again, and receive you unto Myself ; 
that where I am, there ye may be also. And whither I go ye know, and 
the way ye know. Thomas saith unto Him, Lord, we know not whither 
Thou goest ; and how can we know the way ? Jesus saith unto him, I 
am the Way, the Truth, and the Life : no man cometh unto the Father, 
but by Me. If ye had known Me, ye^ should have known My Father 
Also ; and from henceforth ye know Him, and have seen Him. Philip 
^th unto Him, Lord, shew us the Father, and it sufficeth us. Jesus 
^th unto him, Have I been so long time with you, and yet hast thou

that I am in the Father, and the Father in Me ? the words, that I 

rk unto you I speak not of Myself : but the Father that dwell^th in 
, He doeth the works. Believe Me that I am 'in the Father, and the 
Father in Me : or else believe Me for the very works* sake. Verily,, 
verily, I say unto you, He that believeth on Me, the works that I do> 
shall he do also ; and greater works than these shall he do ; because I 
go unto My Father. And whatsoever ye shall ask in My name, that 
will I do, that the Father may be glorified in the S<hi. If ye shall ask 
anything in My name, I will do it. If ye love Me, keep My command* 
ments. And I will pray the Father, and He shall give you another 
Comforter, that He may abide with you for ever ; even the Spirit of 
truth ; whom the world cannot receive, because it seeth Him not, 
neither knoweth Him ; but ye know Him ; for He dwelleth with 
you, and shall be in you. I will not leave you comfortless : I 
¥Hill come to you. Yet a little while, and the world seeth Me* 
no moi-e ; but ye see Me : because I live, ye shall live also; 
At that day ye shall know that I am in My Father, and ye in Me, and 
I in you. He that hath My commandments, and keepeth them, he it i» 
that loveth Me : and he that loveth Me shall be loved of My Father,, 
and I will love him, and will manifest Myself to him. Judas saith unto 
Him, not Iscariot, Lord, how is it that Thou wilt manifest Thyself unto» 
us, and not unto the world ? Jesus answered and said unto him. If a ' 
man love Me, he will keep My words : and My Father will love him, 
and we will come unto him, and make our abode with hiuL He ihtkt 
loveth Me not keepeth not My sayings : and the word which ye hear i» 
not Mine, but the Father's which sent Me. These things have I spoken 
unto you, being yet present vnth you. But the Comforter, which is the 
Holy Ghost, whom the Father will send in My name. He shall teach 
you all things, and bring all things to your remembrance, whatsoever I . 
have said unto you. 

Peace I leave with you, My peace I give unto you : not as the world 
giveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart be troubled, neither let it 
be afraid. Ye have heard how I said unto you, I go away, and com& 
cigain unto you. If ye loved Me, ye would rejoice, because I said I go> 
unto the Father : for My Father is greater than L And now I have 
told you before it come to pass, that when it is come to pass, ye might 
beHeve. Hereafter I will not talk much with you : for the prince of 
this world cometh, and hath nothing in Me. But that the world may 
Jtaow that I love tha Father ; and as the Father gave Me commandment 
^nea ao I do. Aiise, let us go henoe. 
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THE TRUE VINE AND THE NEED OF THE BRANCHES. 

I- am the true vine, and My Father is the husbandman. Every 
branch in Me that beareth not fruit, He taketh away ; and every branch 
that beareth fruit, He purgeth it, that it may bring forth more fruit. 
Now ye are clean through the word which I have spoken unto you. 
Abide in Me, and I in you. As the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, 
except it abide in the vine ; no more can ye, except ye abide in Me: I 
am the vine, ye are the branches : he that abideth in Me, and I in him,' 
the same bringeth forth much fruit : for without Me ye can do nothing. 
If a man abide not in Me, he is cast forth as a branch, and is withered ; 
and men gather them, and cast them into the fii'e, and they are burned. 
If ye abide in Me, and My words abide in you, ye shall ask what ye 
will, and it shall be done unto you. Herein is My Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit ; so shall ye be My disciples. As the Father hath 
loved Me, so have I loved you : continue ye in My love. If ye keep My 
commandments, ye shall abide in My love ; even as I have kept My 
Father's commandments, and abide in His love. These things have I 
dpoken unto you, that My joy might remain in you, and that your joy 
might be full. 

This is My commandment. That ye love one another, as I have loved 
you. Greater love hath no man than this, that a man lay down his . 
life for his friends. Ye are My friends, if ye do whatsoever I command 
you. Henceforth I call you not servants ; for the servant knoweth not 
what his lord doeth : but I have called you friends ; for all things that 
I have heard of My Father I have made known unto you. Ye have 
not chosen Me, but I have chosen you, and ordained you, that ye should 
go and bring forth fruit, and that your fruit should remain : that 
whatsoever ye shall ask of the Father in My name, He may give it you. 
These things I command you, that ye love one another. 

If the world hate you, ye know that it hated Me before it hated you. 
If ye were of the world, the world would love his own : but because ye 
are not of the world, but I have chosen you out of the world, therefore 
the world hateth you. Remember the word that I said unto you. The 
servant is not greater than his lord. If they have persecuted Me, they 
will also persecute you ; if they have kept My saying, they will keep yours 
also. But all these things will they do unto you for My name's sake^ 
because they know not Him that sent Me. If I had not come and spoken 
unto them, they had not had sin : but now they have no cloke for theh* ' 
sin. He that hateth Me hateth My Father aJso. If I had not done 
Among them the works which none other man did, they had not bLftsl 
sin : but now have they both Been M\d)a»XftaL\»'OQ. '^'^ «s^V^c^ ^^^jsscsst.

But this Cometh to pass, that the word might be fulfilled that is written, 
in their law, They hated Me without a cause. But when the Comforter, 
is come, whom I will send unto you from the Father, even the Spirit o^ 
truth, which proceedeth from the Father, He shall testify of Me : and 
ye also shall bear witness, because ye have been with Me from the 
beginning.

These things have I spoken unto you that ye should not be offended. 
They shall put you out of the synagogues : yea, the time cometh, that 
whosoever killeth you will think that he doeth God service. And theac^ 
things will they do unto you, because they have not known the Father^! 
nor Me. But these things have I told you, that when the time shall 
come, ye may remember that I told you of them. And these things T, 
said not unto you at the beginning, because I was with you. But now. 
I go My way to Him that sent Me ; and none of you asketh Me,^ 
Whither goest Thou ? But because I have said these things unto you,^ 
sorrow hath filled your heart. Nevertheless I tell you the truth ; it is' 
expedient for you that I go away : for if I go not away, the Comforter, 
will not come unto you : but if I depart, I will send Him unte you. 
And when He is come, He will reprove the world of sin, and. 
of righteousness, and of judgment : of sin, because they believe not on 
Me ; of righteousness, because I go to My Father, and ye see Me no ' 
more ; of judgment, because the prince of this world is judged. I have 
yet many things to say unte you, but ye cannot bear them now. 
Howbeit when He, the Spirit of truth, is come, He will guide you into 
all truth : for He shall not speak of Himself, but whatsoever He shall 
hear, that shall He speak : and He will shew you things to come. He 
shall glorify Me : for He shall receive of Mine, and shall shew it unte 
you. All things that the Father hath are Mine : therefore said I that 
He shall take of Mine, and shall shew it unte you. 

A little while, and ye shall not see Me : and again, a little while, 
and ye shall see Me, because I go te the Father.

cannot tell what He saith. Now Jesus knew that they were desirouB 
to ask Him, and said unto them, Do ye enquire among yourselves of 
that I said, A little while, and ye shall not see Me : and again, a little 
while, and ye shall see Me ? Verily, verily, I say unto you, That ye 
shall weep and lament, but the world shall rejoice : and ye shall be 
sorrowful, but your sorrow shall be turned into joy. A woman when 
she is in travail hath sorrow, because her hour is come : but as soon as 
she is delivered of the child, she remembereth no more the anguish, for 
joy that a man is born into the world. And ye now therefore have 
sorrow : but I will see you again, and your heart shall rejoice, and your 
joy no man taketh from you. 

And in that day ye shall ask Me nothing. Verily, verily, I say unto 
you. Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father in My name, He will give it 
you. Hitherto have ye asked nothing in My name : ask, and ye shall 
receive, that your joy may be full. These things have I spoken unto 
you in proverbs : but the time cometh, when I shall no more speak 
unto you in proverbs, but I shall shew you plainly of the Father. At 
that day ye shall ask in My name : and I say not unto you, that I will- 
pray the Father for you : for the Father Himself loveth you, because 
ye have loved Me, and have believed that I came out from God. 

I came forth from the Father, and am come into the world : again, 
I. leave the world, and go to the Father. 

His disciples said unto Him, Lo, now speakest Thou plainly, and 
speakest no proverb. Now are we sure that Thou knowest all things, 
and needest not that any man should ask Thee : by this we believe that 
Thou camest forth from God. Jesus answered them, Do ye now believe? 
Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is now come, that ye shall be scattered, 
every man to his own, and shall leave Me alone : and yet I am not 
alone, because the Father is with Me. These things X have spoken unto 
you, that in Me ye might have peace. In the world ye shall have tribu- 
lation : but be of good cheer ; I have overcome the world.

glorify Thee : as Thou hast given Him power over all flesh, that He 
should give eternal life to as many as Thou hast given Him. And thi» 
is life eternal, that they might know Thee the only true Gk)d, and Jesuit 
Christ, whom Thou hast sent. I have glorified Thee on the earth : I 
have finished the work which Thou gavest Me to do. And now, O 
Father, glorify Thou Me with Thine own self with the glory which I 
had with Thee before the world was. 

I have manifested Thy name unto the men which Thou gavest Me 
out of the world : Thine they were, and Thou gavest them Me ; and 
they have kept Thy word. Now they have known that all things what* 
soever Thou hast given Me are of Thee. For I have given unto theta 
the words which Thou gavest Me ; and they have received tkenij and 
have known surely that I came out from Thee, and they have believed 
that Thou didst send Me. I pray for them : I pray not for the worlds 
but for them which Thou hast given Me ; for they are Thine. And all 
Mine are Thine, and Thine are Mine ; and I am glorified in them. And 
now I am no more in the world, but these are in the world, and I comei 
to Thee. Holy Father, keep through Thine own name those whom 
Thou hast given Me, that they may be one, as We are. While I was 
with them m the world, I kept them in Thy name : those that Thou 
gavest Me I have kept, and none of them is lost, but the son of perdi* 
tion ; that the Scripture might be fulfilled. And now come I to Thee ; 
and these things I speak in the world, that they might have My joy 
fulfilled in themselves. I have given them Thy word ; and the world 
hath hated them, because they are not of the world, even as I am not 
of the world. I pray not that Thou shouldest take them out of the 
world, but that Thou shouldest keep them from the evil. They are not 
of the world, even as I am not of the world. Sanctify them through 
Thy truth : Thy word is truth. As Thou hast sent Me into the world, 
even so have I also sent them into the world. And for their sakes I 
sanctify Myself, that they also might be sanctified through the truth. 
Neither pray 1 for these alone, but for them also which shall believe on 
Me through their word ; that they all may be one ; as Thou, Father, 
art in Me, and I in Thee, that they also may be one in Us : that the 
world may believe that Thou hast sent Me. And the glory which Thou 
gavest Me I have given them ; that they may be one, even as We are 
one : I in them, and Thou in Me, that they may be made perfect in 
<?//<? / and that the world may know that Thou hast sent Me. and hast 
y^^^ed them, as Thou bast loved Me. Father, I vnll that they also, 
^^^ ra^i/ Ji^t given Me, be with Me wTiere 1 wxi*, ^i>a»}t \JBfi?3 Tassj

behold My glory, which Thou hast given Me : for Thou lovedBt Me- 
before the foundation of the world. O righteous Father, the world, 
hath not known Thee : but I have known Thee, and these have 
known that Thou hast sent Me. And I have declared unto them Thy 
name, and will declare it : that the love wherewith Thou hast loved ld[e 
may be in them, and I in them. 

When Jesus had spoken these words, and when they had sung an 
hymn, He came out, and went, as He was wont, to the mount of 
Olives ; and His disciples also followed Him over the brook Cedron. 
Then saith Jesus unto them. All ye shall be offended because of Me this- 
night : for it is written, I will smite the Shepherd, and the sheep of the 
flock shall be scattered abroad. But after I am risen again, I will gOv 
before you into Galilee. Peter answered and said unto Him, Though 
all men shall be offended because of Thee, yet will I never be offend^ 
And Jesus saith unto him, Verily I say unto thee, That this day, even in 
this night, before the cock crow twice, thou shalt deny me thrice. But- 
he spake the more vehemently, If I should die with Thee, I will not- 
deuy Thee in any wise. Likewise also said all the disciples. 

22. -Jesus' agony and betrayal in Gethsemane. 

St Matt. 26. 36-56 ; St Mark 14. 32-52 ; St Luke 22. 40-53 ; St

The Garden of Oethsemane. 

Then cometh Jesus with them unto a place called Gethsemane,. 
where was a garden, into the which He entered, and His disciples. And 
when He was at the place, He said unto them. Pray that ye enter not- 
into temptation. Sit ye here, while I go and pray yonder. And He 
was withdrawn from them about a stone's cast. And He took with Him. 
Peter and the two sons of Zebedee, James and John, and began to be^ 
sorrowful and very heavy. Then saith He unto them. My soul is. 
exceeding sorrowful, even unto death : tarry ye here, and watch with . 
Me. And He went a little further, and kneeled down, and fell on His 
face on the ground, and prayed that, if it were possible, the hour might 
pass from Him. And He said, Abba, Father, all things are possible 
unto Thee ; My FaUier, if it be possible, if Thou be willing, remove 
this cup from Me : nevertheless, not My will, but Thine, be done. And . 
there appeared an angel unto Him from heaven, strengthening Him. 
And being in an agony He prayed more earneatlY •» wasl HJa* '?s*;'836it^^''awaw. 
as it were great drops of blood iaWm^ ^Qi^\i \ft ^^ ^«2»\ikA..

And He cometh unto the disciples, and findeth them asleep, and 
tndth unto Peter, Simon, sleepest thou ? What, could ye not watch with 
Me one hour 1 "Watch and pray, that ye enter not into temptation : 
the spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is weak. He went away again 
tlie second time, and prayed, and spake the same words, saying, My 
Father, if this cup may not pass away from Me, except I drink it, Thy 
will be done. And when He returned, He found them asleep again (for 
their eyes were heavy), neither wist they what to answer Him. And 
He left them, and went away again, and prayed the third time, using 
the same words. 

And He cometh the third time to His disciples, and saith unto 
ti[iem, Sleep on now, and take your rest : it is enough. Behold, the 
hour is at hand, and the Son of man is betrayed into the hands of 
sinners. Rise, let us be going : behold, he is at hand that doth betray 
Me. And when He rose up from prayer, and was come to His disciples, 
He found them sleeping for sorrow, and said unto them, Why sleep ye ? 
rise and pray, lest ye enter into temptation. % 

And Judas also, which betrayed Him, knew the place : for Jesus 
ofttimes resorted thither with His disciples. Judas then, having 
received a band of men and officers from the chief priests and Pharisees, 

• cometh thither with lanterns and torches and weapons. And imme- 
diately, while He yet spake, cometh Judas, one of the twelve, and with 
him a great multitude with swords and staves, from the chief priests 

• and the Scribes and the elders of the people. 

Jesus therefore, knowing all things that should come upon Him, 
went forth, and said unto them, Whom seek ye ? They answered Him, 
Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus saith unto them, I am He. And Judas also, 
which betrayed Him, stood with them. As soon then as He had said 

• unto them, I am He, they went backward, and fell to the ground. 
Then asked He them again. Whom seek ye ? And they said, Jesus of 
Nazareth. Jesus answered, I have told you that I am He : if therefore 

. ye seek Me, let these go their way : that the saying might be fulfilled, 

which He spake, Of them which Thou gavest Me have I lost none. Now 

he that betrayed Him gave them a sign, saying, Whomsoever I shall 

kiss, that same is He : hold Him fast, and lead Him away safely. And 

as soon as he was come, he goeth straightway, and drew near unto Jesus 

to kiss Him, and saith, Hail, Master, Master ; and kissed Him. And

follow, they said unto Him, Lord, shall we smite with the sword ? And 
one of them that stood by with Jesus stretched out his hand, and drew 
his sword, and struck a servant of the high pnest's, and cut off his right 
ear. The 8er\'^ant's name was Malchus. And Jesus answered and said^ 
Buffer ye thus far. And He touched his ear, and healed him. 
Then said Jesus unto Peter, Put up thy sword into the sheath : 
for all they that take the sword shall perish with the sword.. 
The cup which My Father hath given Me, shall I not drink it I 
Thinkest thou that 1 cannot now pray to My Father, and He shall pre- 
sently give Me more than twelve legions of angels ? But how then snail 
the Scriptures be fulfilled, that thus it must be? In that same hour 
Jesus said unto the chief priests and captains of the temple, and the 
elders, which were come to Him, Be ye come out, as against a thief, with 
swords and staves for to take Me ? When I was daily with you in the 
temple, ye stretched forth no hands against Me : but this is your hour 
and the power of darkness. But all this was done, that the Scripturea 
of the prophets might be fulfilled. Then all the diuciples forsook Him^ 
and fled. And there followed Him a certain young man, having a linen 
cloth cast about his naked body ; and the young men laid hold on him : 
and he left the linen cloth, and fled from them naked.

Then the band and the captain and oflicera of the Jews took Jesuf^ 
and bound Him, and led Him away to Annas first ; for he was father-in* 
law to Caiaphas, which was the high prieHfc that same year. Now 
Caiaphas was he whicli gave counsel to the Jews, that it was expedient 
that one man should die for the people. And they that had laid hol4 
oiQ JesAis led Him away to Caiaphas the high priest, and brought Him 
into the high priest's house. And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and m 
^d another disciple : that disciple was known unto the Iiigh priest, and 
went in with Jesus into the pisilace of the high priest. But Peter stood 
at the door without. Then went out that other disciple, which waa 
known unto the high priest^ and spake unto her tliat kept the door, and 
broi^ht in Peter.

irine. Jesus answered him, I spake openly to the world ; I ever taught 
in the synagogue, and in the temple, whither the Jews always resort ; 
^and in secret have I said nothing. Why askest thou Me ? ask them which 
heard Me, what I have said unto them : behold, they know what I saidl 
And when He had thus spoken, one of the officers which stood by struck 
Jesus with the palm of hia hand, saying, Answerest Thou the high priest 
80 ? Jesus answered him. If I have spoken evil, bear witness oif the 
evil ; but if well, why smitest thou Me? Now Annas had sent Him 
bound unto Caiaphas the high priest. And with him were 
assembled all the chief priests and the elders and the 
Bcribes. And Peter followed Him afar ofiF, even into the palace of 
the high priest. And when they had kindled a fire in the midst of the 
faall, and were set down together, Peter sat down among the servants, 
and warmed himself at the fire, to see the end. 

Now the chief priests, and elders, and all the council, sought fi&lse 
witness against Jesus, to put Him to death ; but found none : yeti, 
though many false witnesses came, yet found they none ; their witness 
Bgre^ not together. At the last came two false witnesses, and bare 
false witness against Him, saying, We heard Him say, I am able to 
destroy the temple of God, that is made with hands, and within three 
days I will buUd another made without hands. ' But neither so did 
their witness agree together. And the high priest stood up in the 
midst, and asked Jesus, saying, Answerest Thou nothing ? what is it 
which these witness against Thee? But He held His peace, and 
answered nothing. Again the high priest asked Him, and said unto 
Him, I adjure Thee by the living God, that Thou tell us whether Thou 
be the Chiist, the Son of God, the Son of the Blessed ? Jesus saith 
unto him, Thou hast said : nevertheless I say unto you, Hereafter shall 
ye see the Son of man sitting on the right hand of power, and coming 
m the clouds of heaven. Then the high priest rent his clothes, saying, 
He hath spoken blasphemy ; what further need have we of witnesses ? 
behold, now ye have heard His blasphemy. What think ye ? And they 
all condemned Him to be guilty of death. And the men that held 
Jesus mocked Him, and smote Him. And some began to spit on Him, 
and to cover His face, and to buffet Him. And when they had blind- 
f )lded Him, they struck Him on the face ; and others smote Him with 
the palms of their hands, saying, Prophesy unto us. Thou Christ, who 
» J^0 that smote Thee ? Ana many other things blasphemously spake 
^Aej" agrainat Him.

maids of the high priest, the damsel that kept the door ; and when she 
4saw Peter, as he sat by the fire warming himself, she looked upon him. 
aod said, And thou also wast with Jesus of Nazareth. Art not thou 
■also one of this man's disciples ? But he denied before them all, saying,. 
Woman, I know Him not ; neither understand I what thou sayest: 
And he went out into the porch ; and the cock crew. 

And the servants and officers stood there, who had made a fire of 
coals : for it was cold : and they warmed themselves : and Peter stood 
with them, and warmed himself. And after a little while, and when 
he was gone out into the porch, another maid saw him, and said unto 
them that were there. This is one of them, this fdlow was 
also with Jesus of Nazareth. They saic^ therefore unto him, 
Art not thou also one of His disciples ? And again he denied 
with an oath, I do not know the man. And about the space 
of one hour after, they that stood by said again to Peter, Surely thou 
art one of them : for thou art a Galilsean, and thy speech agi^eeth 
ithereto. One of the servants of the high priest, being his lunsman whose 
ear^Peter cut off, saith, Did not I see thee in the garden with Him ? 
But he began to curse and to swear, mying, I know not this man of 
whom ye speak. And immediately the second time, while he yet spake, 
the cock crew. And the Lord turned, and looked upon Peter. And 
Peter remembered the word of the Lord, how He had said unto him. 
Before the cock crow twice, thou shalt deny Me bhiice. And when he 
thought thereon, he went out and wept bitterly. 

And as soon as it was day, the elders of the people and the chief 
priests and the Scribes came together, and led Him into their council, 
saying, Art Thou the Chiist ? tell us. And He said unto them. If I 
tell you, ye will not believe : and if I also ask you, ye will not answer 
Me, nor let Me go. Hereafter shall the Son of man sit on the right 
hand of the power of God. Then said they all. Art Thou then the Son 
of Qod ? And He said unto them, Ye say that I am. And they said, 
What need we any further witness ? for we ourselves have heard of His 
own mouth. 

And straightway when the morning was come, all the chief priests 
held a consultation with the elders of the people and Scribes and the whole 
council against Jesus to put Him to death ; -and when they had bound 
Him, the whole multitude of them arose, and led Him away from 
Oaiaphas unto the hall of judgment, and delivered Him to Pontius 
Pilate the (Governor ; and it was eaiV^.

oondemned, repented himself, and brought again the thirty pieces of 
silver to the chief priests and elders, saying, I have sinned in that I 
liave betrayed the innocent blood. And they said, What is that to u6 ? 
see thou to Oiat And he cast down the pieces of silver in the temple,, 
and departed, and went and hanged himself. And the chief priests 
took the silver pieces, and said, It is not lawful for to put them into the 
•treasury, because it is the price of blood. And they took counsel, and 
bought with them the potter's field, to bury strangers in. Wherefore 
that field was called The field of blood, unto this day. Then was 
fulfilled that which was spoken by Jeremy the prophet, saying, And 
they took the thirty pieces of silver, the price of Him that was valued,, 
whom they of the children of Israel did value ; and gave them for the 
potter's field, as the Lord appointed me. 

24.— Jesus* Trial before Pontius Pilate.

And they themselves went not into th<» judgment hall, lest Ihey 
jBhould be defiled ; but that they might eat the passover. Pilate then 
urent out unto them, and said, What accusation bring ye against this 
man ? They answered and said unto him, If He were not a malefactor, 
we would not have delivered Him up unto thee. Then said Pilate 
unto them, Take ye Him, and judge Him according to your law. The 
JewB therefore said unto him. It is not lawful for us to put any man to 
death : that the saying of Jesus might be fulfilled, which He spake,. 
Bignifying what death He should die. 

Then Pilate entered into the judgment hall again, and called Jesus* 

and said unto Him, Art Thou the Kmg of the Jews ?. Jesus answered 

him, Sayest thou this thing of thyself, or did others tell it thee of Me ? 

Pilate answered, Am I a Jew ? Thine own nation and the chief priests 

have delivered Thee unto me : what hast Thou done ? Jesus answered^ 

My kingdom is not of this world : if My kingdom were of this world, 

4 hen would My servants fight, that I should not be delivered to the 

Jews : now is My kingdom not from hence. Pilate therefore said unt» 

film, Art Thou a king then ? Jesus answered, Thou sayest that I am 

a king. To this end was I born, and for this cause came I into the 

jrarJd, that 1 should bear vdtness unto the truth. Every one that is of 

^e truth heareth My voice. Pilate salth unto Him, What is truth ? 

-Ao«/ frhen he had said this, he went out again unto ^ikt ie.'v^, «Xi^!ft;^V

onto them, I find in Him no fault at ail. But ye have a custom, that I 
should release unto you one at the passover : will ye therefore that 1 
release unto you the King of the Jews ? Then cried they all again, 
saying, Not this man, but Barabbas. Now Barabbas was a robber. 

Then Pilate therefore took Jesus, and scourged Him. And the 
soldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put U on His head, and they 
put on Him a purple robe, and said, Hail, King of the Jews ! and they 
smote Him with their hands. 

Pilate therefore went forth again, and saith unto them, Behold, I 
bring Him forth to you, that ye may know that I find no fault in Him. 
Then came Jesus forth, wearing the crown of thorns,, and the purple 
robe. And Pilate saith unto them. Behold the Man ! When tlie chief 
priests therefore and officers saw Him, they cried out, saying, Crucify 
Him^ crucify Him. Pilate saith unto them, Take ye Him, and crucify 
Him : for I find no fault in Him. The Jews answered him, We have a 
law, and by our law He ought to die, because He made himself the Son 
of God. When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he was the more 
afraid ; and went again into the judgment hall, and saith unto Jesus, 
Whence art Thou ? But Jesus gave him no answer. Then saith Pilate 
unto Him, Speakest Thou not unto me ? knowest Thou not that I have 
power to crucify Thee, and have power to release Thee? Jesus 
answered, Thou couldest have no power at all against Me, except it 
were given thee from above : therefore he that delivered Me unto thee 
hath the greater sin. 

And from thenceforth Pilate sought to release Him : but the Jews 
cried out, saying, If thou let this man go, thou art not Caesar's friend : 
whosoever maketh himself a king speaketh against Caesar. 

When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he brought Jesus forth, 
and sat down in the judgment seat in a place that is called the Pave- 
ment, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the preparation of 
tiie passover, and about the sixth hour. 

And Jesus stood before the governor ; and they began to accuse 
Him, saying, We found this /cWow perverting the nation, and forbidding 
to give tribute to Caesar, saying that He Himself is Christ a King. And 
Pilate, the governor, asked Him, saying, Art Thou the King of the 
Jews ? And Jesus said unto him, Thou sayest. And the chief priests 
Bcoused Him of many things : and when He was accused of the chief 
priests and elders. He answered nothing. And Pilate asked Him again, 
saying, Answerest Thou nothing '{ b^VvoVd, \iea.\^»»\j "Wiss^ \Na\.^«^ ^sasws?^

■ Then said Pilate to the chief priests and to the people, I find no fault 
in this man. And they were the mdre fierce, saying, He stirreth up 
the people, teaching throughout all Jewry, beginning from Galilee to 
this place. 

25.— Jesus sent to Herod, and afterwards oondemned 

by Pilate. 

St Matt. 27. 16-26 ; St Mark 15. 6-15 ; St Luke 23. 6-25 ;

When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether the man were a 
Galilsean. And as soon as he knew that He belonged unto Herod's 
jurisdiction, he sent Him to Herod, who himself also was at Jerusalem 
at that time. And when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding giad ; for 
he was desirous to see Him of a long season^ because he bad heard many 
things of Him ; and he hoped to have seen some miracle done by Hiok 
Then he questioned with Him in many words ; but He answered him 
nothing. And the chief priests and Scribes stood and vehemenUj 
accused Him. And Herod with his men of war set Him at nought, and 
mocked //im, and arrayed Him in a gorgeous robe, and sent Him again 
to Pilate. And the same day Pilate and Herod were made friends 
together : for before they were at enmity between themselves. And he 
saith unto the Jews, Behold your King ! But they cried out, Away 
with Him^ away with Hinif crucify Him. Pilate saith unto them, 
Shall I crucify your King ? The cliief i)riests answered. We have no 
King but Cscsar. 

And Pilate, when he had called tx)gether the chief priests and the 
rulers and the people, said unto them, Ye have brought this man unto 
me, as one that perverteth the people : and, behold, I, having examined 
Him before you, have found no fault in this man touching those things 
whereof ye accuse Him : no, nor yet Herod : for I sent you to him, and 
lo, nothing worthy of death is done unto Him. I will therefore chastise 
Him, and release Him, 

Now at that feast the governor was wont to release unto the people 

one prisoner, whomsoever they desired. (For of necessity he must 

-no/ease one unto them at the feast). And they had then a notable

ever done unto them. Therefore when they were gathered together, 
Pilate said unto them, Whom will ye that I release unto you ? Barab- 
bae, or Jesus which is called Christ, the King of the Jews ? For he 
knew that the chief priests had delivered Him for envy. 

When he was set down on the judgment seat, his wife sent unto 
him, saying, Have thou nothing to do with that just man : for I have 
jjuffered many thina^s this day in a dream because of Him. But the chief 
priests and elders persuaded the multitude that they should, ask that 
he should rather release Barabbas unto them, and destroy Jesus. And 
they cried out all at once, saying, Away with this man, and release unto 
us Barabbas (who for a certain sedition made in the city, and for 
murder^ was cast into prison). . Pilate therefore, willing to release Jesus, 
jspake again to them, Whether of the twain will ye that I release unto 
you ? They said, Barabbas. Pilate saith unto them. What shall I do 
iihen with Jesus, which is called Christ ? — unto Him whom ye call the 
• King of the Jews ? And they cried out again, saying, Crucify Him^ 
let Him be crucified. And the governor said unto them the third time, 
Why, what evil hath He done ? I have found no cause of death in Him : 
I will therefore chastise Him, and let Him go. And they were instant 
with loud voices, requiring that He might be crucified. And they cried 
out the more exceedingly, Crucify Him. When Pilate saw that he could 
prerail nothing, but that rather a tumult was made, he took water, and 
washed kis hands before the multitude, saying, I am innocent of the 
blood of this just person : see ye to it. Then answered all the people, 
^and said, His blood be on us, and on our children. And the voices of 
them and of the chief priests prevailed. And so Pilate, willing to con- 
tent the people, gave sentence that it should be as they required. And 
he released unto them him that for sedition and murder was cast . into 
•prison, whom they had desired ; but he delivered Jesus, when he had 
jscourged Him, to their will, to be crucified.

reed in His right hand : and they bowed the knee before Him, an4 
began to salute Him, and mocked Him, sayiDg, Hail, King of the Jews ! 
And they smote Him on the head with a reed, and did spit upon Him, 
and bowing their knees worshipped Him. And when they had mocked 
Him, they took off the purple from Him, and put His own clothes on 
Him, and led Him out to crucify Him. 

And as they led Him away, they laid hold upon one Simon, a 
Cyrenian, who passed by, coming out of the country, the father of Alex- 
ander and Rufus, him they compelled, and on him they laid the cross, 
that he might bear it after Jesus. 

And there followed Him a great company of people, and of women, 
which also bewailed and lamented Him. But Jesus turning unto them 
said. Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for Me, but weep for yourselves, 
and for your children. For, behold, the days are coming, in the which 
they shall say. Blessed are the barren, and the wombs that never bare^ 
and the paps which never gave suck. Then shall they begin to say to 
the mountains. Fall on us ; and to the hills, Cover us. For if they do 
these things in a green tree, what shall be done in the dry ? And tb^ 
were also two other, malefactors, led with Him to be put to death. 

And He bearing His cross went forth. And when they were come 
unto a place called Golgotha, which is called Calvary, which is, being 
interpreted. The place of a skull, they gave Him vinegar to drink, 
mingled with gall : and when He had tasted thereof y He would not drink. 

There they crucified Him, and the two malefactors with Him, one on 
the right hand, and the other on the left, and Jesus in the midst. Then 
said Jesus, Father, forgive them ; for they know not what they do. 

And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the cross. And the writing 
was, Jesus of Nazareth the King of the Jews. This title then read 
many of the Jews : for the place where Jesus was crucified was nigh to 
the city : and it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. Then 
said the chief priests of the Jews to Pilate, Write not. The King of the 
Jews ; but that He said, I am King of the Jews. Pilate answered. 
What I have written, I have written. 

Then the soldiers, when they had crucified Jesus, took His garments, 

and made four parts, to every soldier a part ; and also Ifis coat : 

now the coat was without seam, woven from the top throughout. They

And sitting down they watched Him there ; and get up over His 
head His. accusation, and the superscription of His accusation was written 
over, This is Jesus the King op the Jews. And with Him they crucify 
two thieves ; the one on His right hand, and the other on His left. And 
the Scripture was fulfilled which saith, And He was numbered with the 
transgressors. 

And the people stood beholding. And they that passed by railed 
on Him, wagging their heads, and saying, Ah, Thou that destroyest the 
temple, and buildest it in three days, save Thyself. If Thou be the Son 
of God, come down from the cross. Likewise also the chief priests 
mocking Hinif with the Scribes and elders, and the rulers also with 
them derided Him^ saying, He saved others ; Himself He cannot save. 
Let Him save Himself, if He be Christy the chosen of Qod. If He 
be the King of Israel, let Him now come down from the cross, that we 
may see, and we will believe Him. He trusted in God ; let Him deliver 
Him now, if He will have Him : for He said, I am the Son of God. 

And the soldiers also mocked Him, coming to Him, and offering 
Him vinegar, and saying. If Thou be the king of the Jews, save Thyself. 
And a superscription also was written over Him in letters of Greek, and 
Latin, and Hebrew, This is the Kino of the Jews. 

■ The thieves also, which were crucified with Him, cast the same in 
His teeth. One of the malefactors which were hanged railed 
on Him^ saying. If Thou be Christ, save Thyself and us. But 
the other answering rebuked him, saying, Dost not thou fear 
God, seeing thou art in the same condemnation ? And we 
indeed justly ; for we receive the due reward of our deeds : but this 
man hath done nothing amiss. And he said unto Jesus, Lord, remem- 
ber me when Thou comest into Thy kingdom. And Jesus said unto 
him, Verily I say unto thee. To-day shalt thou be with Me in paradise. 

Now there stood by the cross of Jesus His mother, and His mother's 
sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When Jesus 
therefore saw His mother, and the disciple standing by, whom He loved. 
He saith unto His mother. Woman, behold thy son ! Then saith He 
to the disciple, Behold thy mother ! And from that hour that disciple 
took her unto his own home. 

And when the sixth hour was come, there was darkness over the 
whole land until the ninth hour ; and the sun was darkened. And 
ftbout the ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli, Eli,

After this, Jesus knowing that all things were now accomplished^ 
that the Scriptures might be fulfi^ed, saith. I thirst. Kow 
Uiere was set a vessel full of vinegar. And straightway one of 
them ran, and took a spunge, and filled it with vinegar, and put U on tk 
reed, and gave Him to drink. The rest said, Let be, let us see whether 
Elias will come to save Him. When Jesus therefore had received the 
vin^ar, He said, It is finished : and the veil of the temple was rent in 
the midst. 

And when Jesus had cried with a loud voice, He said. Father, into 
Thy hands I commend My spirit : and having said thus, He bowed His 
head, and gave up the ghost. 

27.— Jesus Buried, and the Sepulchre Guarded. 

St Matt. 27. 51-66 ; St Mark 15. 88-47 ; St Luke 23. 47-56 ; 

St John 19. 31-42.

And, behold, the veil of the temple was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom ; and the earth did quake, and the rocks rent ; and the 
graves were opened ; and many bodies of the saints which slept arose, 
and came out of the graves after His resurrection, and went into the 
holy city, and appeared unto many. 

And when the centurion, which stood over against Him, and they 
that were with Him, watcliing Jesus, saw the earthquake, and those 
things that were done, that He so cried out, and gave up the ghost, 
they feared greatly, saying. Truly this was the Son of God. And all 
the people that came together to that sight, beholding the things which 
were done, smote their breasts, and returned. And all His acquaint- 
ance, and the women that followed Jesus from Galilee, ministering unto 
Him, stood afar off, beholding these things ; among whom was Mary 
Magdalene, and Mary the mother of James the less and of Joses and 
Salome ; the mother of Zebedee's children (who also, when He was in 
Galilee, followed Him, and ministered unto Him ;) and many other 
women which came up with Him unto Jerusalem. 

The Jews therefore, because it was the preparation, that the bodies 

should not remain on the cross on the Sabbath day (for that Sabbath 

riaj^ was an high day), besought Pilate that their legs might; be broken, 

i*nd tAat they might be taken away. Then came the soldiers, and brake

Bide, and forthwith came there out blood and water. And he that saw 
it bare record, and his record is true : and he knoweth that he saith 
true, that ye might believe. For these things were done, that the 
Scripture should be fulfilled, A bone of Him shall not be broken. And 
again another Scripture saith, They shall look on Him whom they pierced. 

And after this, when the^ even was come, because it was the prepara- 
tion, that is, the day before the Sabbath, there came a rich man of 
Arimathe3a, named Joseph, an honourable counsellor, and he ivds a good 
man, and a just (the same had not consented to the counsel and deed 
of them :) he was of Arimathsea, a city of the Jews : who also himself 
waited for the kingdom of God, being a disciple of Jesus, but secretly 
for fear of the Jews. This Ttian went in boldly unto Pilate, and begged 
that he might take away the body of Jesus. And Pilate marvelled if 
He were already dead: and calling unto him the centurion, he asked him 
whether He had been any while dead. And when he knew it of the 
centurion, then Pilate commanded the body to be delivered to Joseph. 
He came therefore, and took the body of Jesus- And there came tdso 
Nicodemus, which at the first came to Jesus by night, and brought a 
mixture of myrrh and aloes, about an hundred pound weight. And 
when Joseph had taken the body down, he wrapped it in a clean linen 
cloth, with the spices, as the manner of the Jews is to bury. 

Now in the place where He was crucified there was a garden ; and 
in the garden a new sepulchre, wherein was never man yet laid. There 
laid they Jesus therefore in Joseph's own new tomb, which he had hewn out 
in the rock, because of the Jews' preparation day, for the sepulchre was 
nigh at hand. And he rolled a great stone to the door of the sepulchre, 
and departed. And that day was the preparation, and the Sabbath 
drew on. And the women also, Mary Magdalene, and the other Mar^, 
tiie another of Joses. which came with Him from Galilee, followed after, 
and sitting over against the sepulchre, beheld the sepulchre, and how 
His body was laid. And they returned, and prepared spices and oint- 
ments ; and rested the Sabbath day, according to the commandment. 

Now the next day, that followed the day of the preparation, the 
chief priests and Pharisees came together unto Pilate, saying, Sir, we 
remember that that deceiver said, while He was yet alive. After three 
days I will rise again. Command therefore that the sepulchre be made 
sure until the third day, lest His disciples come by night, and steal Him 
away, and say unto the people. He is risen from the dead : so the last 
error shall be worse than the first.

St Matt. 28. 1-8, 11-15 ; St Mark 16. 1-11 ; St Luke 24. M2 ; 

St John 20. 1-18. 

Outside Jerusalem. 

And when the Sabbath vttA past, Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother 
of James, and Salome, had bought sweet spioes, that they might come 
and anoint Him. In the end of the Sabbath, as it began to dawn toward 
the first day of the week, came Mary Magdalene and the other Mary to 
see the sepulchre, at the rising of the sun. And, behold, there was a 
great earthquake : for the angel of the Lord descended from heaven, 
and came and rolled back the stone from the door, and sat upon it. His 
countenance was like lightning, and his raiment white as snow : and for 
fear of him the keepers did shake, and became as dead men. 

And they said among themselves. Who shall roll us away the stone 
from the door of the sepulchre ? And when they looked, they saw that 
the stone was rolled away : for it was very great 

And the angel answered and said unto the women, Fear not ye : for 
I know that ye seek Jesus, which was crucified. He is not here : for 
He is risen, as He said. Come, see the place where the Lord lay. And 
filtering into the sepulchre, they saw a young man sitting on ihe right 
ea'de,^ clothed iu a long white garment ; and they were afinghted. ^d 
Aeaaitb unto them, Be not affrighted: Ye seek Jeaw* oi Nazareth, which

laid Him. But go your way quickly, and tell His disciples, and Feter, 
that He is risen from the dead ; and, behold, He goeth before you into 
Qalilee ; there shall ye see Him, as He said unto you : lo, I lutve told 
you. And they went out quickly, and fled from the sepulchre, with 
fear and great joy, for they trembled and were amazed, and did run to 
bring His disciples word : neither said they any thing to any man ; for 
they were afraid. 

Now when they were going, behold, some of the watch came into 
the city, and shewed unto the chief priests all the things that were done. 
And whien they were assembled with the elders, and had taken counsel, 
they gave lai-ge money unto the soldiers, saying. Say ye, His disciples 
came by night, and stole Him away while we slept. Ajid if this come 
to the governor's ears, we will persuade him, and secure you. So they 
took the money, and did as they were taught : and this saying is com- 
monly reported among the Jews until this day. 

Now upon the first day of the week, very early in the morning, they 
came untu the sepulchre, bringing the spices which they had prepared, 
and certain othert with them. And they found the stone rolled away 
from the sepulchre. And they entered in, and found not the body of 
the Lord Jesus. And it came to pass, as they were much perplexed 
thereabout, behold, two men stood by them in shining garments : and 
as they were afraid, and bowed down their faces to the eaii;h, they said 
unto them. Why seek ye the living among the dead ? He is not here, 
but is risen : remember how He spake unto you when He was yet in 
Galilee, saying, The Son of man must be delivered into the hands of 
sinful men, and be crucified, and the third day rise again. And they 
remembered His words, and returned from the. sepulchre, and told all 
these things unto the eleven, and to all the rest. And their words 
seemed to them as idle tales, and they believed them not. 

The first day of the week cometh Mary Magdalene early, when it 
was yet dark, unto the sepulchre, and seeth the stone taken away from 
the sepulchre. Then she runneth, and cometh to Simon Peter, and to 
the other disciple, whom Jesus loved, and saith unto them. They have 
taken away the Lord out of the sepulchre, and we know not where they 
have laid Him. It was Mary Magdalene, and Joanna, and Mary the 
mother of James, and other women that wei'e with them, which told these 
things unto the apostles. 

Peter therefore went forth, and that other disciple, and came to the 
sepulchra So they ran both together •. wi'^^V^fe ^^3weit $i>&<»;s$sfe5s^>-*=?«s^^^

looking «n, saw the linen clothes lying ; yet went he not in. Then 
cometh Simon Peter following him, and went into the sepulchre, and 
seeth the linen clothes lie, and the napkin, that was about His head; 
not lying with the linen clothes, but wrapped together in a place by 
itself. Then went in also that other disciple, wluch came first to the 
sepulchre, and he saw, and believed. For as yet they knew not the 
Scripture, that He must rise again from the dead. Then the disciples 
went away again unto their own home, Peter wondering in himself at that 
which was come to pass. But Mary stood without at the sepulchre 
weeping : and as she wept, she stooped down, and looiked into the 
sepulchre, and seeth two angels in white sitting, the one at the head^ 
and the other at the feet, where the body of Jesus had lain. And they 
say unto her, Woman, why weepest thou ? She saith unto them» 
Because they have taken away my Lord, and 1 know not where they have 
laid Him. (Now when Jems was risen early the first day of the^eek, He 
appeared first to Mary Magdalene, out of whom He had cast seven 
devils). And when she had thus said, she turned herself back, and saw 
Jesus standing, and knew not that it was Jesus. Jesus saith unto her; 
Woman, why weepest thou ? whom seekest thou ? She, supposing Him 
to be the gardener, saith unto Him, Sir, if Thou have borne Him heno^ 
tell me where Thou hast laid Him, and I will take Him away. Jesus 
saith unto her, Mary. She turned herself, and saith unto Him; 
Kabboni ; which is to say, Master. Jesus saith unto her, Touch Me not ; 
for I am not yet ascended to My Father ; but go to My brethren, and 
say unto them, I ascend unto My Father, and your Father ; and to My 
God and your God. And she went and told the disciples that had been 
with Him, as they mourned and wept, that she had seen the Lord, and 
that He had spoken these things unto her. And they, when they heard 
that He was alive, and had been seen of her, believed not.

After that He appeared in another form unto two of them that mme

they talked together of all these things which had happened. And i^ 
tome to pass, that> while they communed togeiher and reasoned, Jesua 
Himself drew near, and went with them. But their eyes were holdeu 
that they should not know Him. And He said unto them, What 
manner of communications are these that ye have one to another, as ya 
walk, and are sad ? And the one of them, whose name was Cleopas,. 
answering said unto Him, Art Thou only a stranger in Jerusalem, and 
hast not known the things which are come to pass there in these da3rB ? 
And He said unbo them, What things ? And they said unto Him^ 
Concerning Jesus of Nazareth, which was a prophet mighty in deed and 
word before God and all the people : and how the chief priests and 
our rulers delivered Him to be condemned to death, and have cruci- 
iied Him. But we trusted that it had been He which should have 
redeemed Israel : and beside all this, to-day is the third day since these 
things were done. Yea, and certain women also of our company made 
us astonished, which were early at the sepulchre ; and when they found 
not His body, they came, sayin&r, that they had also seen a vision of 
angels, which eaid that He was alive. And certain of them which were 
with us went to the sepulchre, and found it 'even so as the women had 
said : but Him they saw not. Then He said unto them, fools, and 
slow of heart to believe all that the prophets have spoken : ought not 
Christ to have suffered these things, and to enter into His glory ? And 
beginning at Moses and all the prophets, He expounded unto them in 
all the Scriptures the things concerning Himself. And they drew nigh 
unto the village, whither they went : and He made as though He would 
have gone further. But they constrained Him, saying, Abide with us t 
for it is toward evening, and the day is far spent. And He went in "to 
tarry with them.' And it came to pass, as He sat at meat with them, 
He took bread, and blessed t<, and brake, and gave to them. And their 
eyes were opened, and they knew Him ; and He vanished out of their 
sight. And they said one to another. Did not our heart burn within 
us, while He talked with us by the way, and while He opened to us 
the Scriptures ? 

And they rose up the same hour, and returned to Jerusalem, and 
found the eleven gathered together, and them that were with them, 
saying. The Lord is risen indeed, and hath appeared to Simon. And 
they told what things were done in the way, and how He was known of 
them in breaking of bread ; neither believed they them. 

And as they thus spake, the same day at €i^«vi\xv^,\i«cBj;^'v^^sxt'^ ^•a.-v^ 
oi the week, when the doors were ^>\\> ^V^ec^ 'Ocv^ $cysaKx>$^'5»' -^««fc

assembled for fear of the Jews, Jesus Himself stood in the midst of 
them, and saith uuto them, Peace be unto you. But they were terrified 
and affrighted, and supposed that they had seen a spirit. And He said 
■unto them, Why are ye troubled ? and why do thoughts arise in your 
hearts ? Behold [My hands and My feet, that it is I Myself : handle 
Me, and see ; for a spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye see Me have. 
And when He had thus spoken, He shewed them His hands and His 
feet, and His side. Then were the disciples glad, when they saw the 
Lord. And while they yet believed not for joy, and wondered. He said 
unto them. Have ye here any meat ? And they gave Him a piece of ;a 
broiled fish, and of an honeycomb. And He took t<, and did eat befoi^e 
them. Then said Jesus to them again. Peace be unto you : as 3fy 
Father hath sent Me, even so send I you. And when He had said this, 
He breathed on thenif and saith unto them. Receive ye the Holy Qhost : 
whose soever sins ye remit, they are remitted unto them : and whose 
soever sins ye retain, they are retained. 

But Thomas, one of the twelve, called Didymus, was not with then^ 
when Jesus came. The other disciples therefore said unto him, W^ 
have seen the Lord. But he said unto them, Except I shall see in Hi^ 
hands the print of the nails, and put my finger into the print of the 
nails, and thrust my hand into His side, I will not believe. 

And after eight days again His disciples were within, and Thomafl 
wiUi them : then came Jesus, the doors being shut, and stood in tli^ 
midst, as they sat at meat, and said. Peace be unto you ; and upbraided 
them with their unbelief and hardness of heart, because they believed 
not them which had seen Him after He was risen. Then saith He to 
Thomas, Reach hither thy finger, and behold My hands ; and readi 
hither thy hand, and thrust it into My side : and be not faithless, bul: 
believing. And Thomas answered and said uuto Him, My Lord an^ 
my God. Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, because thou hast seen Me, 
thou haHt believed : blessed are they that have not seen, and yet haV^ 
believed. 

And as the women went to tell His disciples, behold, Jesus met thenL 
■saying. All hail. And they came and held Him by the feet, and 
worshipped Hiu). Then said Jesus uuto them. Be not afraid : go te^ 
My brethren that they go into Galilee, and there shall they see Me. '

, Then the eleven disciples went away into Galilee, into a mountain 
where Jesus had appointed them. And when they saw Him, they wor- 
shipped Him : but some doubted. And Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying, All power is given unto Me in heaven and in earth. Go 
ye, therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost : teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you : and, lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of the world. 

After these things Jesus shewed Himself again to the disciples at 
the sea of Tiberias ; and on this wise shewed He Himself. There were 
together Simon Peter, and Thomas called Didymus, and Nathanael of 
Oana in Galilee, and the sons of Zebedee, and two other of His disciples. 
Simon Peter saith unto them, I go a fishing. They say unto him, We 
also go with thee. They went forth, and entered into a ship immedi- 
ately ; and that night they caught nothing. But when the morning 
was now come, Jesus stood on the shore : but the disciples knew not 
that it was Jesus. Then Jesus saith unto them. Children, have ye any 
meat ? They answered Him, No. And He said unto them. Cast the 
net on the right side of the ship, and ye shall find. They cast therefore^ 
and now they were not able to draw it for the multitude of fishes. 
Therefore that disciple whom Jesus loved saith unto Peter, It is the 
Lord. Now when Simon Peter heard that it was the Lord, he girt his 
fisher's coat unto him (for he was naked), and did cast himself into the 
sea. And the other disciples came in a little ship ; (for they were not 
far from land, but as it were two hundred cubits), dragging the net 
with fishes. As soon then as they were come to land, they saw a fire of 
coals there, and fish laid thei*eon, and bread. Jesus saith unto them. 
Bring of the fish which ye have now caught. Simon Peter went up, 
and drew the net to liand full of great fishes, an hundred and fifty and 
three ; and for all there were so many, yet was not the net broken. 
Jesus saith unto them. Come and dine. And none of the <lv«»c!^'%. 
durst ask Him, Who art Thou \ knowing t\v«i.\. Vc ^^>i5ft&^^^^» -^'^^

TThis i» now the third time that Jesus shewed Himself to His tlisciples 
•after that He was risen from the dead. 

So when they had dined, Jesus saith to Simon Peter, Simon, son ot 
Jonas, lovest thou Me more than these ? He saith unto Him, YeAj 
Lord ;■ Thou knowest that I love Thee. He saith unto him. Feed My 
lambs. He saith to him again the second time, Simon, son of Jonafe, 
lovest thou Me ? He saith unto Him, Yea, Lord ; Thou knowest that I 
love Thee. He' saith unto him. Feed My sheep. He saith unto him the 
third time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou . Me ? Peter was grieved 
because He said unto him the third time, Lovest thou Me ? And he 
said unto Him, Lord, Thou knowest all things ; Thou knowest that I 
love Thee. Jesus saith unto him, Feed My riieep. 

Verily, verily, I say unto thee. When thou wast young, thou girdedst 
thyself, and walkedst whither thou wouldest : but when thou shalt be 
old, thou shalt stretch forth thy hands, and another shall gird thee, and 
oarry tfiee whither thou wouldest not. This spake He, signifying by 
what death he should glorify God. And when He had spoken this. He 
eaith unto him. Follow Me. 

Then Peter, turning about, seeth the disciple whom Jesus loved 
following ; which also leaned on His breast at supper, and said, LordJ 
which is he that betrayeth Thee ? Peter seeing him saith to Jesusi 
Lord, and what shall this man do ? Jesus saith unto him. If I will that 
he tarry till 1 come, what U that to thee ? follow thou Me. Then weni 
this saying abroad among the brethren, that that disciple should not 
•die : yet Jesus said not unto him, He shall not die ; but, If I will that 
he tarry till I come, what is tfiat to thee ? This is the disciple which 
testifieth of these things, and wrote these things : and we know that 
his testimony is true. 

After that. He was seen of above five hundred brethren at once. 

After that, He was seen of James.

written in the law of MoseS; and in the Prophets, and in ihe Psalms, 
concerning Me. Then opened He their understanding, that they might 
understand the Scriptures, and said unto them, Thus it is written, and 
thus it behoved Christ to suffer, and to rise from the dead the third 
day : and that repentance and remission of sins should be preached in 
fiis name among all nations, beginning at Jerusalem. And ye are 
witnesses of these things. 

And, behold, I send the promise of My Father upon you : but tarry 
ye in the city of Jerusalem, until ye be endued with power from on high. 
For John truly baptised with water ; but ye shall be baptised with the 
Holy Ghost not many days hence. When they, therefore, were come 
together, they asked of Him, saying. Lord, wilt Thou at this time 
restore again the kingdom to Israel ? And He said unto them, It is 
not for you to know the times or the seasons, which the Father hath 
put in His own power. But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you : and ye shall be witnesses unto Me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Juda)a, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth. 

And He led them out as far as to Bethany. And He said unto them. 
Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to every creature. 
He that believeth, and is baptised, shall be saved ; but he that believeth 
not shall be damned. And these signs shall follow them that believe : 
In My name shall they cast out devils ; they shall speak with new 
tongues ; they shall take up serpents ; and if they drink any deadly 
thing, it shall not hurt them ; they shall lay hands on the sick, and 
tjbey shall recover. 

So then after the Lord had spoken unto them, He lifted up His 
hands, and blessed them. And it came to pass, while He ble.ssed them, 
He was parted from them, and, while they beheld. He was taken up ; 
and a cloud received Him out of their sight : He was received up into 
heaven, and sat on the right hand of God. And while they looked 
stedfastly toward heaven as He went up, behold, two men stood by 
them in white apparel ; which also said. Ye men of GfJilee, why stand 
ye gazing up into heaven ? this same Jesus, which is taken up from you 
into heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have seen Him go into 
heaven. 

• And they worshipped Him, and returned to Jerusalem with great 
joy, from the mount called Olivet, which is from Jerusalem a SabbaJtJa^
